Today Kamerer pleaded no defense to 
the other counts, in. .the indjctmenta, 
and was fined $1,000, which ho paid. 
In returning his forfeited ball and 
iiayiug bis fines, Kamerer turned over 
to the court over $3,000 in gold.

On June 1st of last year Captain 
Fiegensehuh, by his brilliant capture 
of Abeshr, tho capital ot Wadai, was 
thought to have laid the foundation of 
the ctfectlve French domination in 
that region of Central Africa. The 
cNploit was one of great daring, for 
the ollicer liad at ills command a force 
of oni.v one hundred and twenty men. 
In tho middle of last February, how- 
ever, came the news that Captain 
Flegenscliiih, on inovin.g forward on 
Massalit at the heginiiin.g of Janu- 
ary, anticipating no opijosition, had 
been ambushed while crossing the 
Kadjoi Klver fit Ablr Tawlll.

In today's Supplement will be 
found a ninp and two or throe pic- 
tures of aoi-ncs in the centre of the 
Island.

IMAGINING DISASTER 

Mr, Oliver .\ssclln, a French- ('a na- 
dlan journalist, thinks "the fedoi al, lo- 
cal and municipal governments have 

; too often played the part of wast- 
rels," He then goes on to say that 
they have "laid the foundations of a 
plutDcracy that will prove a clog in 
the working oC the social machinery 

,>, and a political danger to the state." 
He attributes this result to corrupt 
))ractlcos. We do not believe )io ia 
right, and a contemporary, who say.s 
Mr. Asselln's observations ■ are justi- 

^'lled by the cost of the National Trans- 
continental Railway, misses their 
point altogether. This railway is 
costing- vastly more than we weto 
tuld it would cost, and apparently very 
mucli more than it ought to cost, even 
conceding the utmost that can be 
claimed for the character of the line 

■ that Is being built, but "the founda- 
tions of a plutocracy" are not being 
laid thereby. There may be corrup- 
tion. We do not say that there is 

. or is not, for that is beside the great 

■ question to which .Mr. Asselln ad- 
dresses himself. What he h.as in 
mind Is the creation of powerful fin- 
ancial Interests which may possibio 

- in time to come overawe the state 
and against which there may some- 
time be an uprising. 

There is no doubt that within tho 
last quarter of a century or a little 
more vast Interests have been eonceii- 
, trated In the hands of a comparatlve- 
f.ly few men. This concentration 
seems to be a tendency of modern 
business all the world over, and there 
is no occasion for surprise that it has 
extended to Canada. What has never 
^ been demonstrated is that this con- 
centration Is a bad thing for the Do- 
minion. AVe are engaged in the de- 
velopment of an enormous country, 
and tho worli calls for conceiitrntion 
of means and effort. When the Oov- 
ernment of Canada called into bolnsc 
the - Canadian Paclflc Railway Coni- 

■ pany It ' laid the foundations of a 
great llnanclal Interest, which has 
had and will continue to liave an ex- 
ceedingly important inducnco upon 

• ,;tho rPrpgr^esB^ p£ the. country. Tfho 

'"Dominion arid Provincial Legislatures 
have combined to do a similar thing 
in connecUon with the Canadian 

; Kortlicrn RalUvaj', the Grand Trunk 
and Grand Trunk; Eaclflo. RaUwa^ 

• AVe suppose that if 'one Is not very 
particular about the meaning of 

.'words he uses, ho might call these 
great corporations a plutocracy, but 
wo suggest that it Is inounibeiit upon 
those who denounce the poIU;y that 
i.l'has led to the creation of these great 

'concerns, to point out In what way 
what has been accomplished by 
means of them could have been achiev- 
ed In any other way, To denounce 
what Goyernnients.hayo done is .easy; 
to point but how they might" huvo 
Keoflhed tho same bonondal reslults in 



some other way Is not quite as much 

80. 

Some men are alweys more capable 
than others, and unless we are pre- 
pared to limit by law tho sphere of 
every parson's activity and the ex- 
tent ot^b^aecumulatl.pns, we dp not 
know how we" are' going to prevent 
some men from being richer than 
others. It Is also to bo remembered 
that tho so-called "Plutocrats" are 
as a general rule merely trustees^ for 
other people. Mr. William Macken-/i6 
camo homo from England last week 
bringing with him. as the expression 
Is, forty millions. It was not his own 
money, nor was it the money of other 
rich men or group of rich men. Of 
course, as a matter of fact, he did not 
bring money at all, but only credits. 
Tho money will come from tho general 
public, from persons wliom it would 
be farcical to call plutocrats. Tho 
"plutocrats" who own the Canadian 
Pacltlo Railway are numbered by hun- 
dreds, and tho holdings of .some of 
them are small. There are always a 
certain number of people who accu- 
mulate money by thrift, economy and 
Industry. They ' cannot taike ' their 
small nccumulallons and build rail- 
ways or steamships or engage In other 
enterprises that will give them a rea- 
sonable return. A thousand men 
with a thousand dollars each, actin.i; 
Individually, can aocompllsli very lit- 
tle; but If they put their thousands 
together they make a inlllion, and If 
they entrust the million to the riglil 
kind of a man, ho will make It proflt- 
ablc both to them and the country. 
Incidentally he will doubtless make It 
profitable to hlmse^r, but the laborer 
is worthy of his hire, and the reward 
of Intelligently directed enterprise 
ought to be liberal. 

We are not claiming that our pres- 
ent economic system is all good, for 
it is not; but we are claiming that it 
Is not nil bad. or anything like It. Wo 
arc claimiriK that If the mass Of the 
people will only be true to themselves, 
acquisitions of capital and the power 
which It confers, so far from being :i 
source of danger to the state, wjll 
prove a lasting benellt. It is only 
when capital becomes lawless that it 
is dangerous, and whether or not it 
will ever become lawless depends 
upon the great majority of tho peo- 
ple. We are getting tired of these 
jeremiads, which represent every man 
of capital , and. enterprise as a 'menace 
to the welfare of tlie community. ' A 
sort of cheap popularity can be. won 
by saying that he Is, and we suppose 
that Is why It is said so often. 

COI^MENDS B. 0. PLAN 

There ore In the eastern Maritime 
Provinces several universities, namely 
Dalliouste at Halifax, King's .at AVind- 
sor, Acadia nt WolfxMlliB,' StT 'Joseph 
at Memramcook, Jlount Alison at 
Sackvllle and the University of New 
Rrunswiclv ut Froderlcton. Of these 
Institutions three are in Novjx Scotia, 
and three in New Brunswiclf. Some 
of them are denominational. Tho St. 
John Telegraph suggest.^ that steps 
ought to be taken towards the ;imal- 
gainallon of these several osttibllsh- 
ments In one great University, but It 
admits tliat one of 'tlie most serious 
questions that would be Involved 
woijld bo the determination of the site. 
This leads It to speak of the expedi- 
ent resorted to in this province, to 
which It gives Its untiualifkMl ap- 
proval. We (iiiote from our contem- 
porary : 

The province of British Columbia, 
which is about to establish a univer- 
sity which jironiises to reflect the 
greatest credit upon that fine region, 
has several cities (not so many, per- 
haps, as claimed Homer, but near It) 
each of which feels that it is entitled 
to become the home of the new col- 
lege. But a commission has been ap- 
pointed, consisting of presidents of 
other Canadian universities, to select 
tho site needed, and this commission 
will be guided, not by the ambitions 
or prejudices of any community, but 
by the. needs and re4ulr,ements^of the 
situation Itself. One question only the 
commission will ask and seek to an- 
swer: Where is the best place? That 
question answered, _t!je pvoblem..wlll 
be solved and the' matter ended satis- 
factorily. What Is being done in Bri- 
tish Columbia \g, It Is true, rather 
more simple than that which- would 
have to be done In the Maritime Pro- 
vince, because here our institutions 
have driven down strong roots, and 
about each there have grown up tra- 
ditions and interests that are strong. 
For all that, Britisli Columbia's way 
is the model one, and It might be ap- 
plied here with advantage once friends 
of the several universities had reach- 
ed common ground as to the desirab- 
ility of union itself, 
. It Is interesting to note that two of 
the Universities mentioned, Dalhousic 
and Kcw Brtinswlck are rei)resentc(i 
on the C'ommlsHlon, which Is to kcI- 
ect the site for the British Columbia 
Unlveraity.

Tlieir cblldrcn 
would grow up in the country and bo 
ready to take positions' when they 
were old enough. It Is Stated that 
there are many such families who 
would be glad to come to Canada if 
they had the means. Host of .us know 
thfit It would not be hard for capable 
people whether nifen or women to re- 
turn the money advanced to pay thoir 
ii.'issago to any part of ■ Canada. In 
our own city women, ' recently arrived, 
haye_ gone to work to help their hus- 
band's and fathers and many of these 
will, in a short time, be In comfortable 
eircumstancos. -It must not bo forgot- 
ten that one of tlio greatest needs ot 
rhia immense 'land Is strong, willing'. 
.'■kiUful hands. Jloney mny bo wasted 
and its former owner become a bur- 
den en the community, but the man 
or I woman who can work will always 
b« worth somcithlng where there is 
work to be done. It is to be hoped, 
i that (;:aiiada"a doors will be opened 
i wide enough to admit the people, how- 
i evi i i>oor, for whom there Is work, 
and who are ready and able to do it.

Hosidos, there would. In the school 
gard(>n, be many opportunities of 
teaching lessons of ■^•aliie to the pupil 
In the work of the farm.

8«lve8 be learners, and many exp<iri- 
ments would fall. But the advantages 
to be gained ore so many and so great 
that they would be well worth hard 
work and .«nme sacrifices.

Oanfa of ' the 
Blue Funnel lino reached the • outer 
wliarl'. Ah Kai, the Chinese coni- 
Ijradoro, hi charge of G4,T Chlncao 
|nisac;igers ^-on board, made a 
solemn vow; lie swore by all the gods 
of China that hereafter when a pig 
is killed on board the big Holt steam- 
er It must be lield with the head fac- 
ing directly toward the buw and the 
tail curled dead aft. This was be- 
cause of the worry ho was caused on 
tlje passage across the Pacific from 
"Srolcohama. 

There . Is. an old time superstition 
amone sailors that tho kiUins of a 
pig on ship board 'ls . followed by high 
■winds — this Is a superstition which 
hns held since the Golden Hind went 
round the Horn. 

There wore 503 Chinese to have 
their rice and currlc. their roast 
pork, etc., on board tho Blue Funnel 
liner, and Ah Kal, who had to see to 
it that tile pas.senger.'j were well fed 
carried a number of live plg.s from 
-Hongkong, killing the animals as 
there was need of ronst pork. Soon 
.stormy winds did blow, head winds 
with: high sea. Capi. Lycett sent for 
Ah Kai. He asked if pigs had been 
killed. 

"Me klllum two piece," said Ah 
Kai; "wliashamalla?" 

Capt. Lycett explained in his best 
pldgeon tliat Messrs. Boreos, Kos and 
and associates usually sent higii 
winds when pigs were killed. 

Next day no pigs were killed, and 
there was good weather. All Kal 
was happy until the need of more 
liorlc resulted In further jilg killing — 
and then tho wind blow hard again. 

Ah Kai, fat, sat on a stool looking 
like a Chinese edition of the great 
Buddha, and pondered. He felt that 
he was tho cause of the head winds 
which delayed tho steamer, but lie 
didn't see how he could avoid tlie 
cause. 

Ho went to Capt. Lycett and cx- 
I)Ialned the situation. "Suppose no 
klllum pig Chinaman makee tloublo; 
suiipose klllum pig; catchum wind; 
you makee tloublc. • What thing?" 

Ah Kal was a badly worried Chi- 
nese when head winds continued; but 
lie finally solved the dlfllculty. 

After the chief engineer. Chief Of- 
licer Flynn, and others had told Ah 
Kai what they • .thought of his work 
in causing high winds, and all had 
speculated on the delay lii reaching 
Victoria, the fat compradorc wont 
away forward and tliought furiously. 

Next morning there was more pig 
killing, and when the ofllccrs wont 
forward to look they saw one Chinese 
holding the pigs so that the head 
was pointed directly toward the bow 
and the tall dead aft. 

S'upposo wind must blow; more 
better he blow fair wind" said tho 
.smiling Ah Kai, and . he has- vowed 
that all pigs killed hereafter on 
hoard the Oanfa must be killed ' In 
that position.

SITUATI ON IN CRETE 

Turkish'" Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Commissioned to Look Into 
Question. 



COXSTANTINOPLE, June 11.— Tho 
present position of the Cretan ques- 
tion is as follows: Rifaat Pasha, th(j 
mlniBtcr of foreign affairs, has been 
Instructed to examine, in conjunction 
wltli the ministers of the protecting 
powers, all points concerning the sct- 
tl/nient of the future regime for 
Crete, while the Sublime Porte is car- 
rying on diplomatic action with the 
representatives of the powers with a 
view to showing the injury, which has 
resulterl from the recent "' Wents' In 
Crete. 

Rifaat T'aslin, who is at present in 
Pari;;, ha.i telegraphed from London 
the results of his conferences wltli the 
British foreign oflieo. In Porte circles 
it is affirmed that those results are of 
a natin-e to afford .satisfaction to Tur- 
k(.v and tlds news is already exer- 
cising the fancy of |)olitlcal spheres 
and giving rise to all kinds of s(.' • 
called authentic projects for Cretan 
autonomy. 

One iioint insisted upon In these 
projects Is the qucstlun of the appoint- 
ment of a (.lovornor for tho Island, 
and It 1.S stated that he will be nom- 
inated by tlie Cretans and conllrmed 
by the yiiltnn, without, however, any 
right of veto. Other alleged authorities 
admit the choice by the Sultuu from 
among different candidates, wlillc a 
further set revert to tho former state 
of affairs, with a nomiiiatlun by llio 
King of the Hellenes. There is yet 
another ])roJect for nomination by the 
powers and the Porte of a Governor 
who is to be neither Cretan, nor 
Greek, nor Ottoman. 

None of these professing projects 
give an.v details about the autonomy, 
but probably during the next few 
days polltlcul imaginations will also be 
exercised tijion this point. 

As a- matter of fact, although the 
powers arc now studying the matter 
with all the zeal demanded by the cir- 
cumstance that this question threatens 
tn enter upon in extremely acute, 
stage, nothing of a concrete nature 
has yet been determined upon.

The marine and fisheries depart- 
ment has Issued its nineteenth list of 
shipping of the Dominion of Canada. 
This shows a total of 93 vessels, sail 
and steam, registered in BritAih Co- 
lumbia, of total tonnage of 4,068 net 
tons, since last year, 21 being regist- 
ered at Victoria. 

The total number of vessels re- 
maining on tho register books of the 
Dominion on the Slst of December, 
1909, was 7,768, .measuring 718,533 
tons being an increase of 166 vessels 
and 16,229 tuns, aa vuuipared wlili 
1908. The number of steamers on tho 
register boolts on the same date was 
3,2L'9, with a gross tonnage of 513,9G 



PAKIS, June 11.— The synchroni- 
zation of vessels fitted with wireless 
apparatus by a wireless signal flashed 
from the radiograph station on the 
summit of the Eiffel Tower has been 
inaugurated with complete success. 

The clock-room in the Paris obser- 
vatory had connected by a special 
wire with the wireless apparatus at 
tlie tower. On the stroke of midnight 
the exact Paris time was (lashed to 
every coastal and maritime station 
w-lthin a radius of from 2,500 to 3,- 
000 miles. 

It l.s <istimated that the signal reach- 
ed the coast uf ^Vest Africa, the whole 
extent of tho Mediterranean, almost 
all the Northern Atlantic,' the English 
Channel, llie North Sea, Great Bri- 
tain, and practically the whole nf 
Central nnd Western Europe. 

This s.vstem of synchronization will 
be of inestlinnble service to naviga- 
tion, as vessels will l)o able to ascer- 
tain their exact position immediately

Me Ultra-Nationalists Protest 
Against Its Being IVlade 
^rOptlonal ^ in, jnstituticHi's 

j 'vCurricuiunn 



j|)UBl(IN.^ June 11.— UltraNatlonal- 
Istsi, are deeply chagrined at tlio de- 
cision qt th'e New University's Senate 
xegardlng the Irish language. For 
months that body has been urged to 
decree that a knowledge of the anci- 
ent tongue shall bo essential at ma- 
triculation. Thla proposal has been 
decisively ■rejected, sinci it has been 
deciaed that Irlsli shall bo placed In 
the same position as French, German, 
Spanish and Italian. Students who 
do hot present themselves for examin- 
ation on the subject at matriculation 
will, however, bo required to attend 
a course in Irish during their under- 
gradu.ate career. A mot-ion by Dr. 
Doug-liiK Hyde tliat Irish should be 
made esKontial :it matriculation ex- 
aminations in 1013 was ruled out of 
order. More is to be lioard oi the 
matter at the ne.xt meetiiiff of tlie 
Senate on June 23, and meantime the 
Gaelic IjCaguo and its supporters will 
move heaven and earth to s(a;ure a 
niodlcatlon of tlie decision. 

It is threatened that unless the sen- 
ators give way tliu County Councils 
will refuse ti rate in aid of university 
education. Strong resolutions liave 
been pasHCd by various puljlio bodies 
and by imnierous branches of... the 
League. That of the Dublin brancii 
la. typical. It expresses grave dissat- 
isfaction with the action of the Senate 
in relegating Irish to a position of 
"stereotyped Inferiority," while other 
subjects, such as classics and English, 
or ."geography and hlstor^,! fi:e . made' 
dompulBory.r calls the attention of the 
people of Ireland to the insult that has 
been offered tliem by the utter disre- 
gard thus sliown for their demand as 
put forward by the General Council 
of County Councils and the various 
elected representatives of the people 
tliroughout the country, and trusts 
that not one penny of tlie people's 
money will be given to tlie support 
of a university tlie governing body of 
■whicii lias proved itself hostile to the 
aspirations of the Irish ijeoplo. 
Among others wlio Iiave u;-ged the 
adoption of Dr. Hyde's i>roposal is 
.Mr. Thos. P. O'Donnell, M.r>. He de- 
clares that its acceptance will settle 
the question, wiiile its rejection will 
create cliaos, and cause such an out- 
burst of national disgust as will in- 
evitably destroy the university at its 
birth. 



Indignant Protest 

. Against the Dublin resolution Arch- 
ulshop Walsh, the Chancellor of the 
University, lias entered an indignant 
protest. In a letter to tlio press lie 
says: "I have no hesitation In stig- 
matizing tlie resolution as a scandal- 
ous production, permeated from be- 
ginning to end with scandalous mis- 
representation of the recent action of 
the Senate of the National University. 
This kind of thing has been '•allo\yod 
to go on too long, with results 'Simply 
disastrous to the cause which presupi- 
ahly It Is meant to Serve. Is there 
no one In authority In the Gaello 
League' possessed of sufflclent Influ- 
ence . to silence the mlschlef-makors. 
Ignorant or malicious a* they may 
be?" Mr. Walsh's .letter suggests 
that the langu&ge ^;g|tthuai4BtB -igffi 
much less representative ';thBn they 
claim to bo. 

Fatlier Humphreys, of KiUenaulo, 
declares bluntly that they are a very 
feeble party, who have set up a pan- 
deiiionluai of brawling," which should 
not for a moment be allowed to influ- 
ence the university authorities. "The 
Gael.s have called the rpachlned reso- 
lutions of the. councils tho demand of 
tlio Irish people. The great body of 
tho Irish people take no interest what- 
ever In their contemptible craze. 
Mobs, mob orators, . county, district, 
and urban councillors dictating a pro- 
gramme of studies for a ministry Is 
the moat ridiculous sight in thtt 
world." 

Tho Sinn Fein 

On the other hand, the organ of Sinn 
Fein asserts that if tho Gaelic League 
were to falter or withdraw from the 
position It has taken up it would at 
once lose "the confidence of tlie coun- 
try." The rejection of Mr. Hyde's 
resolution by the Senate would bo a 
defiance to the League and tho public 
opinion which is now solidly with It. 
It is added that at the present moment 
tlie University is a failure, and that 
the. one thing that can ensure it a mod- 
erate success in tho ne.\t twenty years 
is an honest acceptance of the lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Win. O'Brien's contention that 
the Birrell Act of tost year has killed 
land purchase Is amply , borne out by 
the testimony of several Wexford 
agents^ ^yho have, been .j'enga^eij In the 
transfer' of- estates ukfler Mr. Wynd- 
ham's measure. Thesis practical busi- 
ness men unanimously declare that an 
absolute deadlock has been reached. 
Mr. Martin Iluggard, solicitor, AYex- 
ford, wlio stated that so far as hia flriu 
were concerned not a single sale nor a 
negotiation for a sale had taken plac.e 
since the act come Into operation, gave 
an illustration of how both landlord 
and tenant are hit under the new con- 
ditions. 

In tho case of a tenant whose rent 
is $125, the purchase money under the 
old act at twenty-three years' pur- 
chase would bo $2,885, and the annuity 
would be $93.83. The landlord, In ad- 
dition to the $2,8S5. would receive a 
bonus of 12 per cent., making a total 
of S3, 230. Under the present act such 
a tenant would have to pay an In- 
(C'ontlnucd on Page 18.)

In "Hors des Frontleres',' ^. ' Des- 
chanel deials principally with' three 
subjects — the Morocca©. question, the 
Bastern question, and 'the reform of 
tho French foreign office. With regard 
to the last of these questions M. Des- 
chanol has Insisted on the necessity 
of Increasing the salaries of the repre- 
sentatives of Franco abroad, of aug- 
mentinr, tlio •.lumber of consular ap- 
pointments, and of giving material 
encouragement to the instltuttona 
wlilcli extend the language and Influ- 
f'nce of I'^rnnco outside its frontiers. 
His pertinacity has .^ircady to some 
extent met with its reward, Inasmuqh 
an next year $20S,000 derived from the 
reform of consular dues will be de- 
voted to the increase of the salaries 
of l^'rench representatives. 

So faruas'"'concrns Morocco, M. Dos- 
chanel considers that tho supremacy 
of France may bo maintained without 
a policy of conquest, whlcli would 
necessarily hamper French action in 
Europe. J'ranco must preserve her in- 
fluenco over the approaches to Al- 
geria, but here as elsewhere she must 
subordinate colonial to general foreign 
policy. 

Frencli Moroccan policy should be. 
actording to JI. Deschanel, "neither 
dangerous adventure nor Internation- 
alization, but the gradual accomplish- 
ment of Its civilizing mission In agree- 
ment with the powers." 

In tho East 

In tho East, as elsewhere, M. Des- 
chanel preaches the balance of power 
as the solo guarantee of peace. This 
balance of power must depend on the 
integrity of the Ottoman Empire and 
the independence of the Balkan states. 
Tho writer never loses sight of tho 
fact that Austria is Indlspensiblo to 
the European balance of power, and 
qualines the antl-Austrlan policy of 



the second, empire as "a fatal ana- 
chronism.'' With . regard to tlie annex- 
ation of Bosnia and Herzegovina M. 
Deschanel can only regret that Europe 
did not formally accept tluj, declara- 
tions of Austria when she stated that 
tho Turkish revolution compelled »-her 
to annex these provinces in order .'to 
give tliem a constitution, and when, as 
a proof of her good Intentions, alio 
restored to Turkey the Sanjak of Novl 
Bazar. Ho considers that Franco paid 
In the East for .her faults in Morocco. 
Tho Franco-German '.ogrceiTient was 
approved mainly because It restored 
normal relations between the twD 
states, but by It Germany gained both 
for herself and Austria greater liber- 
ty In the Balkans.; "Tho annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina recognized 
and sanctioned Is tho triumph of Ger- 
manism." 

For the future he declares th.at the 
duty of Franco is to eoncentrato her 
forces and tliose of lier friends and 
allied. "United and strong In Europe, 
we shall be tranquil in Asia." Tho 
paramount Interest of Franco Is "the 
maintenance of tho naval supremacy 
and the increase of tho military power 
of Great Britain because they were 
one of tlio most effective guarantees 
of European independoncc." 



CAPTU RE BRI GANDS 

Portuguese Polico Succeed in Taking 
Notorious Robber With Several 
of His Men. 



LISBON, June 11.— Tho polico have 
effect )d the capture of a notorious 
■vigand ciiJef and Ave of ills men, who 
for some months past have been car- 
rying cn u campaign of robbery and 
murder In the forest district of Pcz- 
ueneos ' ■■ 

From time tc time reports have 
circulated of llic mysterious disap- 
pearance of iravclers, wlio had bJC'i 
goei'. to leave romc neighboring vll 
lage but liad iicvcr again emerged 
from the ftresl. Eventually the police 
arraiigcil an iiir.bush. One of their 
number was sent into the dangerous 
dl.strlct nil a decoy, dressed as an or- 
dinary traveler, and a detachment of 
Ivii Guard.'i was distributed in hid- 
ing along tho path ho had to traverse. 
Tlie scheme proved successful, for 
when tho man had advanced a short 
distance into tho forest he was at- 
tacked by a number of brigands, and 
tho soldiers, rushing from their liiding 
places, were able to capture the bri 
gand chief, Chalan, and five of his 
companlono. 

The robbers subsequently confessed 
tho full extent, of their malpractices 
and led tho way .to their retreat — a 
cave In the very 'vheart of tho moun- 
tainous districts situated close to a 
deep precipice.! j^t appears that their 
procedure was toj rob travelers and 
then hurl their ijodles over the i>reci- 
pico; and, Indeed, the police found a 
largo number of corpses In the valley 
below. 



Works Necessitated by Recent 
. Floods Cause Disputes in 
the French Capital— Per- 
•^"petual^-increasQ;,-.::, 



I'AOIS, Junb' 11 — The' Seine has 
risen once more owing to recent heavy 
rains, and there has oven been some 
fear that traffic on the river might be 
Interrupted. The prospect has Im- 
proved during thfe last" few, days, so 
that all risk of siioh' inconveniences 
seems ,to'\be well oven All' the 'samo 
tHlB'ne\v: rise' has'' served to' rtjmihd tho 
F^Hsltths" that' JiieaiBiU''e& for the prb- 
vi^nttoh of' a. reciirfehcia of 'the dis- 
aster 'Witnessed durlngr ihe' winter are 
Imperative, and that there is real 
necessity "for their prompt, adoption. 
M. Berller, a distinguished civil en- 
gineer, has written a brUiohure In 
which ha explains his plan for tho 
construction of two tubes, starting 
from Ivory Port, passing between the 
torts of Vanwes and Issy, and thence 
under the woods at 'Vllle ■d'Avray to 
tiio south of Saint Germain to re- 
join tho Seine at Le Chateau de Vil- 
llcrcs, a few liundred yards below 
Polssy. These tubes would ."be^made of 
cement, and could be 'dpcried or closed 
at will, so that they would' only be 
utilized when there was a superabun- 
dance of water. 

M. 13orller argues that no doubt can 
prevail as to tlio practical advantages 
of his scheme, seeing that the drainage 
.syKtem In Paris worked extremely 
well during tho great floods. He admits 
that tho expense would bo enormous, 
and he sugge.sts various methods for 
covering it. But he contends that the 
protection of Paris ■demands a pecun- 
iary sacrifice. On the bther hand, the 
syndicate of persons concerned with 
the river traffic has just, .'adopted a 
report, drawn up at Its invitaflon by 
ono of its members, who expresses the 
opinion that the system advocated by 
M. )3erlier would bo too expensive, and 
might not bring mucli relief. Ho re- 
commends some Improvement of the 
bridges under which the current runs 
with particular strength, including the 
Pont de la Tournelle, the Pont de 1' 
Alma, the Pont de Sevres, and the 
Pont do Saint Cloud, the suppression 
of tlio lock at La Monnale, and tho 
enlargement of the small arm of the 
river at that point, as well as the aboli- 
tion of tho stores cstabllshe'd on vari- 
ous quays, tho widening of the Seine 
at Vliloneiivc-Saint Georges, and 
other practical, tliough less important 



measures. All this could be done at 
much less cost' than' the . construction 
of tho tbiios woiild entail, and as the 
l)ersons specially interested In'- the 
river traffic a'ppro-ve of' these 'Sugges- 
tions there would Hseem'' •t6'».l>e;ia"-falr 
chance of their eventuiilf'acloptioh In 
whole or In part. '^'li ^^ '■•■M<':i."?.j'i,7''!- •' 

There is, liowever,- ■ no-'tirtie -to' bo 
lost. Bolgraiid, the celebrated'- engineer 
who did Bo much for the protection of 
Paris, considered that It was under 
the perpetual menace of serious floods 
as. If all tlio tributaries of the Seine 
were to rise, together, tho disasters 
of 1658, 1740 and 1802 might be re- 
peated. He' argued. In fact, that no 
conlldence could be reposed In the 
river, as, on the other hand, it was 
during periods of drought insufftclent 
water being, moreover, at such times 
very poor, to say the least. Yet, as a 
high authority put It a quarter of a 
century ago. Paris has more to fear 
from great rises of tho river than 
from low water. Hence the measures, 
whatever they may be, 'which are 
bound to bo taken sooner or later for 
Its' protection. 



•NEW Z'EAIAN'D TRADE 



Financial Position is Improved and 
Imports and Exports Satis- 
f astory. 

MELBOURNE, June 11.— A year of 
great prosperity Is predicted for Now 
Zealand. Trade returns for the first 
quarter of the year are very satis- 
factory, tho exports of -wool, dairy pro- 
duce, and meat all showing high totals. 
The financial position lias been sllll 
further improved. Government require- 
ments for public works and other pur- 
poses are being obtained outside tlio 
Dominion, as also are tho loans of 
local governing bodies. Sir Joseph 
Ward recently ' stated that applica- 
tions of tho latter character were in 
liand to tho amount of $3,750,000, and 
tlie money would bo available if the 
security proved satisfactory. Tho ;lo- 
cal market will, therefore, not be 
called upon to meet demands of this 
class, as it has been In the past, and 
the accumulations of tho community 
will be available for general purposes. 

Statistics lately published show that 
last year established a record in tho 
frozen meat trade. The quantity ex- 
ported totalled close on 270,000,000 
pounds, an Increase of 38,000,000 
pounds over the preceding twelve 
months, and about 26,000,000 pounds 
over tlie record established In 1903. 
For tho first time tho weight of lamb 
exported, namely, 109,567, 763 pounds, 
exceeded that of mutton, which 
amoiinted to 106,405,503 pounds in ex- 
cess of tho shipments during the pre- 
vious year.

Accession of Labor Administra- 
tion in Australia . Causes 
Fears of IVIonled Classes— 
^IHe' Goal Strike , i.:'^^^^^^ 



eYDNEY, N. S. W., June 11.— Now 
that a labor ministry is firmly estab- 
lished in Australia, It will be Intor- 
«sting to SCO how far it attempts to 
give effec to the somewhat remark- 
able proniiots made by some of Its 
prominent supporters during the elec- 
tion campaign. The Political Labor 
Council of Victoria, for instance, is- 
sued a manifesto, in which It declared 
that, if a labor majority was returned 
to the federal parliament, high wages 
would be secured in every Industry 
through "such an extension of tho 
powers of parliament as may be necos- 
sarj'." Tho banking, shipping, sugar, 
tobacco, confectionery, meat, butter, 
coal, artlflclal fertilizer, and agricul- 
tural Implement industries -n-orc to bo 
taken over by tho state, which was to 
manage them in the interests of tho" 
community. Not only were better 
wages to he paid, but tho working day 
was to bo shorter, and regular holi- 
days and lower prices were also prom- 
isor. "More important than all these 
together," everyone was to be provid- 
ed with congenial employment. This 
sounds sufhclenOy extravagant ,hut it 
is an interesting indication of tho 
tren-d of Ideas among the more extreme 
supporters of the new cabinet, whoso 
members. It should be noted, are apt 
to be regarded by their friends as 
their representatives of the party 
caubua rather 'than as the Instruments 
to 'Whom has. been entrusted for the 
time being the task of governing tho 
country. 

Undoubtedly tho return of Mr. Fisher 
to power has given rise to no little 
concern among the well-to-do classes, 
who are apprehensive that a period 
of penal ..taxation and ill-considered 
leglalativo.-.;- experiment lies ahead. 
There is also sbme anxiety in regard 
to the government's attitude on cer- 
tain wider questions of . policy, such 
as Immigration and the- new defense 
scheme — as to which, it may be Inci- 
dentally mentioned, tile laborlsts have 
proclaimed that, ;"whatever , force Aus- 
tralia Is. 'corapelie(i"'tb'yralse.. 'must bo 
maintained by a;;.direct :tax on proper^ 
ty."

Never play to tho 
gallery; assume your duties and carry 
them out without any Xrills; Iceep your 
mind on tho game and follow the play;

thinking of anything else. Uso what Is 
generally known as horse sense — that la 
If you have a proper idea of lacrossu 
as It should be played; net promi)tly 
when you aeo a foul committed; you 
may make mistakes. In fact you will 
make mistakes, as that man never lived 
as a lacrosse referee who didn't nialco 
mlstake.s on tho Held, hut bo honest 
In your decisions; let nothing tempt 
you to bo otherwise, and if you make 
mistakes they will be honest one.i, 
which any honest man will torglve you 
for making, and so far aa chronic kick- 
ers go they don't amount to much as 
friends nnywny, and you are much 
bettor without tholr friendship."

"So fasclnatinK is the trick to spec- 
tators," explained Captain Dickson, 
"that I am now being offered large 
sums of money to perform it in a<l- 
ilition to competing in tlie ordinary 
way at the flyinfr meetiiifrs. At Tours 
lieopit: came aRain and aKain in tlio 
liope of .■icelnff .a 'vol plane."

Then the 
earth seems to rise up ag though It 
were going to hit you. Y,ou fool as if 
you wore descending In tho fastest 
lift ever built.

The natural outlet for- the products of the 
richest timber area in the world, Victoria holds 
a unique position in the lumbering trade of the 
North American continent, a position whicli is 

. ever bringing this city into greater jjrominence 
in the marts of commerce and trade. To Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, tc the Orient, to Mex- 
ico and Central America, and last, but by no 
means least, to the yearly expanding markets 
of" the great Northwest the "timber products 
of this Island are continually shipped, each 
succeeding report showing an increase in the 
amount of lumber freight which leaves the Isl- 
and and particularly the port of Victoria. 

Within the confines of Vancouver Island 
and the isles which strew the Straits of 
(jcorgia there is timber of a commercial value 
so great that j, 000,000,000 feet could be cut 
each year for the next hundred }'cars anil 
shipped to the different markets of the world. 
The great bulk of this enormous natural 
wealth is tributary tp Victoria, As the years 
go by and fresh tracts of territory arp opened 
up by railroads, with the increase of the tim- 

Vber output, and the cstablishthent of sawmills 
at different points, the present shipments of 
lumber from this port will easily be trebled, 
Today Victoria i.s the timber emporium of the 
Islaiul: tomorrow it may become one of ' the 
greatest lurnbcr centres in the world., . . 

•v; : ;,The,J^ tp thi^ city 

;^iirbiigK;tlie' sa^ a.11 "of wHIch'afe' how 
practically working, at full capacity, is dif- 
ficult to estimate. The sawinills i[iavc been 
the* foundation of Vancouver's wealth' and 
prosperity, aiid they are proving an'.important 
factor in the upbuilding of Victoria. The tim- 
ber of the Islantl, which is. each year being 
shipped in larger quantities to the markets of 
the Northwest, is used there for construction 



purposes. In Australia it is put to the same 
use. In Mexico and Central America the lum- 
ber shipped is utilized for railroad tic.i, many 
of the transportation lines along the west coast 
of this portion of "the continent haying been 
built largely of the Vancouver Island product. 
Local demand is also very large, and also con- 
tinually expanding, with the rapid and sub- 
stantial development of the Island. The out- 
look is the most promising feature in the in- 
dustrial trade of the Island, and the fact that 
all the Island railroads will have their outlet at 
Vicoria is , sufficient guarantee that this port 
will continue to. expand as the emporium for 
the timber wealth of its tributary territory. 

American capitalists, more so than those 
of any other nationality, have recognized to 
the full the meaning of Vancouver Island's 
limber wealth and the growing importance of 
Victoria as a shipping centre. It is comjjar- 
ativcly recently that a group of Michigan cap- 
italists acquired what were known as the Say- 
ward Lumber Mills, the company in question, 
known as the Michigan Pacific Lumber Com- 
jKiny, having previously secured an immense 
trace of .some of the Island's best timber in 
the Jordan River district. The latter area is 
now being extensively exploited and the local 
mills are being worked to their full cajKicity. 
In one of the illustrations accompanying this 
article tl:e ship Elginshire can be seen lying 
at the Michigan Pacific docks loading a large 
luqiber ..cargo /fof; jShiprrient to .Pelagoa: . Bay. 
Other interests actively' identified v.livitb the 
building up of Victoria by the exploitation of 
the timber wealth of the adjacent territory are : 
the Taylor Mills, Brown, Hillis & Company, 
Moor.c & Whittington, the Cameron Lumber 
Company, and. Messrs, Lemon and Gonnason. 

Illustrative of the natural magnificence of 
the timber of the soittheru portion of the Isl- 
and, it may be stated that the' Doiiglas fir is 



sometimes 15 feet in diameter at the base and 
rises to a height of 300 feet. The average yield 
of this wood is 50,000 feet per acre. The west- 
ern red cedar has been known to grow 20 feet 
in diameter at the base. This wood is, how- 
CN'er, but little used for connncrcial purposes. 
The western hemlock is a fine marketable lum- 
ber, and the bark of the tree is used extensively 
for tanning purposes. From the commercial 
standpoint the yellow cedar is the most valu- 
able of the Island woods, and large quantities 
of this product are annually shipped from Vic- 
toria. 

"Timber is getting scarce !" I'he cry is go- 
ing up all over the world, but on Vancouver 
Lsland, and even right on the verge of Victoria, 
there is still rimber to buiMi. And it is timber 
of the finest and largest character to be found 
anywhere. To the casual observer from the 
deforested areas of the old world, to the visitor 
from the treeless prairies, the prodigal disre- 
gard for wood on this Island is looked upon as 
little short of sacrilege. The "left over" and 
"cast ;usidc" logs' which lie scattered east and 
west, north and south, are good hard dollars 
thrown away. The tracts of burned stumps, 
denuded of their rich verdure by forest fires, 
call forth exclamations of .wopd^r.at thC jCj^.r^^ 
lessncss of a. community" wliicli , will iiot exer- 
cise every human endeavor, to conserve a nat- 
ural resoui'ce of almost boundless duration. 

Imagine any liunbcr dealer from a foreign 
country endeavoring to find on Vancouver 
Island a market for hi.s goods. This actually 
happened some years ago in Victoria, a Rus- 
sian having come here for the purpose of in- 
quiring into the chances of selling Siberian 



timber. Needle^S.to say, he was laughed out 
of the idea, bi^t after all, he may only have been 
one hundred and fifty years or so too soon. 

Vancouver Island will be the last resort of 
the lumberman on this continent, and the da}' 
is surely coming when those who own tindjer 
limits will reap rich harvests. Large American 
lumber companies have recognized this fact 
and have acquired big tracts of timber land, 
which will be exploited as.soon as the supply 
in the Eastern States shows signs of giving but! 
Only the fringe of the Vancouver '.Island for- 
ests have been touched. Commercialism has 
onl}' blazed its trail. The . 1 venues leading to 
the lumber camps arc still bounded on either 
side by hundreds of acres of superb fir, whose 
giant trunks in places almost scraps the hubs 
of passing vehicles. Within these umbrageous; 
aisIos,thei;q is.,,i),?rp^^^ twilight on the bright- 
est;" of ■'day§,'''f6r' the vaist canopy of boughs, 
often over a hundred feet high, only permit 
stray shafts of sunlight to jienetrate the shad- 
owy vistas. The parklike forests, with their 
supernatural .silence, the smooth, grey trunks 
rising in solemn and unbroken grandeur above 
the thick- velvety^ floor of moss, must go .some 
day. The lumber interests which own these 
primeval tracts know the value of. each acre, 
and are only awaiting railway coin'rininication 
before the hum of the sawmill will echo 
through these virgin woods and trainloads of 
lumber will roll down grade to salt water. 
"!i''earlv some new and seemingly trackless sea 
of timber is being penetrated by the hand of 
commercialism. Daily professional timber 
cruisers, men who can read the forest like a 
book, are plodding through swamp, over crags ; 



and rocky :bluffs, across mountain divides, 
scanning the ground for corner stakes* and 
boundaries, and swiftly estimating the market- 
able value ot the'fir and'cedaVwhicli they stake. 
Limits are being snapped up everywhere, toq 
often for merely speculative purposes. Latter- 
ly, however, this feature of timber cruiser is 
slowly d}-ing out, and the wealth of the ter- 
ritory is being acquired for purely commercial 
undert«ikingS;-Hr ^.v ^ : 
. The sbu'ii'd 'bf'^th'e thousands of axes whicK- 
ring all over the Island are the ritual of de- 
velopment, They are carving a road to fortune 
for the men who employ their wielders. They 
are the prime factors in clearing tiie land for 
settlement, the great problem which .is pre- 
venting Vancouver Island from coming into 
her own. When the Island is studded with 
sawmills; .vvhen the myriad limits . are . finally • 
in a fair way towards exploitation; when tlie 
serried ranks of giant trunks are laid flush with' 
the salall bush; much of the scenic grandeur 
of this territory will have disappeared, but in 
its place will have come a material wealth such 
as no similar tract of countr}' on the earth's 
surface can boast. The fountain head of this 
wealth will be the capital of the province. To- 
day the sawmills of Victoria., with their hum- 
ming activity, with their stack upon Stack, of 
planed boards, with their never failing supply 
of booms moored along the waterfront, are an 
earnest of the future, when the markets of the 
world will be drawing, possibly the major por- 
tion of their timber supply from this Island, 
when millions of dollars will be flowing yearly 
into the coffers of the lumber kings of Vic- 
toria. 
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ALEXANDER BELL AND TELEPHONE 




From the Scientific American 

The teleplionc was first introduced to the 
public in 1876, and put to tlie first practical 
or comnicrcia! use in 1877. During that year 
was organized the first association or com- 
pany to hold the patents. The first companies 
which 'systematically exploited the liusiness 
Averc formed in 1878, one for New England and 
one for the rest of the United States and Can- 
ada. Tlicsc two companies succeeded to all 
the rights and property of the original associa- 
tion. The capita! represented $750,000, the 
value of the patents, and .^loo.oco in cash. 
Karly in 1879 these two companies were con- 
solidated into one company called The Na- 
tional Eell Telephone Conipanj^ the first com- 
pany to attain any prominence- The capital of 
this company was $850,000, deposited among 
8,500 shares of $100 par value each. The sum 
of $650,000 in shares was given, share for 
share, for the stock of the two old compan- 
ies, and $200,000 in shares was left in the 
treasury. This treasury stock was sold for the 
l)ost price nljtainable, as the money was re- 
cjiiircd, ;uul yielded e\-entually $430,000 in 
cash. The last 500 shares of this treasury 
stock sold for .S600 each. In the fall of 1879 a 
settlement was effected with the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, Avhcreby the 
most formiflable and powerful competitor was 
rcni()\cd from the held. Then it ^vas that the 
stuck boomed. The $ioo shares, of which there 
were only 8.500, were quoted at one time at 
$1 ,000. altiioiigh that price was ])robabIy ne\-er 
.'ictually jiaid. At the higiiest quotation, a 
total market \-aluc of all the shares of the com- 
pany would ha\-e been $8,500,000. According 
to poi)ular belief, twelve of the original inves- 
tors have been credited with realizing, if not 
more, at least as much as this, yet no divi- 
dends were paid by this company. 

Because of the rapid increase in business, 
more capital was required : hence in 1880 the 
American Hell Telephone Company was or- 
ganized and the business of the National Rell 
Telephone Cumpan_\- transferretl to it. The 
shareholders of the Xational Bell Telephone 
Com])any were given for each share of their 
stock si.N shares of the new American IjcII 
Telephone Company's stock. .At the same time 
8,500 shares of the treasury stock were sold 
at par. In 1881 the first dividend was paid. 

The American Bell Telephone Company 
continued in business until 1899, during which 
time the capital slock had increased from $5,- 
950,000 to $25,886,300. When the .American 
Bell Telephone Company transferred its busi- 
ness to the .American Telephone and Tclc- 
grajdi Company, there had been over $28,- 
ooo.ooo actual cash paid into the treasury of 
the company by the shareholders as against 
$25,886,300 cai)ital outstanding. During the 
time no stock dividend or a dividend of sur- 
))lus in cash to pay for stock issued was paid. 
The market jn-icc of the American Bell Tele- 
phone Company's shares during the year 
ranged above $200 a share, and the company 
was payiiif,'- 15 per cent, dividends yearly. 

The demands of the business rec|uired muse 
larger cajjital than could be provided under 
the corporate !)Owers of the .American Bell 
Telephone Company. Hence the .American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company was or- 
ganized to operate the long-distance traffic 
and to it the business was transferred in 1899, 
The dividends were put on a 7 1-2 per cent 
basis, and- were increased in 1906 to 8 per 
cent, at which rate they still continue. Since 
ly'oo the stock of the Amercan Telephone 
and Telegraph Company has been increased 
from time to time as the business called for 
money. At the close of 1909 there uere in 
the hands of the public $206,474,300. 

This tremendous industry is the fruit of 
Air. Alexander (jraham Bell's indomitable and 
jicrscvering work as a young man. Mis story 
of the invention of the telephone is a story of 
patient endeavor and experiment, cnntinuecl 
for years in the face of many difficulties, lie 
approached the subject more or less an ex- 
pert in speech, for both his father and grand- 
father had been teachers of articulation and 
the laws of si)eech, and he had hiinsclf been 
educated to follow in their footsteps. In boy- 
hood he constructed a talking machine. At the 
■d'^c of eighteen he made discoveries which 
he thought original concerning the i)art plav- 
cd ill the l)roduction of vowel sounds by the 
resonance of the cavities of the mouth. It 
was not long bet'ore he learned that llelm- 
holtz had not only made the same discoveries, 
but had produced the soiuuls of the vowels 
by combinations of tuning forks, operated by 
electro-magnets. In order to repeat llclm- 
holtz's experiments. Bell began to study elec- 
tricity. .In 1872 he constructed an experimentl 
apparatus in v/hich each transmitter consisted 
of a timing fork with its prongs between the 
poles of an electric magnet. Current was ap- 
plied intermittently by means of a wire which 
was attached to one prong of the fork and 
alternately matlc and broke the contact with 
a cup of mercury as the fork vibrated. .As the 
Ijrongs of the fork were attracteii by the mag- 
net each time the current was api)lied, tlic 
fork' was kept continuously vibrating and 
sounding. By pressing a telegraph key, the in- 
termittent current was sent through the line 
wire to the receiving instrument, which con- 
sisted of another electro-magnet and tuning ■•• 
fork. If the receiving fork was exactly in uni- 
son with the transmitting fork it was also 
thrown into vibration, but if it was )iot in uni- 
son it rcmaii'.ed silent, because the portional 
currents did not reach it with the proper fre- 
quency to cause it to vibrate. It was Bell's 
idea to use several transmitting forks of dif- 



ferent pitches, and as many receiving forks 
of the same pitches. As eaclvtransmitter;would 
affect only the particular receiver that was in 
unison with it, a number of telegraphic mes- 
sages could thus be sent simultaneously over 
a -single .wire. Afterward Bell substituted for 
the tuning fork a steel plate or reed, with one 
end clamped and the free end very near the 
poles of the electro-magnet. The transmitting 
reefl, like the tuning fork which it superseded, 
definitely made and broke contact, and thus 
made the current intermittent, and the re- 
ceiving reed vibrated energetically only when 
it was in unison with the transmitting reed. 
Still later Bell conceived the idea of polariz- 
ing or magnetizing each reed by clamping it 
to a pole of a permanent magnet, allowing its 
free end to project, as before, over the poles 
of the electro-magnet. He knew that the \i- 
bration of the magnetized reed woidd induce 
curi-ents in the coils of the transmitting elec- 
tro-magnet through the line wire, would set 
the reed of the receiver into \dbration if the 
two reeds were tuned to exact unison. This 
arrangement dispensed with the galvanic bat- 
tery and the mercury circuit-breaker. The 
circuit was never broken and the current, in- 
stead of being intermittent, was undulatm-y, 
varying in intensity and direction in exact ac- 
cordance with the motion of the transinitting 
reed. The two instnnnents were exactly alike, 
and cither eoidd be used as tlie transmitter. 
Several such [)airs of inst I'umeiits, of tlifferent 
pitches, could be employetl, with a line wire 
connecting the two stations, and the plucking 
of any reed, at either station, would theo- 
retically Cause the reed of the same pitch, and 
that reed only, to ".i^peak" at the other sta- 
tion, so that a mmd^er of messages could be 
transmitted simultaneously in each direction, 
licll, howe\-er, thought that the currents thus 
generaterl by the vibration of the reeds would 
be too t'eeble for practical use in multiple tele- 
grai^Iiy and he therefore turned his attention 
to a system which included a battery and a 
mechanical circuit breaker. 

Meanwhile, in connection with his profes- 
sional work, the instruction of deaf mutes and 
their teachers, Bell had been experimenting 
with the phonautograPh, an instrument de- 
vised by Leon Scott for making visible re- 



cords of the vibrations of sound. The short 
arm- of a -.light wooden lever ',;was attached to 
a membrane stretched over the small end of 
a funnel, and the long arm terminated in a 
bristle wdiich touched a sheet of glass, cover- 
ed with lamp-black, which was drawn along 
at a uniform sp-.ecd, \\"hen a sound was utter- 
ed into the funnel the soimd waves caused 
the membrane t.o vibrate and the bristle to 
trace on the smoked glass a sinuous curve, 
which represented the vibration so exactly 
that not only every pitch but every quality of 
voice, and each of the vowel sounds, produced 
its characteristic tracing. The principles of the 
phonautograph is almost identical with that 
of the jihonograph. Bell discovered defects in 
the instrument, and as he labored to remove 
them, it occurred to him that the best form 
of i)honantograph would be an imitation of 
the hum;m ear, in which the soimd waves are 
likewise received by a mend)rane, the ear 
drum, and the vibrations are transmitted to 
the inner ear by a series of bone levers. Dr. 
Blake, an aurist to whom Bell applied for pre- 
cise information concerning the structure of 
the ear, suggested tlje employinent of a real 
human ear instead of an imitation. An 
anatomical s|)ecimen was ])repare(l, with a 
fmc straw attached to one of the bone levers 
to serve as a writing point and Bell experi- 
mented with it in 1874, while he was still' 
working with his reeds and electro-magnets. 

Another possibility had (jcctirred io him. 
He knew that when a vowel sound is sung 
into an open piano all the strings that corrcs- 
pond to the overtones, which give .the sound 
its vowel quality, as well as the string cor- 
responding to the fundamental tone, are set 
into vibration, so that the piano repeats the 
particidar vowel uttered. In like manner, the 
transmitting reeds, if sufficiently numerous, 
might take up from the air the component sim- 
ple vibrations of a vowel sound and trans- 
mit them by means of the electro-magnets 
and the line wire to the receiving reeds, which 
would reproduce the vowel somid at the dis- 
tant station. Bell also considered the jiossi- 
hility. of employing, at each station, one large 
ei'ectro-niagnct instead of many small ones, 
in' connection 'with all reeds, and thuis combin- 
ing the elementary electrical vibrations, cor-

sound waves; in the coil of the electro-magnet, 
instead of in the line wire. "In this way," the 
inventor has said, "I realized in the summer 
of 1874 the conce])tion of a speaking tele- 
phone, and the apparatus is the first form of 
speaking telephone that occurred to my mind.'' 
Hut it seemed impractical to construct an ap- 
paratus with a sufficient number of reeds, and 
so that "harp" telephone was never realized. 
Then it occurred to Bell that the resultant 
electrical cfl'ect in the coil of the electro- 
magnet might be produced by a single reed, 
if this recti could he formed to move in accord- 
ance with the residtant sonorous vibration. 
While studying this jiroblem he was experi- 
menting with the ijhonautograph made from 
a human ear. He was struck with the light- 
ne.ss of the ear drum in comparison with the 
weight of the bones moved by it, and it oc- 
curred to him that a larger membrane might 
move a piece of steel in the desired manner. 
He proposed to attach the free end of one "of 
his steel reeds to the centre of a membrane 
cai)able, like the ear drum, of taking up any 
kind of vibration. The fixed end of the reed 
was not to lie clamped, but was to be hinged 
loosely to the polarizing magnet, so that it 
would no longer have any definite rate of vi- 
bration, but would f'olUjw all the vibrations of 
the membrane. A similar instrimient was to be 
used as a receiver. But the apparatus was not 
constructed at that time because Bell doubted 
whether the currents generated by the action 
of the voice alone would suffice for practical 
telephony. Furthermore, he was induced by 
his associates to devote his attention to mul-' 
tijile telegraphy. 

One day, in tuning and testing the clamped 
reeds of his transmitters and recc^ivers he 
found that the receiving reed vibrated and 
sounded when the transmitting reed of the 
same pitch was plucked, although the b_attery 
was not in circuit. ,This discovery convinced 
him that the membrane speaking telephone de- 
visccl a year earlier coidd be made to work. 

The long and patient researches that fol- 
lowed cannot be here detailed. Alend)rancs 
with attached ])atches of iron and -steel of vari- 
ous dimensions were tried, and the apparatus 
was varied in many other ways. Then it was 
discovered that a thin sheet oi iron could be 



ASTRONOMICAL PHOTOGRAPHY 



(By F. V. Collins, in the Scientific American) 
The plan of photographing the entire 
heavens originatecl with Alouchez in 1887. 
The death of this eminent man of science was 
one of the adverse factors which have con- 
spired to delay the work, which nOw, how- 
ever, promises to draw to a triumphant con- 
clusion. 

The importance of the universal photo- 
graphic star chart to the astronomer of the 
future cannot be overestimated. It is now 
generally acknowledged that the stars are in 
motion with respect- to one another, and our 
entire solar system is in motion through 
space, so that one day the constellations will 
be seen from a sensibly different point of 
view. Changes will come to pass in the appar- 
ent arrangement of the star groups, and in 
the course of years they will develop, so that 
something may ultimately be discovered of 
the real structure and laws of the distant 
bodies of the universe. It may be that the 
chart now being prepared will enable the as- 
tronomer of some centuries hence to learn 
as nuich of the great universe of stars as we 
know of our comparatively minute solar sys- 
tem revolving within it. 

Tiiough i)hotogra!:'hy has been demr)nstrat- 
ed of late years to be the only method of 
revealing the structure of those fascinalint^ 
formations, the nebulae, at all adequately, the 
star chart on a large scale, though it be more 
pro.saic to lay observation, ^possesses an in- 
calculable value of itself. Tl;e wonderfully ac- 
curate photographic chart may lead, with the 
aid of a correspondingly accm-ate system of 
measurement, to the discovery of entirely new 
laws of the universe which directly afTect oiu- 
own planet. Setli Chandler discovered the law 
and evaluated the magnitude of an oscillation 
in the position of the axis of the earth's 
ligui'e, which had for }-ears ])U/.zled his ;istron- 
omical colleagues, not as .-i result of any 
special series of observalitms made for the 
purpose, but upon the examination of meas- 
ures made for divers ends at numerous ob- 
servatories throughout the whole of the last 
century, .i^nd so it has always been a result 
of measurement when any great advance has 
been made in a knowledge of the laws which 
govern the imiverse. So it will have to be in 
the solution of the problems which cunfront 
astronomers today in every directi(.)n. The 
l)liotographic ciiart, by making these measm-es 
more rajjid and more certain than is i)ossible 
by the old visual method, has practically 
revolutionized this most valuable field of 
astronomical research. 

The reason of the superiority of the photo- 
graphic chart over the oldetr method of ob- 
servation is quite simply explained;" The image 
of a star iii the telescope h ^.vc'ty' rarely ab- 
solutely steady, for the light, prior to ils 
reaching the iustruiuent, has to pass through 
the veritable sea of our own atmosphere, con- 
stantly disturbed, in praclieall}^ all pcu'tions, by 
cold and hot-air cm-rents. Rifle shots are fam- 
iliar with the sort of effect which is thus 
produced. On a blazing hot day, when cur- 
rents of air are rising from the healed ground, 1 



the target seems to dance before the ayes, 
growing taller and shorter and breaking in 
pieces, with the bull's eye now in one corner 
and now altogether vanished. Something of 
the same thing happens to the star image 
when the telescope is set up in any but a 
very few tranquil places, and especially when 
it is in a country much broken up by moun- 
tain chains or arms of the sea. On all but two 
or tliree nights in the year the star image 
will be seen dancing and quivering in the 
telescope, more or less as the air is much dis- 
turbed or uniform. .And when the observer 
tries to set the spider line of his measuring 
api^aratus upon the image, he has to niak'e 
some sort of estiniate of its mean position and 
set ui)on that. It is really sm-prising how ac- 
curately this can be done after long experi- 
ence, but the unsteadiness of the object is 
bound to set a limit to the accuracy which 
even the most pt-actised observer can obtain. 
Now it might be thought, that this constant 
vibration of the object would be more fatal 
to the photograph than to visual observation, 
but this is not the case, h'or the motion is 
very rapid ; several times a second does the 
star make a small jtmip from its mean posi- 
tion and return to it, and, on an average, it 
jumps every way with equal frec|uency. The 
consec|uence is that the photf)[rrai)hie plate, 
w-hich keei)s a record of every jump, produces 
in the end an image which is certainly larger 
than it ought to be, but which is, a.s a rule, 
enlarged equally in every direction, so that 
its cefntre remains still where the centre of 
the image belongs. .\nd when the plate is I'ut 
under the microscoi'e uf the measuring ma- 
chine — a device capable of accurately deter- 
mining a fifty-tl'.ousandth of an inch — and the 
threads which are moved by the measuring 
screw set upon the pliot(,)graplied image, the 
cnlari;ement of the latter is more than com- 
pensated for by any advantage which accrues 
from a steady image. 

Hut the superiority of the astronomical 
])h()tograph over vis'ual observation is not 
coivfined to the star chart. Numerous articles 
in popular periodicals have acquainted the 
general reader with the wonders of the iiebulae 
as revealed by the photograjihic plate. The 
ctu-nulative efVcct of light upon the latter 
renders it possible to obtain ex(|uisitc delinea- 
tions of faintly hnninous objects by means of 
a sufficiently long exposiue. Vast new regions 
of space arc thus lieing exploretl. and still 
\-aster regions await further exploration. Prof, 
E. Ray Lankester, in an address before the 
British Association, stated that "the inven- 
tion of the dry plate, which has made it pos 
siblc to apply, photography to astronomical 
work, is the chief cause pf the great expan- 
sion of astrononiy^smce 1881." To quote Prof. 
L.ankester furthef':' ''■"It was' the" dry plate 
which made long exposure possible, and thus 
enabled astronomers to obtain regular records 
of faintly luminous objects, such as nebulae 
and star spectra. Roughly speaking, those 
visible to the naked eye may be stated as 
8,000;, this is raised by the use of the best tele- 
scopes to 100,000,000. But the number 



which can be photographed is indefinite, and 
depends on length of exposure; 1,000,000,000,- 
000 caii certainly be so recorded. By the photo- 
graidiic method hundreds of new variable 
stars and other interesting objects have been 
discovered. Kew planets have been detected 
by the hundred. Up to 1881, 220 were known. 
During 1881 only one was found, namely, 
Stephania, being No. 220, discovered on' May 
igth. Now a score, at least, af-e " discovered 
every year." ' ' • 

The appearance of llalley's comet this year 
suggests the fact that »soine of the most ex- 
traordinary revelations of photography in as- 
tronomy have been in the cJlse of the$e strange 
members of the solar system. The vast size 
and tenuity of comets render them very liable 
to disturbances from other celestial bodies. 
The i)hotographic ])late has shown that the 
comets utterly transform themselves in a few 
hours' time. These transformations are some- 
times e\-idently due to gravitation from some 
neighbor, and again'. a])parently, from actual 
collision with planetary bodies or matter, 
which not' only distorts' but sometimes breaks 
the tail. This was the case with one of the 
comets of 1893, where photographs on suc- 
cessive nights .show the tail dissipated and 
broken, evidently by such an encounter. The 
[)reseiice of a new planet or of inter-planetary 
substance may be thus revealed. It is interest- 
ing to note that the present appearance of 
the comet of llalley will signalize the first 
occasion on which this famous body has been 
])liotographetl. 

.According to Prof. C. VV. Ritchey. of the 
^'erkes (jbser\ator)-, it is now possible, with 
tlie aitl of impro\-ed optics and mechanics, to 
construct a' ])hotographic reflecting telescope 
with as much precision and refinement as 
have been expended upon the j^icat refracting 
telescopes. Prof. Ritchey has obtained splen- 
did results ^nm his two-foot photographic 
reflector, and his photographs thus obtained 
of the nebulae have a wider appeal' thaii to the 
scientific mind alone. To many a person un- 
trained in astrommiical lore, indeecl, the pho- 
tograph of the great s|)iral nebula in the cnn- 
stellatioii of .\iuh-()meda, (d)tained with the 
\'erkes two-toot reflector, woidd probably ap- 
pe;d at once as that of a most marvellous 
spectacle — a \-ast planetary system in the mak- 
ing. About the same proportion of the sun to 
the planets in our own sj'Stem is to be ob- 
served in tlnj great central spherical conden- 
sation of the vvhirling mass and the sn'ialler 
condensations in the latter. Some of these 
smaller condensations, at varying distances 
front the central semi-formed orb, have as-, 
sunied an almost perfectly spherical shape; 
others, again, are I'orndess, though vastly 
denser than tlie nebulous matter extending, in^ 
a circular or ellilJlical form, throughout the 
entire spiral .system. It may he observed that 
the spiral character of this nebula, was never 
even suspected imtil.ritjiWas Photographed in 
1 888 by Roberts-'with V' reflecting.'' telescope. 
Yet the result then olDtained was crude indeed.

used as the membrane. Thus were developed, 
successivel)^ the apparatus patented in 1876, 
the telephones that created so profound a sen- 
sation at the Centennial Exhibition in the same 
year, the instruments patented in 1877, and the 
familiar hand telephone \yhich, with some 
modifications, is still universally employed-^aCs'* 
a telephone receiver. ' 

From, the,»beg.inning Bell had aimed at the 
production 'of' an lindidatory current, capable 
of representing all the component harmonic 
vibrations of vocal sounds. This fact sharply 
distinguishes his invention from the old Reis 
telephone which, employing an intermittent 
current, i)roduced by alternately making and 
breaking the circuit, reproduced only the pitch 
of a sound, but not its quality or timbre, and 
was consequently unable to transmit >-y.OGal 
sounds and articulate speech. •s-'; 

It is safe to say that no patents for any:;in- 
vention have been subjected to such long^-anU 
bitter litigation as the Bell telephone patents. 
During one of the many suits which involved 
the \-alidity of the patent, Mr. Bell was on tlic 
stand for fift3'-two days, during which time he 
recited the history of his invention with a. 
clearness and conciseness that still characterize 
both his writings and his speeches. As -we. 
see it today, the telephone is practically the 
same in principle and construction as when it 
left its inventor's hands, so far as th(j receiver 
is concerned. Few inventions have changed 
so little. To be sure, the appearance of the ap- 
paratus has been greatly modified. The mul- 
tiple switchboard and the common battery 
system_ have been introduced, and the very dif- 
ficult art of telephone engineering has been 
developed. But for all that, the telephone still 
remains the same in principle. 

Professor Bell makes no claim to business 
ability. He even states that had it not been 
for his father-in-law, Mr. Hubbard, first presi- 
dent of the first telephone company, it is doubt- 
ful if the telephone industry would have been 
so rapidly developed.. Fortunately,, the ^origin- 
al owners and promoters of the tefeplibne were, 
above all, business men, actuated by the sole 
idea of developing the business along broad 
lines. Whatever reward they expected or re- 
ceived was the legitimate reward following the 
legitimate development of a substantial and 
beneficial business. To develop that business 
it was first necessary to develop an art. There 
was; nothing like.that art in existence at the 
time;;'--Indeed,'<.th&^^^^ of the practical, 

applicat'ioh^'of ''cIm^ : ' ■ 

The' 'telephone 'is not the only art ' with 
which. Professor Bell's name is linked! In 
wireless signaling, too, he made some early 
experiments which, had they been extended, 
might eventually have led him into the fielcl 
of wireless telegraphy and telephony. During 
ex])eriments wliich he made on the Potomac 
River in 1878 and 1879, he succeeded in signal- 
ing 'for pyer^a . mile, •He.Ninformed; the writer 
of this article" thatan accoiiht'bf His 'work on 
the Potomac River which he gave to Preece in 
Hngland, may possibly have influenced Preece 
in his own work. His attention was first call- 
ed to the subject in 1877, when he was experi- 
menting on ground connections. He used 
pokers aS terminals. When he thrust a poker 
into the ground and put the telephone to his 
ear be heard a clock ticking. >,It .was ,the\Ca.m-:- 
bridge Observatory clock, which he;easily»;recr' 
bgnized because it missed a tick now aiid then 
as it re'gulated the time in Boston. Cambridge 
was nowhere near Mr. Hubbard's cotmtry scat, 
where the experiments were conducted. 

Aerial locomotion is another art with which 
Professor Bell has become identified. His in- 
terest in the subject was aroused when, in 1880, 
he began to make kite-flying experiments, 
largely for the. sake Qf "his health. He started 
with a HaTgraye-'bo.x,'kit.e and eventually de- 
veloped the tetrahedfal principle, which is now 
well known among aeronauts, During the 
course of his experiments he found that he 
needed the services of civil and mechanical en- 
gineers. Accordingly, a little association was 
.started under the name ".Atrial Experiment 
.Associaticm," which included among -its mem- 
bers the late Lieut. Selfridge, Glenn Curtiss", 
Baldwin, arid McCurdy, all of them now w-ell • 
known. Baldwin and McCurdy acted as en- 
gineers; Curtiss was the motor authority. The 
association was Mrs. Bell's idea, and was 
founded to carry on Mr. Bell's own work. She 
sold the only piece of property Avhich was her.s 
in her own right." and which had not been given 
to her bv Air. I'ell, in order to finance the as- 
.sociation. .Although these engineers were all 
originally engaged to help Mr. Bell in his te- 
trahedral experiments, the membeVs of the as- 
sociation ended by helping one another. Sel- 
fridge was the first man wdio ])rofitcd by the 
asst^ciatiou's assistance. Believing that it Avas 
best to I'oUow in the footsteps of others, and 
then to imi)ro\-c on their work, he started with 
gliders, and finally built the "Red AVing:." 
which flew successfully. Next came Bald- 
win's chance. -; He his ideas in the 
"White Wing." "itV 'which wing tips were in- 
troduced, coutrolliufj devices which arc now 
the subject of . so much controversy. Then 
came Curtiss' "June lulls'." Avhicli won the 
Scieiitific .American Troidiy. AlcCtirdy fol- 
lowed with the "Silver Dart." Baldwin and. 
Bell worked at the tetrahedral principle in 
Nova Scotia, experiments which are not yet 
concluded. CjirtisMr'ismajned at Haminonds- 
t)ort. New. YoriC'^amnSel fridge was recalled to 
A'V.'J.shington by the AVar Department. The as-' 
sociation was so scattered that it wa.s nec.es- 
sarv to adopt some means of coniinunicatiofi. 
Hence, the weeklv bulletins were stalled un- 
der the title "Bulletin of the .Aerial Experi- 
ment Association,"' which had a coiiibined cir- 
culation of seven, and wdiich served the pur- 
pose of keeping the members, in' touch vvtlh one 
another. : , - , '

and living in the utmost simplicity. Hadrian, 
when he i')ccame eni|icror, would lia\ o h(jnored 
the ai^cd i)hilusc)i)hcr. but HpiclcUis had nu de- 
sire lor fame or fortune. Mc died as lie had 
li\-cd. and cx'en the ilatc of hi.-- death is uncer- 
tain. 

lie bcluiigcd to the school uf Stoics, and 
I\Jarciis Aurelius, the greatest exponent of 
Stoicism, docs, not hesitate to raidv him with 
Socrates for the profoundness of his ])hilo,<o- 
phy. lie was not an e.xtrcmist. Indeed, bis 
views differ not su inucli from the doctrines of 
ChristiauitN-. 

"What is the first i)Ui;iness of one who 
studies philusopliy ?" lie is asked, and an- 
swers. "To part with self-conceit, and when 
beaten to love those who beat him." 

..Mis works have remained favorites for 
nearly two thousand years with all philosophi- 
cal scliolarsi.

BOOKS OF THE WEEK REVIEWED* 

Nathan Burke 
l!y Mary \\'aii<; 
Here is a book that should prove more than 
a popular novel. It possesses all of the qual- 
ities that tend to popularity, and is an estim- 
able piece of literature besides. Moreover, it 
has a historical foundation to give it solidity 
ut romance. The scenes arc laid in the 5o's 
and 6o"s. the age of hoopskirts and pantalettes, 
(jf hair-oil and embroidered satin waistcoat^; 
it requires a master hand to lend a charming 
picturcsquencss to this, to most writers, ve.x- 
atiously unpicturcsque period. The author, 
Mrs. ^Vatts, has all of' a woman's grace and 
.subtlety of delineation all of a man's breadth 
and strength, and deep sense of humoi*,- She 
captivates our sympathies at once and never 
disappoints nor re|)cls. Iler men and women 
arc truthful creations, forcible, brilliant, con- 
vincing. .\'o one could help being the better 
for reading ".X'athan Uurkc." The hero him- 
self is a fine example of an American gentle- 
man, unassuming, yet of a forceful personality ; 
quiet and modest, yet when occasion demands 
capable of rising to the \ ery heights of cour- 
age ; lacking a wouian'.s keen intuition, but pos- 
sessing a deep fund of common sense and good 
judgment, and a most delightful drollcrv. 
When we say ".\mcriean gentleman," perhaps 
wc express ourselves in too limited a sense. 
.After all, nationality has nothing to do with 
the term, but there are a great many writers 
of modern fiction who would like us to be- 
lieve that the American gentleman is in a class 
by himself, and a.s far as they make him out 
to be audacity personified, wc think that tliev 
succeed. Mappily these writers who love to 
make European princesses and queens fall m 
love with their .American young gentlemen 
have not the correct estimate of the best of 
this country's manhpod. We think Mrs; , 
Watts has a correct estimate, and that there 
have been, and are, many just such men in the 
I'nitcd Stales as Xathan llurke, and that the 
bcrit of that country's traditions, her laws and 
her institutions stand as their everlasting mon- 
uments. 

The novel is a long one and repays a ijuict, 
thoughtful reading. To attempt to give a 
synopsis would be to court failure. A few ex- 
tracts only will be given. 

One of the most pathetic characters in the 
book is Nance Darnell, a farmer's daughter, 
whose lather is killed by a runaway horse, and 
who comes to the city to live in Mrs. Diiccy's 
bouse, Mrs. Ducca's son having been rcspini- 
.siblc for the accident which bereft her of par- 
ent and home. Nance is a beautiful, imagina- 
tive. hypersensitfTe sort of girl, and she al- 
most worships Mrs. Dncey, wdio stands to her 
for all that is best and noblest in womankind. 
.Mrs. Ducey has no intention of treating .Vance 
other than a servant, and the girl is deeply hurt 
when she understands her position, though she 
says nothing, but serves her mistress to the 
tcndercst .and best of her ability. The climax 
comes, however, when during an illness of 
Mrs. Duccy's, a valuable brooch is lost, and 
Xancc is accused of stealing it. The girl, wlio 
is the soul of honoi\ is sick with horror, hut 
all her declarations a\'ail her nothing. .Mr>. 
Duccy, who in her own mind i,-- alway.s i-i^lit, 
is convinced that Xancc is guilty, and sends 
her away. Not content with discharging her, 
.she spreads the cruel story abroad, and the 
poor girl is driven from place to place, brand- 
ed as a thief, and life made wholly unbear- 
able. In the past Nathan had promised 
Nance's father to look after her, but this 
episode occurs when the young man is fight- 
ing at the front, and he onlv hears of ii by 
letter, wdicn it is too late to do any good. In 
the shameful and pitiful little crowd of jiaiiitLMl 
women who follow the a/my Nathan one day 
recognizes Nance, lie looks her up, though 
she tries to avoid him, and he blames himself 
bitterly for not having kept his word to her 
father more literally. Nuance's poor little story 
points an only too evident moral: wc (|uote 
from it in part : 

"Why. 1 don't know Avhat yon cotdd ha\-e 
done, Xathan," sairl Xance, .simply ; "pors(jn's 
got to live their own life, and get along the 
best they can, you know. Mrs. Dnce^'s a 
good enough woman. Lord, T ain't holding it 
up against her what she done — except at 
limes when I get mad at her, tliinkin' about it 
like I did just now. 'Twasn't right, Nat; 
'iwasn't fair. But there! people can't be any 
better than they're smart enough to be. . , '. 
Why, T Ihought Mrs. Ducey was just an angel 
from Heaven — I'd always been kind of crazv 
about her. An<l it M'as good of her. it was 'a 
kind, good thing to do to take me and try and 
make something out of mc. »She could have 
done it — she could have done it", Nat, if .she'd 
only set about it different — I was ready to lie 
down and let her walk over mc. It's kind of 
pitiful to think how I felt about her. And .she 
was just as kind to me af* she knew ho\v — but. 
my God, Nathan Burke, that ain't no way to 
be kind to people, like they was dogs. You've 
got to be kind to them like they was iiicn and 
vyomeri. Soon's I found out how it was, I 
wariteil to pay- her back for her kindness— un- 



derstand? — L wanted to bo wcirlli my keep to 
her. Ihnhi't been tor that I wouldn't have 
staved ;iltcr tin- first iwo-lhrce mouths. 
Xathan, I ilone iu>' very best. I worked hard 
— I tried to do the way she wanted — 1 tried to 
please her — I couldn't stand that boy of hers — 
I never heard of anybody that could — but I 
dcme niy best. .And Mf. Duccy is a real kind 
sort of man. tui.)," .\at. ' I guess you know that 
he ain't smart, but he means well. lie sorter 
stood up for nie about the breast-pin — but it 
didn't do any gond. . . .

But poor Nance's story followed her here, 
too, and the boarders threatened to leave if 
sin- were kept on, and she was obliged to go. 
Iler mistress on parting ga\-e her a dollai" ex- 
tra ;ind adv ised her to go to .Vcwark, whei'e 
she wasn't known. Hut .Vance did not go. In 
the first place, she did not haw nearly enough 
money to take lur there, and she explained 
pathetically: ".Mcbbe it would have been the 
same thing over again.

THE MOST BEAUTIFUL ROMANCE IN 
MUSICAL HISTORY 

' By i-Ienry T. Finck. 
As a lad of eighteen, Robert Schuman 

went to Ivcipsic with the intention of stitdying 
law at the university. l;!ut wdiile he was en- 
rolled as a "studiosus juris," he was very much 
more interested in niusic. Looking about for 
a piano teacher, his choice fell upon Friedrich 
Wieck, partly because of his fame, but largely 
also because Wieck had a daughter wdio, 
though but nine years old, already played as- 
tonishingly well ; indeed, .she began her public 
career as .a pianist the following year. Schu- 
mann concludcil that a man who could produce 
■ such residts with his daughtci- must be a good 
teacher. lie was also interested in this bright 
and talented girl, whose name was Clara,, and 
spent many hours telling her faii-y and ghost 
stories. - ' 

That was the beginning of the most roman- 
tic of ail musical "courtships. 

In accordance with the migratory custom of 
German students, Schumann spent the follow- 
ing year in Ifeidelberg, but in 1830 he re- 
turned to Leipsic and not only continued his 
lessons with Wieck. but for two years lived 
in the same house with him, Ijcing treated as 
if he were a member of the family. On one 
(.iccasion, \\\\cn Clara was to play at Zwickau, 
Schuman wrote to his muthcr that the 
thirteen-year-old prodigy would give her much 
lo think about. The two met; they happened 
to be looking put of the windpw when Robert 
passed, whereupon the mother clasped the 
girl in her arms and said: "You must be my 
son's wife some day." 

X'ever was there a more romantic lover 
than Robert Schumann. \Vhcn he was twcn- 
ty-tliree, she I'ourteen, he wrote to her sug- 
gesting the following plan for mitigating the 
pangs of temporary separation: "Tonioi'-row, 
precisely at elcvn o'clock. 1 shall play the 
adagio of Chopin's Variations and at the same 
time think intently and exclusively of you. 
I beg you to do the same, so that wc may 
meet and sec each other mentally."' 

To move our feelings a piece of music 
must have its dissonances as well as its con- 
cords of sweet sound. The same is true of h 
love story. 'J'ho course of true love never did 
run smooth, as the greatest of jjoets has told 
us; certainly that of Clara and Robert didn't. 
The first disc(M-d was the appearance of a 
rival. On one of her concert tours Clara had 
made the acquaintance of .1 girl named Er- 
nestine von Fricken, wdio came with her to 
study with Wieck. Just at that lime Wieck 
sent Clara to Dresden to study theory with 
Rcissiger. During her absence Robert became 
more and more interested in, Ernestine. He. 
described her as "a delightfully innocent, 
childish soul, tender and pensive, attached to 
me and everything artistic by the most sin- 
cere kue. extremely musical— in short, jusl 
the kind of a girl I cmild wish to marry." 

He had sulTered from tits of despondency 
because success came to him slowdy; his doc- 
tor had advised him to marry;' Ernestine 
loved him; he thought he loved her; they be- 
came informally engaged- and he gave -her a 
ring when she left Leipsic; but after her de- 
parture he soon discovered that it had only 
been a momentary infatuation — "a sumnier- 
nignt's dream." He found she had not told 
him the truth regarding her parentage; her 
letters were iiainfully ungrammatical— he con- 
trasted them, and her personality, with 
Clara's, and he awoke from his dream to find 
that, after all, she was the girl he really loved. 

As for poor Clara, she was greatly distress- 
ed when she came l)ack.jhpmQ5and- heard that 
Robert was engaged to Ern'esiirie. She starlcil 
on a 'concert tour, but her heart was no longer 
in her work. ' "Clara plays reluctantly and 
seems inclined to do anything," her father 
wrote frotri' Hamburg, 



Fortunately, the foolish episode with Er- 
nestine came to an end .soon, and Clara was 
hap])-.- r.gain. Jn his diary Robert noted that 
he got his lirsl kiss from her ,jn-;:N.oveniber,_ 
1835; s'le had lighted' hirii:Vdpwiistairs ' and' 
he had;declared his love.' "When you gave mc 
the first kiss," she subsequently wrote to him, 
"I thought I should faint away; all was black 
before my 'eyes; I • could scarcely hold the 
candle that was to show you the way." 

Robert felt that the rival had been incon- 
siderately treated. "I cannot deny that an 
injustice has been done," he wrote to Clara 
some years, later, "but the misfortune would 
have been greater, it would have been calam- 
itous, if I had married her; for, sooner or later, 
my old affection for you would have returned, 
and then what a wretched situation— we 
should all three have been horribly unhappyi" 

Ernestine did not despair; she felt 'that 
Clara had had a prior claim to R.obert's love. 
She married another in 1838. Thiree of Schu- 
mann's compositions are dedicated to hen 

Like a thunderbolt in a blue sky suddenly 
came Wieck's furious opposition to his daugh- 
ter's love affair, which some unknown person 
had revealed to him. He addressed her in the 
rudest manner, threatening lo shoot Schumann 
unless he broke off with her at once, and mak- 
ing her gix'C him all the letters he had written 
to her. Robert iiau given her on the preceding 
Christmas some ])earls, .anil ''pearls mean 
tears" she was told. She shed many of them, 
her father, day after day, abused,, h,?r 
lover and she could' not see him. For mere 
than a year they did not meet or exchange let- 
ters. Wieck tried to give the impression that 
tlo ra had given up Robert. He sent her his 
I'" si.arii minor piano sonata, which he dcdi- 
ca;cd lo her, and of which he once said that 
it was "one long heart-cry for her;" but he 
got no answer to this echo of his passion. 

Such situations bring out vv'hat is. bcst 
in a man's genius! . . ..' . 

A year later Clara played .this 'Spnata at a 
iniblic concert in Leipsic. It \yas a,bqW;thing 
to do, for Schumann wa6 not yet acknoAVledg; 
ed a great composer. He was amot^g tlicis'e 
who heard it. "Did you not guess,'" she.after^ 
wards wrote to him, "that l played this work 
because there was no other way of revealing 
to you something of my inner life? Privately 
1 was no; ))er.mitted tp tlo this,' so I did it 
])ublic) y. Do . you ' suppose iny heart 'did, liot 
duttci ?'' ■. ' .' ■ ■ _ '.."''l 

Of this interesting mingling of life and 
music there is much in Schumann's, years of 

COUI tship. ''l]' : 

Giris in love are great diploniitsv Oiie 
day .(in' the; year preceding the concert jiist 
referred to)' she sent a friend 'wdiom she could 
trust lo beg Robert lo give back his letters 
to her whicli her father, a year previously, had 
compelletl her to return to him. His heart 
beat violently when he got this message. Even 
more than the playing of the sonata, this 
proved that she still loved him. He replied 
that hic was going to keep the old letters, 
but that she could have as many.ne^;one;s„as 
she pleased,- and gave a, sample to tlie jiiesseji- 
ger, together with a boiiquet. In this, leltei^ 
he begged her to write him a simple ''Yes;" 
and she answered : "Merely a simple Y'es yon 
ask' for? It is such ;i short \vord — but' how 
important! Yet, should not a heart so full of 
inexpressible love as mine is be able to utter 
that word with all its soul?

Wieck did not relent. On Clara's eigh- 
teenth birthday he withheld from her a letter 
Schumann had addressed to hcr. She knew of 
it, and wcjit for days. In a later letter, which 
came into her hands; Robert says: "Iii vain 
I seek an excuse for your father, whom I had 
always considered a noble man. In vain I seek 
for his refusal a worthy, cogent reason, stich 
as your youlhfulness or the fear that a prema- 
ture engagement iuiglu harm your artistic 
career. lUit that is not ir — believe mc, he would 
throw you int(j the arms (.)f the first man of 
wealth and title \vlio comes along. 11 is high- 
est aim is ce>ncert gi\ing and traveling; for 
this he lets you bleed, ruins my power and 
impul.se to create things of beatity for the 
world, and then laughs at all your tears." 

In a later letter he says: "What tfeprives 
mc all at once of the power to create? If I 
improvise al the piano the result is chorals, 
if I compose I do it wdthoiit thoughts — except 
one, which 1 am eager to |)aint on e\-eryUiing 
with big letters and chords — Cl.'ira.'' 

•And Clara, in turn, thought only of him 
udien she played. After describing the excitc- 
inenl she created al a concert in I'rague, and 
the many recalls, she adds in her letter; "The 
thought of you wdiile I was playing enthused 
me so that the whole audience .becaine ssym- 
pathetic."' - . . .". . ■ 

In atidther letter, written in ;y;ienna,,: she 
says: "Although the Emperor, the iSnifiress 
and others conversed with me, need I tell you 
that I would rather talk with you?" 

"So the Kaiser spoke with 3'ou?" he . re- 
plies, "Did he not ;isk you; 'Are ycm acquaint- 
ed with Signor Schumann?' and did yoti not 
answer: 'Slightl}^ your Majesty?'" Then he 
begs hcr, in. the same mood, to try not al- 
ways to play so well ; "for every enthusiastic 
demonstration will make your father more in- 
clined to withhold you from ine." 

Wieck by no means underrated Schumann's 
.genius; on the contrary, he was one of the 
lirst lo appreciate it. "He speaks of you," 
writes Clara, ''to everybody with the greatest

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

Although in Uiis ;uh1 ihc succeeding articles 
we shall deal with inoiiarchs who were sover- 
eigns of Great; Britain, the title of the series 
. will «pt be altered. 

Wiien I\Tary Stuart became a prisfnier in 
the. hands, of Elizabeth, her son James, then an 
infant in liis cradle, was proclaimed king- ol 
.Scotland b\' the title of James Vi. The strife 
lictwcen the Scottish nobles as lu which of 
ihcnv should rule the kinyclnni in his name, 
forms no part of this narrative. It is sufficient 
to note that in the end Jaines bceanie master 
of his kingdom, and before the death of Eliza- 
■ beth, had .come to be reg-arded a.=; the heir to 
the English crown. Elizabeth would not for- 
mally admit this, luil she promised not to place 
uny obstacles in his way, and therefore when 
she died, and Jaines wcrU south \o vceei\-e his 
new kin.Qxii.nn, liicre was lU' sei'ions Lipjiosilion. 
Mthoujrh his mother had been an arcleiu Ro- 
man Catholic, James was reared as a Calviiiist, 
and Piiritani.snT being at that time dominant in 
iMigiand, he was received, if not with a very 
cordial welcome, at least with tolerance by the 
l.ieopic. There were clainianis to the tln'one. 
One of them was a daughter of Philip of Spain, 
who asserted her right uniler a \\ill made by 
(}uccu Alary : the other was Lord Bcauchatnp, 
.if the noble house of vSuffolk, who claimed 
under tiie will of llenry VTIL But neither of 
these claim,s were seriously pressed, lite Pro- 
testants being unwilling to accept a Catholic 
sovereign, aiul the Catholics being satisfied 
that tile son of .Mary Stuart could l)e trusted to 
deal justly by them. Therefore ihe I\o\al 
Council without a dissenting voice proclaimed 
iaiTics as King, and he. at once set out from 
ICdinburgh to London, lie was everything 
else but a royal figure. Green, in his history of 
ihc English' people, says of him: "His big 
head, his slobbering tongue, his quilted clothes, 
his rickety legs stood out in as grotesque a 
contrast with all that men recalled o\ 1 (curs- 
or Elizabeth as his gabble and rhodomoutade, 
his want (d ]3ersonal dignity, his t)nff jon ;r v, 
his coarseness of speech, his pedantry, his per- 
sona! cowwartline." Yet he Avas a man of 
ability, .Although .Melville, the Presbyter, 
would pluck him by the sleeve in council and 
tell him that he was '"God's silly \assal." and 
r-emind him that there were two kings in Scoi- 
land, one of wdioin. Jesus Christ, was chief, he 
bad a subtle cleverness backed with a store of 
knowledge that men of greater intellectnal 
powers found hard to overcome. His personal 
habits were bad. his principle^'vicc being hard 
drinking-, aiid it was not uncoiomon lo sec his 
courtiers rolling intoxicated upon the floof..in 
hi$. presence. He had very exalted ideas of his 
own office, cl'ainiihg to be absolute in the e\- 
trem-jst sens^i'of the word. ."Cannot. I, take the 
property of .my subjects when I choose, willi- 
uut all this formality of asking Parliament?" 
he demanded of the .Archbishop of Canterlniry, 
who evaded a direct reply, and when Lord 
Coke refused to sanction his arbitrary proceed- 
ing.s, he was promptly dismissed from the 
Chancellorship, James indeed sought to make 
the courts of the land the instruments r.f bis 
oppression, and in this way he paved the way 
for the final breach between the peoide and his 
son. lie forbade the House of Conimnn> to 
discuss his acts. Indeed, he declined to rec(^g- 
vn'zc Parliament as possessed of any powers 
whatever, and endeavored to substitute proc- 
lamations for statutes, and sought to raise a 
revenue hv arbitrary impositions upon com- 
merce. Tiie foreign trade of ]",nglan(l bad 
grown with great rapidity during the reign of 
Lilizahclh, and Jan-ics saw in the expandmg ini- 
])orts a source of revenue and ]irriceededj)t hi> 
own accord to le\y diuies upon them. To this 
the House of Commons objected, but a servile 
court held his acfiou to he legal. - .Ml tiiat 
saved the kingdom from confusion was the 
strong hand of Robert Cecil, who was minister. 

But during the reign of Elizabeth the Com- 
mons' had regained something of its old power. 
TliC}- had l)een content to waiv e the exercise 
of it oui of consideration for the ability ol the 
Queen, but ihey look an earl}- occasion to in- 
form lames that their rights had not heen !o-!. 
but were "uly hclil in. aheyaii'-e. Thus ni reply 
to one of his assertions ol absohile i)ower, 
thcv said; 'N'our .Majesiy would be u-iisin- 
forined if any man should deliver that tlie 
Kings of England have any absolute power in 
themselves, cither lo alter religion or in make 
any-'laws concerning the same, otherwise a.s ni 
temporal causes by consent of Parliament.' 
lames, on the other hand, held ihreetly ilie eon- 
irarv, and in hi.- "Law of I'ree .\l oiiaieh} ," he 
liad'laid down ihe prinripK- ihai kings were 
not bound by the law, and lhat "it is i)resumi)- 
tuous and a high contempt in a sid)jcct to diii- 
putc what a king can do, or to say that a king 
cannot do this (ir tliat." lint be reckoned 
without his host, and the I'on-inions refused to 
comply with his demands. .\ecordingly in 
1(311 lie dissoK'cd the Honse. and iliereupou 
began the strng.gle tliat only ended \vheii 
C'romwell had depri\-ed l'',ngl.-ind lioih of ;l 
king and a i)arliament. Cecil broke down un- 
der the stress of the hour, and Janrcs de- 
t'crmined thereafter to be his own minister. 
His first step was to elevate to high office a 
handsome Scotch page named Carr, whom he 
made Viscount Rochester and tifterwards I'.arl 
of Sommersct. Carr had little else to reconi- 
niend him but his good looks. He \ii-tuall\- 
ruled the King. He was f.dlowed .-is lavorile 
by. George \'illicrs, aflcrwarils Huke of iluck- 
ingliam, who also attracted the king by his 
manly beauty. • The foolish monarch would sit 
in; council -with, his, head on the shoulder of Vil- 
liefs and'besldbber his cheek with kisses. The 
favorites nattirally encoura.ged the King in his 
aim at absolutism, atid even sucli a man as 
I.^ord Bacon showcil a dispositinu to favor these 
pfeterisions. 'J'he restilt was lhat P.'trlianient 
was rarely called togetiicr,^ and the King waa 



driven to all manner of expedients to raise a 
revenue. Due of these was the .sale of peer-' 
ages; another was the exaction of loans hiorc 
or less forced; another was'thc assertion .of lihc 
most e.xti'.enie ' feudal . claims in. the. shape of 
"fines," wiiich corresponded in a Way to what 
we call nowadays an inheritance tax, and to. 
others payable on the inarriage of the tlaugh- 
ters of the nobility or other (lersous of wealth, 
who by any possible construction could lie 
called wards of the crown. These things 
steadily alienated from hii-i-| the resijcct of the 
people^ and vvhen he died, after a reign of 
twenty-two years, he left a legacy to his son 
Charles that might have broken down an abler 
man. This legacy may be thus summed up : A 
discontented people, who felt that they were 
being robbed of their ancient liberties; an old 
aristocracy lhat ,saw itself bein.g ])ushed aside 
b}- new peers; a House of Con-niKU-is tjiat had 
seen its powers flouted and being subjected to 
insults; a Protestant kingdom that believed it- 
self in danger of being subjected to papal con- 
trol ; a nation thai had been reduced from the 
first place in Europe to the position of a mere 
echo of Spain. To render the case even more 
difficult, he had destroyed by his fcjolish habits 
a respect, amoiuiting almost lo reverence, 
w-liicli the I'.nglish peopK- had felt for the mon- 
archy: he had brought the court;? of the land 
into contempt; he had driven home to men's 
minds the conviction that the powers of the 
sovereign should be curtailed at all ce)st. His 
reign was exceedingly important in its bearing 
upon the development of British institutions, 
for it led ultimately to parliamentary su- 
premacy. 

In the popular niind the reign of James is 
associated chiefly with two things. The Gun- 
powder Plot and the translation of the Bible 
ijy royal sanction. The Cuinpowder Plot \va.s 
brought about by the disappointment of the 
Catholic nobles at the non-fulfilment of the 
King's pledges to permit them to enjoyment of 
Irecfioin of wt)rshi]). Its fiasco was turned by 
Cecil to the great advanta.ge of the King. The 
translation of the llible a])|)ears to Iiaxe been 
suggested by the bislK)])S, but it found read}' 
acceptance with a king who prided himself 
upon his scholarship. It was entrusted to fifty 
scholars. The work- was com]deted in ifxi. 
and as its effects iipcui the l-jiglish people and 
the English language have been incalculable, 
it ma}' be regarded as an epoch-making event. 

James, by his e;ireles< manner of living, un- 
fitted hiinself e\-cn fcu' such government as he 
fa\'ored, and for some years before his death 
affairs -v/crc virtually in the hands of his son 
Charles, whd thus, before he came to the 
throne, had. learned the -way* o'f' absolutism. 



NATIONAL CJIAB'ACTERISTICS 

It is iniixissible to say with any degree of 
eeitainty svhich of the nations of mankind has 
had most influenci- in forming' the (diaracter 
ol the people of purope. btit possibl}- if we 
place the Romans in the first place we shall not 
be far wrong. But who were tiic Romans? 
Were tiiey a distinct race, as the Celts, the 
Teutons, the lluns. the Goths and others were? 
They were not. a distinct .people, that is dis- 
tinct from those who surrounded them ; they 
appear lo have been the result of the amalga- 
mation of a number of tribes, wlu), previous 
to 5,00 B.C.. li\-ed in Iinl\-. .Xhoul three thou- 
sand years ago there lived in llu; region ilrained 
by the Tiber a people who lia\ e gone into his- 
tory by the name of Latins, their country being 
called Latium. When they came wc cannot 
tell. Their legends suggest "that they may have 
attained a' period of considerable civilization, 
and it is l)elievcd lhat the Roman gods known 
.is Saturn, Janus, and so on, were niilv the 
deified kings of Lalinni. It ma}-. therei(jre, be 
possible that the Latins were the survivr)rs of 
an ancient race which in prehistoric times oc- 
cupied the countries around the .Mediterranean. 
Tradition says that Rome took its name from 
Romulus, but the probability is that Rcmie gave 
its name to its alleged founder. In other 
words, the Romans, preserving the myth of 
the building of ihe city, gave its builder ;i 
nanu' that seemed suitable for its founder. The 
word Rome i-, ;i con-nptiou ,,i Rainnian, :nid 
Ramnian means woorlsnuui. whence we niav in- 
fer that the early Romans were dwellers in the 
forest. It is now kni>wn thai much of what 
used to be taught as veritable Roman history, 
including all the stiu-y of the kings and how 
the commonwealth came to be established, is 
liitle else than fable, and that the putative date 
of the founding of the city, 753 B.C., is little 
more than a guess. 

Throughoiu .\sia .Minor. Greece. Ilalv and 
the islaiids of the .Mediterranean are remains 
of structures built up with huge stones on the 
outside and filled with smaller stones, no mor- 
tar beiiig used. They are found, in various 
stages of ])erfecti(jii, in w'-hat appear to be the 
later examples the stones being shaped into 
regular forms .and carefull}- fitted together. 
This kind of building is callerl C}'clopedean, 
and the Greeks called the builders Cyc!oi)es, 
alleging that they were giants. ■ There has been 
a disposition in recent times to hold that these 
structures were the work of the people known 
as the Pclasgians, a prchistpric race, which in- 
habited western Asia and ,southern Europe, and 
attained ;i \'er'- considerable degree <-)f civiliz- 
ation. Indeed, if wc nia}- bclie\-e the Greek 
iii\-lhs, the\- were skilled in mail}- arl.s. To this 
])ei-iod Hercules belonged, nv \\-hat is more 
pi-obai)l}- the correct wa}- lo st,-ile the case, it; 
was in this jjcriod that there existed that type 
of civilization which after ages typified in the 
person of Hercule^. ''There were- giants in 
those days, mighty men of old, men of re- 
nown," the Rook of Genesis tells us., and the 
same authority says that this race was de- 
stroyed in a deluge. We have in i^rcvious arti- 
cles I'cfcrrerl t(-) the c\-idencc of an ancient ei\-il- 
ization that was overthrown some seven thou- 



sand years ago, a date which corresponds ap- 
proximately to great climatic changes- on the.. 
North .Amci-ican Contiuent, as iiidicated by the 
geolqgy ,of,J;he'.j\|,iddle. West. But to return to 
the poitit;frcim 'wiiich' W-C have digressed, there 
seems to be reason for believing that the in- 
habitants of Italy, from which the Roman.s 
were descended, Were derived from a union of 
I his Cyclopean people and another race, which 
found its way. westward from Asia, at a date 
long before that assigned to the seige of Troy, 
or more, and we do not know liow much more, 
than three thousand years ago. 

Ikit whatever their origin, it seems fairl}' 
certain that the founders ni the Roman nation 
were a people who for' many generations had 
lived in rude conditions. Later they were 
joined by other tribes, and their advance in all 
departments of human effort, as it was under- 
stood ill tho.sc days, was exceedingly , rapid. 
They dcveloi)cd a language that was un.like 
any' other in many res])ects, although |)artak- 
ing somewhat of the Greek and possessing 
sonie features of the Celtic, lint most of .dl 
they develoi)ed a faeuliy of government, and 
today llic civilized w(jrld lives imdcr insliUi- 
tit)us which this remarkable peopde originated, 
as far as we know, and certainly transmitted 
to tho.se who came after them, fn later days 
the influence of Rome in matters of religion 
became all important. It was in the cily on 
the Tiber that Christianity was shajied. so to 
speak, into the form in wiiich it finds exjjres- 
sirm today. The Komap Catlndic Church has 
for fifteen centuries been a factor of dominant 
importance in the development of what we call 
civilization, meaning thereby the progress of 
the so-called Western nations. Roman la>ys 
form the basis of systems of jurisprudence in 
all parts of the civilized world. The Roman 
language is spoken with local variations in at 
least three of the great European nations, and 
it has exerted a powerful influence, in part 
directly, but chiefly indirectly, in the formation 
of Luiglish, which .seems destined to become the 
language of the world. Wc are not ablq to 
say with any degree of certainty to what extent 
the future df Britain \va.s influenced by the Ro- 
man occupation,- for we do not know to what 
extent the country was colonized by Romans. 
There is some divergence of opinion among 
writers on this point, but there is no iloubl that 
\-ery considevat)le colonies were established 
;iud that during the four centuries of Roman 
occupation the people of the southern ])art of 
the island bccame>-fully Romdnized in their 
custoriis.' They seeni'icVen to have partaken of 
the grovyth of effemiiiaiicy wdiich characterized 
Rome itself during' th'ilt period, and while in- 
stances can be cited to' show that they had not 
wholly lost the vigor'with which they succcss- 
, fully resisted the invaders under Juliu.s Caesar 
and his imri-iediatc successors, tlie blending of 
the Celtic and Roman stock does not appear on 
the whole to have been productive of good re- 
sults. They were easy victims to the Celts of 
purer blood, who inhabited the highlands in the 
north, and the Saxon, invaders found them an 
easy prey. 

This nccessaril}- incomplete review as 
given in this and the preceding articles, shows 
that about the dawn of history there were in 
western luiropc two. races, the Celtic and the 
Roman, differing in many rcsi.)ects. and appar- 
ently different in origin. 'Plicse. races supplied 
the foundation upon which the various peoples 
oi Europe have been built up, and wc shall en- 
deavor in subse(pient articles to show S(jmc of 
Ihe v arious influences of a racial character that 
h.-ive operated to |)roduce the broad distinctions 
iiou characterizing the inhabitants of the Euro- 
jjcaii countries. 



AS TO EATING 

When }-ou e(-)n-ie to think aboul it ciosel}-, 
the sjK'ctacle of a nunil)cr of people sitting 
around a table and putting things into their 
mouths ought not to be a specially edifying 
one ; yet the acme of courtesy is to ask a per- 
son to dinner. When wc wish to show some 
one speci.d honor we invite him to meet a lot 
(U' olh(;r folk at a banipiel, and then we sit 
around a table, and, \y\lh what clegriiice we are 
able to command, ])roceed 10 ])U1 di\-ers and 
snndr\- things into our mouths and maslicalc 
them, ludcss, indeed, they arc such things as 
can be swallowed without mastication. A 
number of men and ladies, dressed connne 
il faut, feeding at a table, is the consiuumaiion 
of social progress. Now perha|)s it nevm- i)c- 
curred to }'ou. but there i.- a philoso|)h}- about 
eating, \vhich explains these seeiniug anoii-ia- 
lies. Prillat-.S.-ivariu has suggested some of 
its aspects, and it is highl}- i)roi)er that such 
suggestions should coiiie from a member of 
the race which can take an old shoe and an 
onion and prepare a delicious dish out of them. 
He draws our attention to the following inter- 
esting considerations: Eating is a pleasure 
that, talcen in moderation, is the only one not 
followed by fatigue; it is a pleasure common 
to every age, clime and condition: the desire 
for it reluruiug- e\-erv da}', and it ma}- be en- 
joyed several limes in each day; it can be com- 
l)ined with other pleasures and atones for their 
absence; its sen.sations are lasting and can be 
varied to suit our will ; it is a pleasure that 
carries with it a feeling of satisfaction be- 
cause it makes good our iih}-^iical losses and 
|.)rolongs our c::istence. Of all sources of 
physical pleasure eating and drink'in.g form the 
only one of which this i;an be s;ud. Therefore 
the French writer thinks we should put the 
sense of taste before all the olhcrs, and that 
"Krenchmcn, of all others, ought to erect 
statites to 'Gourmandise.' Gourmandise, as 
Brillat-SaVarin u.scs- the' term,' docs not mcEin 
wdnat is usiially ini])lied in the' English Word 
"gourmandize." It means uni gluttony, but 
moderation in good living, a love for dainties. 
Tie draws a distinction between the man who 
nicrcly cats .ami the inun who is an adept at 



>."gourniandisc.'' There arc some people to

theni a delicate i)"r6wi, cl& 
ha.s few" attractions, and the delicious meat that 
(.me ijiclcs biit of the wing of a chicken has no 
charms to repay the trouble of extracting it. 
Eating regarded from the point of view of Jiril- 
lat-Savarin is both a fine art and an economic 
factor in the history of nations. Ik; tells us 
that when the enemies of I'rance have forced 
her. to pay heavy; indemnities, she has been able 
to do so without cinbarrassment, because, 
when the. invaders had once tasted her deli- 
cacies, ihey invariably returned • and spent 
more than the indemnities in hcr'cafe^. Speak- 
ing of these forced contributions, and how the 
ePjffcrs of France were fuller after they had 
been emptied than they were before, he dis- 
cou.rses in this charming fashion: 

"What i.s the power that came to our as- 
sistance? Who is the divinity that worked 
this miracle? The love of good living. 

"When the IHritons, Germans, Teutons, 
Cimmerians and Scythians made their irrup- 
tion into France, they brfjught a rare \oracity 
and stomach.s of no (-)rdinar}- capacit}". Thc}- 
did not long remain satisfied with the official 
cheer, wdiicli a forced hospitality had to sup- 
ply them with. They aspired to enjoyments 
of greater refinement; and .soon the queen city 
was nothing but a huge refectory. ICvery- 
wbere the}- wci-c seen eating — t)-iese intru- 
ders — in the restaurants, the eating houses, the 
inns, the stalls, and e\-eu in the streets. Thcv 
gorged themselves with flesh, fish, game, iruf- 
fles. pastry, and especially with fruit. They 
drank with an avidity c(jual lo their appetite, 
and always ordered the most expensive wines, 
in the hope of finding iii them soine enjoyment 
hitherto unknown, and seemed quite aston- 
ished when they were disappointed. Supei-|i- 
cial observers did not know what to think of 
this menagerie without bounds or limits, but 
your genuine Parisian laughed and rubbed his 
hands. 'We have them now.' said he; 'ami to- 
night they will have paid us back more money 
than was counted out to them this morning 
from the public treasury.' " 

The reference is to the occupation of Paris 
by the Allies after Waterloo, but even in this 
respect history has repeated itself, though 
tloiibtle.s.'^ with some variations. 

.\s becomes a J-'renchman, IJrillat-Savarin 
thinks eating is more becoming to .women than 
to men. He tells us that "there is no more 
pleasant sight than a pretty gonrmandc under 
arms." It is iii the alct'bf eating, Jie say.s., that 
woman is the most irresistible; and in this .he- 
sees an example of the eternai fitn'es.s, pf 
things, for he says tliat d^iuty . eating tendji. to 
produce beauty, making the eyes' bi-ighter, the 
skill smoother and the iiitiscTcs Tirnicr, so that 
wrinkles do not form. 

But consideration of this interesting theme 
cannot be prolonged. What ha.s been said may 
not be wholly withoiit' value.

.\ crav ing for the dramatic is born in every 
one of us, ;i desire lo see events or series of 
e\-ciits. which in themselves are counterp;iris 
of our ou u lives lo a certain extent. portra}cd 
before our eyes. We have all experienced 
from time to time that sensation of being only 
observers of oar own daily, doings, that .sen- 
sation of standing outside the body, as it were, 
and viewing acts (lerformed, and listening to 
'\v-ords spoken ;ilmosl"as if we were for the mo- 
ment aliens lo tlu- outer, aeti\-e .semblance of 
ourselves. This inexplicable state of mind, 
wdiich ccniies usually w itiuuit the volition, h.'is 
been used b}- scitmtisls and philosoijhers to 
prove the truth of many lliecudcs; luiL v\'e will 
all doubtless agree that it .shows for one thing 
the existence within us of the appreciation of, 
and more, the necessity for, the drama. The 
craving for music is scarcely more deeply in- 
.graincd within us, and the one art is almost as 
old a.s the other. 

In common with all poctr}- the ilrama I'lrig- 
inated with rel ig-ii;)tis rites, \^'itil llio Greek's, 
for instance, it had its beginning in the Dionysi- 
an feasts, \vith us in the rites oithejejirly Chris- 
tian church, 'Before the Norman Conquest the 
only dramas we know anything aboul were of 
a decidedly barbaric character, and represent etl 
only the Seas(uis in dialogue, or similar fanci- 
ful conceiiliijns. (leniian [i;)ll\songs have pxc- 
ser\-cd some of these old lie.'tthen dramas for 
us, and they arc noV without a rude sort of 
beaut}'. When sacred drama was introduced 
by the church, secular drama;';sprang up as a 
matter of course. 

The highest form of the drama is the 
tragedy, and under this heading ma}' be class- 
ed the early '"Misteries" or Afii-aelc Plays, 
which brought in both essential elemenls of 
tragedy, human ^^•ill and iiviuc ppvycr or in- 



terposition. From Gunkce's "Poetics'' we 
quote the following in regard, to this.' class of 
■drama: ' i ' v ■ 

Each ]day was called a "pageant," such 
was the name of the \-ehicle on-wnicH the play 
was exhibited, jn Roger's account of the 
Chester Play.s, written about the end of the 
Sixteenth Ccuttny, wc are told that "Every 
company had its pageaiU, wdiich pageant's 
were a high scaffold with two rooms, a higher 
and a lower, upon four wheels.; In the lower 
they apparelled themselves; and in the higher 
room they played, being all open on tiie top, 
that the beholders might hear and sec them. 
The places where they [daycd was (sic) in 
every street. They began first at the Abbcv 
Gates, and when the first pageant was plavcd, 
it was wheeled to the high cross before 'the 
Mayor, and so to every street. ••.■\s to cos- 
tumes, tl-ic good souls wore white, the con- 
demned, black ('Black is the badge of hell,' 
says the king in 'Lonc's Labor Lost'); and 
the angels wore gold-skins and wing.s. The 
sacrcfl personages had golden l)cards and hair. 
Hell-torments were ^represented with consid- 
erable effect; and mechanical devices were 
known — as when the cherr3'-tree bends n-tirac- 
ulously clown its branches at the command of 
Mary." 

-Most of the stories thus dramatized were 
taken direct from the Bible, that of Cain and 
.Abel for instance, and the narrative of the 

IJelu.ge. 

The -Moraltics or Moralitv Plays were a 
step higher in the dramatic scale, "^and made 
their appearance some centuries after the 
"Misteri." In these plays we have a strong- 
attempt to portray character and to enforce a 
moral. One of the earliest and best known iii 
this class is the Morality called "Everyman." 
Here the chief actor is a sort of abstract char- 
acter and the play itself is purely didactic. 

In the first scene "Everyman" is summoned 
by "Dethe." at the command of God, and told 
to bring with him his record of what good and 
evil he has done. Everyman is afraid to obev. 
He calls on I''e!lowship to aid him, but tlie 
\atter refuses. Kindred docs likewise. Goddes 
cannot be of any assistance, as he lies'iii- bags 
and "boxes incapable of moving. Ori .account 
of Everyman's sins "Good-deeds," A^ho might 
have helped, lies ''cold in the groiinde-'; .."but 
Good-deeds" sister. Knowledge, accompaniies 
the traveller to "Confession," who '' Hears 
lU'eryman confess, sees that he does jidnance 
and cheers him on his journc}'. The Five wits 
and Beauty, Discretion and Strenlli aid 
Evei-yman for -a = time, but as old age begins 
to arrive,- these all leave .^him and only Good- 
deeds; •rernains-'^rid .Kii^wledge. Eywym^u? 
-dies., on - the^ stage after^^feSm'iTiien'df^'g 'ms soul' 
to God. . : ■ , ..• -'-^r ...- .'v^ '■J.::-- 

Dnrhig the reign of Henry VIII, there was 
a revival of learning. Eatin plays were in- 
troduced and the tragedies of Seneca. Gen- 
eral history was widely studied and all of this, 
had a marked effect upon the drama, -which 
reached its next stage in the Interlude. 

The. Interlude was a play performed in "the 
intervals of feasts or other entertainments."' 
Some of the interludes were styled Masks, and 
Ihc greatest English Alask is Milton's Comus. 
John Meywood %vas the most famous of the 
early writers of Interludes. 

The character of the drama undcrw-ent a 
complete chan,gc. It became as it were hu- 
manized. History and tradition took the place 
of Piiblica] stories. I'.vcnts were permitted lo 
take place upon the slag^e which were within 
the range of possibility, and songs and dances 
were introduced as a further attraction to the 
public. 

Thus from being an uncouth barbaric rep- 
resentation the drama began lo assume beau- 
tiful and attractive proportions. Shakes- 
peare, Marlowe. Fletcher and Johnson brought 
about a further metamorphose, weeding out 
all that was sufjerfluous. remoulding wdiat Ava.s 
left, and making wonderful additions, until 
they were able to bequeath to, us what wc may 
style our National Drama.

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■ % .4^; SUMMER EGG PRODUCTION 

.. We have been accustomed in the .pfist to 
look upon egg production in the winter time 
as the most important feature of the egg busi- 
ness, but now the high price of eggs and the 
increasing demand for the same causes us to 
turn our attention to other periods of the year. 

Egg prochiction throughout the year might 
be plotted in a curve. It starts low down in 
November and December, rises to its height in 
March and April, in the natural hatching sea- 
son, and falls off gradually throughout July 
and August, until it practicailj' ceases in the 
latter part of September and October. The 
only way to overcome the deficiency in the fall 
seems to be by the hatching of very early oul- 
lets. This is not practical itor the farmer. He 
can, however, improve production in the sum- 
mer, and in the following lines we will en- 
deavor to show how: 

First— the Stock 
Of course, we desire to have purebred 
stock. There is no excuse for anyone keeping 
a mongrel flock at tiie present time. Tiie 
question of stock is not quite so important for 
summer work as it is for winter work, yet it is 
important. For the latter it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that we have early hatched, fully ma- 
tured stock, but for tiic former much of that 
stock that was not mature cnougli for winter 
work will be available for summer work. It 
does not as^ a rule keep it over, yet there is 
much of it in the country. 

Second — the Houses 
Tn the onrly days tiie hens roosted outside 
in the trees and laid when and where they 
pleased. We must provide them with liglit, 
airy, clean, well ventilated quarters. The cur- 
tain front house docs this if properly tended. 
In the south it is often the custom to remove 
the roosts from the back to the front when 
the warm weather comes in, or a series of dou- 
ble roosts may be provided allowing the hens 
to choose for themselves. 

The most important feature in summer egg 
production is cleanliness. In many, many in- 
stances it is the presence of filth, insects, and 
cUseasc that drives the hens out of doors. Tlie 
houses must be kept clean and cool. Tiie 
'droppings must be cleaned out regularly and 
the litter must not be allowed to become damp 
and sour. Dropping boards should not be used 
unless they can be cleaned off every day. 
Where no dropping board is used, cleaning 
twice a week will do, but oftener would be 
better. It is a good plan to scatter clean, 
fresh soil around where the droppings will fall, 
for soil is an excellent deodeizer and disinfect- 
ant. When allowed to remain too long the ac- 
cumulated droppings dry out and become ex- 
cellent breeding places for lice and mites. 

The litter on the floor is of in?portauce. 
Straw or marsh hay may be used and should 
be used if it can be readily procured, but it 
becomes dirty quickly. Some use shavings or 
soil, but these are not very satisfactory if it is 
intended that the grain be fed inside. Tiie 
house should be whitewashed. It makes the 
house much brighter, and light is one of the 
best disinfectants we have. Some object to 
the dust, but the dust is what is wanted. Lice 
and mites breath through pores in their skin, 
and the most effectual way to combat them is 
to clog up those pores with dust, oil. etc. This 
is why whitewash is used on the wails and the 
oily disinfectants on the roosts and nests. 

The drinking utensils, the troughs, the hop- 
pers, the nests should all be kept clean. The 
nests must be cleaned from time to time and 
plenty of clean, fresh hay or straw added. 
Much profit is lost to the' farmer by having 
dirty nests. The hens refuse to lay in them, 
the eggs are lost. W'ith no litter in the nest 
many eggs are cracked nr broken, their con- 
tents .smeared over other eggs, and the nest 
material made foul and dirty. Such will taint 
the eggs every tirne and load them with bac- 
teria which cause early decay. 

Third— the Feed 
The question of the feed is important. The 
amount of corn in the ration should be' reduced 
in warmer weather. More wheat and oats may 
be used, preferably a little of both if marko't 
prices will allow. The hard grams may be 
fed on a clean piece of ground mitside. Some 
continue to feed in (lie litter in the summer 
which is good if the hens are closely yarded. 

A dry mash should also be placed before 
them. It may be hopper fed and good results 
obtained. It may consist of varying amounts 
of several ingredients, hut one 'composed of 
the following will give very fair results: > 
parts bran, i part corn meal,' r part middlings" 
to I part linseed meal, and i of beef .scrap.' 
It_ is well also to supplement the dry niasli 
with an occasional wet mash, say from two 
to three times a week. A meat 'mash made 
thusi Boil some cheap meat till it is well 
broken up; take an ordinary 12 quart pail, 
place in it about 2 quarts of corn meal, pour 
the boiling licpiid slowly over it. Stir till the 
meal has taken up all the moisture it can, then 
add about 3 quarts of bran and stir. It may 
take more, in which case add bran until the 
whole has a consistency of brittle dough. If 
fhe birds have free range — and it is preferable 
that they should, for no one can get the best 
results from a bare yard — the use of beef scrap 
anri green food will not be so necessary. If 
the birds are yarded some provision must be 
made for green food. Rape is very useful for 
this, if handled carefully and only the outer 
leaves removed, it will stay green and succu- 
lent for a considerable length of time. As a 
rule it is wise to supply birds with some shell- 
forming material and grit even throughout the 
summer months, If they ,dp not need it, they 
will hot eat it. " 1' ' ' • '^ , Vj.i> . • ' " 

The birds must Jiave j w.ater. .Watering 
once in every two or three, days will not do. 
They must be watered daily'with good fresh 
water placed in clean dishes. The dishes are 





apt to become slimy and ill-smelling. They 
should be scalded and rinsed out from time 
to time._ The place -where the \yater pail is set 
is im-portant.' It should not be set in a hoiisc 
where all sorts of dirt will fall in. It should 
not be placed in the sun where the water will 
become hot. The birds like a cool, refreshing 
drink as well as a man, and the water sh'ould 
be placed in a cool, shady place. 
Fourth— Shade 

Birds do enjoy a shady place in summer un- 
der the trees, in a raspberry patch, in an as- 
paragus patch, or in the corn. They seem to 
enjoy a low thick sba'de the best, and if it is 
convenient either their house should be moved 
to the shade or the shade should be brought to 
them by planting the above mentioned crops. 

Some one will say, yes, if we do this our 
birds will lay in such a place. They will not 
lay any quantity there if one provides proper 
cool house, well ventilated, free from lice and 
mites, darkened nests with clean fresh litter in 
111 em, broody hens removed and shut up (noth- 
ing breeds lice so fast as a bunch of broody 
stuff, fresh water in clean dishes, and hens 
continually sitting on the nests), plenty of 
cooling food, range and green, a nice cool, con- 
venient shady nook in which to spend the hot 
parts of the day. If people will but do this, 
take pains and have a sympathetic interest in 
those fowls, gather the eggs regularly, discard 
the cracked and dirty ones, keep the eggs in a 
cool, sweet place and market them often, they 
will get more eggs, they will get better prices, 
their eggs will become known in the com- 
munity as pure, fresh and as germless as it is 
possible for them to be. — Professor W. A. 
Brown, University of Maine. 



FEEDING THE CHICKS 

Feeding now claims attention. I do not 
know of any other subject connected with 
poultry that has, from time to^time, been more 
criticised or written about than that of the 
feeding of chickens. Every breeder has his 
own particular feed or system, and many are 
very careful lest any word they may let drop 
reveals any of their knowledge. Each thinks 
his own system the best, but whether this is so 
or not, it is hard to tell. Some believe in the 
dry feed system, whilst others would not have 
it at any price. Some believe in the no water 
theory, and other are dead against it. 

Both systems have their' advantages and 
disadvantages, as- 1 know from experience, hav- 
ing tried both systems. I do not think I shall 
try the dry feed .system again, though I am 
rather a believer in the no water theory for 
the first five or si.x weeks of the chicken's ex- 
istence, provided they can be put on a grass 
run when they are turned out of doors. '^I do 
not think the feeding need vary much for the 
first ten or twelve weeks, for either hard or 
.soft-feathered Bantams. Practically the same 
food wdl do for one or the other. 

The first feed, which need not be given for 
the first twenty-four, or even thirtj'-six hours 
must be composed of hard-boiled eggs and 
here the clear eggs taken from under the hen 
at the time of testing the .same comes in use- 
ful. 1 hey must be chopped up fine and mixed 
with bread crumbs. I find the machines used 
by canary fanciers for grinding eggs useful. 
Some fanciers I know do not altogether ap- 
prove of giving hard-boiled eggs, but prefer the 
l)read being soaked in the raw eggs • 

However, either system will do. and this 
should form the staple diet for the first few 
days varied with plain biscuit soaked in milk 
At the end of four or five davs good qualitv 



broken rice, dried off with thirds or any of 
the advertised chicken meals can be crivcn 
Rice will to a big extent, counteract any^signs 
of diarrhoea, rather a troublesome ailment 
among chickens. The way to cook rice is to 
put it either in a pan or earthenware jar and 
cover Avith milk or water. Cook slowlv for 
about three-quarters of an hour, and see that it 
does not clog together, but remains in single 
pellets. The meal then easily adheres to it 
Cook only sufficient for one day, and it is then 
more sweet and wholesome. 

For the evening feed, canary seed or some 
(It the dry chick foods can now be introduced 
and as the chickens increase in age dari' 
groats, wheat, millet and a little hempseed 
can be given. Occasionallv, for one of the 
meals during the day. bread and milk can with 
advantage, be given, this being a very good 
pick-me-up, especially when the chickens are 
making a lot of feather. 

For the first fortnight the chickens should 
be fed every two or three hours. Little and 
often IS a motto that should be obeyed in 
chicken rearing. One cannot feed too eariv 
as soon as daylight appears, and many arc the 
fanciers who late, and very late, go round' 
with lamp and corn bucket to give their pets 
the last feed of the day. It certainly pays to 
attend well to the growing stock. 

After the first fortnight a certain amount of 
weaning can take place, so that at the age of 
three months, four or five meals a day will 
suffice, and this number should continue for 
another couple of months, when the normal 
number of three will lie found sufficient. 

Green food should be given from the very 
first, and a small amount of finely chopped 
meat may occasionally be given. Fine flint or 
sand grit must always be within reach, this 
being a very important matter,' and it is won- 
derful to see the amount the little creatures 
\yill devour. Flowers of sulphur or a little 
linseed may now and then be judiciously add- 
ed to the food to help rh^ chickens in' their 
ieathering. I prefer the linseed to be boiled or 
allowed to steep in water iot twenty-four 
hours before being given. • - ' 

Keep the, coops and runs in dean condi- 
tion. If :the floor of the cdop is bf wood keep 
it well sanded or covered with chop or peat 
moss. Dust the hen at least once a week with 



insect powder, and at the same time examine 
the chickens for ticks, etc. These pests will 
be, found on the head, under the wings, anfi 
tieat"' the ventj and prevent tlie chickens from" 
thriving. There are many remedies for the 
keeping down of these insects, a few of them 
being vegetable oil of tar, sweet oil, weak solu- 
tion of paraffin, etc. The places infested 
should be touched with any of the remedies 
mentioned. — H. Inman, in Feathered World.

HINTS ON HATCHING FOR BACKYARD 
POULTRY KEEPERS 

Love for experimenting prompts one to try 
one's luck at hatching and rearing chicks ; and 
few hobbies provide so much pleasure for so 
small an outlay. Having decided upon the 
breed you intend to keep, do not hatch more 
chicks than you have convenience for. Some 
faiiciers make a practice of hatching two 
broods, although they have only accommoda- 
tion for one lot. They are, they say, then on 
the safe side if they should be very unfortun- 
ate with the hatches, or if the quality, out of 
one be not up to expectations, or if they get a 
large percentage of cocks. 

Never put all the eggs in a special sitting 
under one hen; put them under two broodies 
and make up the full sittings with some from 
your own pen or of a cheaper quality, because 
if you arc unfortunate with one half-sitting you 
still have tlie other half to fall hack on. 

IIa\'e the nest in readiness before the hen 
or eggs, so that you do not have to fit iiji a 
makeshift nest in a hurry. .V suitable nest 
can be made in a box 18 inches s(|uare with a 
strip of wood nailed across the front to keep 
the nest in position inside ; or yow may make a 
loose nest in some dark corner or secluded 
spot, as the hens prefer semi-darkness for their 
maternal duties. The nest itself should be 
made of soil, and the centre scooped out, but 
neither dee]) nor shallow. The soil should be 
covered with litter — hay, straw or chaff — and 
such a nest should throw off sufficient mois- 
ture for shells of average thickness. Place some 
dummy eggs in the nest and put the hen near 
at night-time. If she is a stranger the nest 
will be strange to her, so be patient. She will 
then, if very broody, glide on the eggs to settle 
down. Cover her up and leave her for twenty- 
four hours. 

Some people let the broody hen come off 
the nest at pleasure, but personally I prefer 
to know when it is off and on. Remove her 
next day (but night for , preference) , and sub- 
stitute for the dummy eggs those you intend 
her to sit on. See that she is provided with 
heat-giving food (Indian corn is suitable), and 
that she comes off daily for about fifteen min- 
utes for exercise, food and water. Sorinkle 
a little insect powder on both hen and nest, 
as this will check verm'in, which thrive during 
the hot weather. 

The eggs should be = tested about the tenth 
dav. and all clear ones removed, instead of 
wasting the hen's time and energy on eggs 
that would never hatch. When the time has 
expired you may reasonably expect some 
chicks, which should be hatched out dry and 
strong, and which should be removed' in a 
lined backet near the fire, as the part-hatched 
and weakly ones will have a better chance. Re- 
move broken shells, and feed the hen by her- 
self when the hatch is complete, or she may be 
off searching for food for the chickens, which 
they do not require for at least twentv-four 
hours. Stale bread crumbs and hard-'boil(;d 
egg clioppcfl fine should lie the first meal, af- 
ter wdiich they can he fed on any jireviously 
nroved successful system, h'ced a little at a 
time, but often, gradually increasing the quan- 
tity of food and the time between meals. — 
Hidlander, in Poultry.

PORTABLE POULTRY FENCE 

I have made a substantial, con\-cnient and 
useful portable fence from 48-incli poultry wire 
netting. Anything that will make a' suffi- 
ciently strong stake will hold it up. With an 
iron bar I make holes about 7 feel apart around 
the lot where I want my new poultry yard to 
be. Stakes are driven firmly into these holes. 
Then a fourpenny nail is driven into the stakes 
for the wire to hang on. 

In hanging the fence, I start at one corner 
and unroll the netting until 1 arrive at the 
starting point. If there is more wire than I 
feet, 1 leave it on the roll. Then I begin to 
iiang the netting on the nails, which are only 
partly driven in, stretching the wire as I hang- 
it. Plastering laths I then tiail over the net- 
ting to the stakes with two or three fourpenny 
nails, whose heads are allowed to protrude 
just enough so they can be drawn with a ham 
mer when I want to move the fence again. I 
one roll of wire is not enough, I overlay a sec 
ond roll and proceed as described. The unused 
part is wired or tied with string to prevent it 
falling down and becoming unrollecl; 

When the season closes, and I wish to put 
the poultry in permanent quarters, the nails 
are drawn, the wire rolled up. the stakes pulled 
and all laid away for another year. I never 
cut a roll of netting except for a permanent 
fence.— S. X. A., in New Epgland Homeistead. 
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A NOVEL METHOD OF GROWING PO- 
• TATOES

In. -the gardening world- another instance 
has been found of many most valued discov- 
eries coming to light through chanbc happen- 
ings. This is an entirely new method of grow- 
ing ])otatoes for the earl;,- markets, one which 
is so simjile and effective that it cannot fail to 
be universally adopted, and is certainly curi- 
ous enough to be placed on record. A few 
years since, on a large private estate in Eng- 
land, a quantity of potatoes had been placed 
aside in a dark shed; stacked in a heap on the 



floor. Not being required for use, the tubers 
were left in that positioiv for the best part of 
a year, and. ft ^\yas npt^until.; th<e atitutnn . f pllp^v- , 
ihg" that V they were 'exaTriined idea* 
of throwing them away, it being conchided 
that" after the long interval they could not be 
of any use. A few spadefuls were shoveled 
into the light, and it was then seen that the 
tubers had started to do a very remarkable 
thing. Every specimen was crowded with lit- 
tle potatoes, quite white and about the size of 
the tip of the litde finger. Mqre out of curi- 
osity than aiiythiiigf else.'a hunibtr of tKe old 
tubers were placed on a darkened shelf and 
left there for a few Weeks. At the end of that 
time it was found that the small tubers had 
increased very much in size, being as large as 
walnuts. A number of the finest were gathered 
and cooked, and were found to be excellent. 
Indeed they were pronounced by experts to be 
superior to the ordinary run of new notatoes, 
in that the consistency of the tuber was firm, 
not less inclined than usual to waxiness. Soon 
after the discovery, an exhibit of the novel 
mode of growing the potatoes was made at the 
Horticultural Show, London, and this caused 
a great deal of speculation as to how the new 
tubers were produced. Latterly a full explan- 
ation of the method has come to light, and 
further experiments have shown that the dis- 
covery is one which should rank as of first- 
class importance in gardening circles. It will 
doubtless be of interest to outline the chief 
points in the treatment, which is peculiarly at- 
tractive to the country house owner. 

AInio.st any kind of potato usually grown 
for keeping purposes is well suited for the 
novel culture. It is better to produce tubers 
of a good size, and wdien making the selection 
the biggest examples should be picked out. 
Freedom from blemish or disease is of the ut- 
most importance, as any rotten patches on the 
tubers might easily spread and endanger- the 
whole crop. The potatoes employed must be 
those which are technically known as "two- 
year-olds"; that is thev are products of the 
previous season's yield. On this account to 
get the necessary stock the tubers will have 
to be selected a season ahead. To those who 
.wish to save trouble it may be mentioned that 
It is always easy to buy "old" potatoes in" the 
month of July, and these will be ready for 
starting the following September. 

It is necessary to find a perfectly dark 
place in which the potatoes may be stored. 
The absence of light is an important feature 
of the culture, as a very little illumination, if 
it is regulariy experienced, will, make the tu- 
bers expend their eriergiesiin senditig out shoots 
rather than in the budding of small tubers. 
Very good crops might be prodiifced in a cellar 
or the corner of a basement; on the other hand, 
it would be quite a simple matter to fix up a 
cupboard suitable for the purpose, some rough 
shelves on wdiich the potatoes may be placed. 
These should be arranged with a bordering 
which projects an inch or so above the level 
of the shelf. 

Now- obtain a quantity of fine dry mould 
and spread this evenly over the shelves to the 
depth of about an inch." The .material should 
be clean and sweet and free from any stones. 

The early fall is about the best time to start 
the culture of the potatoes. Even if the tubers 
have already been sorted, go through them 
again, making quite sure that none is in any 
way diseased. As a precautionary measure, 
wipe each with a slightly moistened sponge! 
thus removing the germs of any fungoid 
growths which are so destructive of vegetable 
tissue. 

If any of the potatoes have started to shoot 
from the eyes or growing points, the buds 
must be cut off, care being taken not to bruise 

the tuber. 

Now take each jiotato separately and place 
it on the shelf,. so that it is half buried in the 
mould. Do not allow the tubers to touch one 
another, and settle them all well down into the 
soil. There is nothing more to be done now 
save to give an occasional glance at the pota- 
toes to see that none is rotting. After a short 
while it will be observed that the old tubers 
are beginning to be govered with tiny white 
points, which a few days later resolve them- 
selves into little iiotatoes, increasing very rap- 
idly in size until they are large enough to han- 
dle, when the first instalment of the crop is 
ready for gathering. When all the sizable po- 
tatoes have been picked off, the old tubers 
may be placed in their former position, which 
they will go on producing. In a few weeks it. 
will be possible to gather another crop, and 
this will go on through a rgular succession of 
ga'tlierings. 

Now and again it Avill be found that the old 
potatoes will endeavor to sli^rt outgrowths, 
and these should at once be removed. 

The trouble in this direction will not be 
great if the apartment is really dark, the light 
only being let in on the«few occasions wdien it 
is necessary to examine the tubers. Even 
then it is better, if possible, to make use of an 
artificial- ill.uminant, as. very -little daylight 
seems to excite the tubers to sdnd'out shoots. 
It will be found that the budding off process 
will go on until there is nothing left of the old 
potatoes but dry skin. Indeed, it has been 
stated that the tubers will send off more than 
their own weight in little potatoes, though 
how tliis can be so it does not seen] easy to ex- ■ 
plain. ' ' . ' ' 

Up to ..itlie.-'prespilt time the only way in 
which ne^-pptatoes out of season co'uld'be se- 
cured yras by 'the coktly and difficult, method 
of forcing the; plants in' frames. This has 
never been a satisfactory matter, as many gar- 
deners can bear witness, the crops thus secured 
not being of particularly good quality or large 
in amount. Moreover, the season for the 
forced articles is comparatively restricted. Un- 
deiy..the.:o^^^ possible to have a suc-

ber until about the time when the outdoor 
grown supply is available. . _ 

As. has; already been indicated, the chief 
points ab'out the potatoes p the man 

ner described above are that they are of excel- 
lent flavor and consistency. Moreover, they 
have a skin which is so thin that there is no 
need of scraping or peeling. 

Owing to the manner in which they are 
produced, very HttlC' cleaning is. reguiffed^ 

For those who are interested in ■the 'cqlih- 
ary side of the question, it may be useful to 
add a' word. as to the cooking of the potatoes. 
It is declared to be a desirable feature of the 
preparing that the little potatoes should, be 
put into cold water, and then kept boiling 
briskly for about ten minutes. Not more of the 
potatoes should be gathered than can be used 
at one time, as they are rather' likcly/to shirw^ 
by keeping. '^.V " 

IT PAVS to PAINT FARM BUILDINGS 

The prosperity of the farmer is generally 
reflected in his farm buildings. These can and 
.should be attractive to the eye. It must be con- 
'' fesscd, however, that in most cases barns and 
outbuildings are a blot on the landscape. This 
is not as it should be. Paint would right mat- 
ters. Farm buildings neatly paintisd' are a 
source of pride to their owner. Arid this extra 
touch adds substantially to the value of the 
farm. ' 

All agree that buildings look much better 
when painted. The question we want answer- 
ed is "Does it pay?" 

It may not pay, directly, to paint our barns. 
In fact, its preservative effect on ordinary 
rough siding would'scarcely pay for the paint. 
On new, smooth siding it would pay., Indi- 
rectly it does pay, however, no matter what the 
siding. Well painted buildings add to the 
value of the farm, a sum far in excess of the 
cost of a coat of paint. 

Let us look at it in this way: Consider 
two communities in close proximity to each 
other. Tliey are equal in every respect, save 
that in one community v. the buildings are^iall 
painted, while in the other they are- *-n6t. 
Farms in the former instance will invariably 
command more money. Prospective buyet;s 
cannot but be attracted to such,a section. The 
business man knows the'^:Value Of 'attrac'tiye 
surroundings. " 

There are several brands of ready-mixed 
paints on the market which are satisfactory. 
These should be used by those iwhpiihaye- had 
no experience in mixing paints. 'TOose-'^'w^ 
plan to mix their own paints should heed' the, 
following suggestions: Avoid cheap oil.^ :.<Use ." 
good pale-boiled oil even if . it costs a few;ceiits 
a gallon more. If raw oil is us,e^j''dfyw tatist 
be added. ^ 

When we have decided to paint, the ques- 
tion arises, "How^ shall we apply it?" The or- 
dinary method of hand application is familiar 
to all. In recent years, the spray putnp has 
been recommendetl as a; cheap and efficient, 
means of painting outbiiildings. ' It proves 
quite satisfactory. The spray covers the sur- 
face well, though .somewhat unevenly, and it 
is necessary to brush it if a good job is desired. 
This brushing is easily accomplished by means 
of an ordinary whitewash brush to the side of 
which a long handle has been attached. 

The advantages of the pump as a means of 
paintinjp[. are that the paint is applied .quickly 
and cheaply. This practice has itis disadvan- 
tages in that fully one-half more paint is ne- 
cessary and one does not get the fine gloss pos- 
sible when the paint is applied by hand and - 
well rubbed in. 

Where a pump is to be used for applying 
the paint, the cheap, cold water paints are 
probably preferable on account of waste. For 
purposes of whitewashing,' the pump 'is 'alv^ays 
ahead of the brush.' ' . 

Wh?n selecting a colof.it is well to remem- 
ber that red Avilr look -w^i longer than .any 
other shade. A coat of paii^, every •.e.ight.^pr 
ten years will keep the biiiliiings looking !>veH.

A bulletin has been issiied- as .t{p/;23 
by the Association of American Portland' Gie- 
ment Manufacturers of Philadelphia, Pa., 
wdiich fully describes the uses of concrete 
tanks and gives full details for their construc- 
tion.

The poultry house should he frequently 
cleaned. The dropping briard.^ should be san- 
itary and the hay or straw used to line the 
nests should be frequently changcTd. 
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The accompanying- map sliows tlic location 
of the proposed Provincial Park at Buttles 
Lake, A'ancouver Island. As will be seen, it is 
a right-angled triangle, having the line of the 
Escfuimalt" & Xanaimo Railway grant as its 
hypotheneuse. The l)ase of the triangle is 
about 24 miles long, and it begins at the 100- 
mile post on the line of the E. & N. grant. This 
post is 100 miles from Miiir Creek, on the 
Strait of Jnaii dc Fuca. The base line extends 
due west, and the perpendicular, which i.s about 
28 miles long, joins the hypotheneuse at Crown 
Mountain. The contained area is therefore 
about 430 acres, a large part of it consisting 
of high moimtains and a very considerable area 
being taken up by Buttles Lake and smaller 
bodies of water. 

Buttles Lake is about 20 miles long and 
does not much c.>cceed a mile in width at any 
place. As will be seen from the map, it lies 
nearly north and south. It is the source of the 



the mountains (cast hraucli of Hear River) 
rising from our camp, accompanied by Tomo 
and two Indians. At about 4,000 feet we came 
to snow, this continued in various deiJths until 
wc arrived at the sunmiit, an altitude of over 
6,000 feet above the level of the sea. It took 
lis si.\' hoiirs and a half to^^asccnd. We had 
fair travelling- but very sleep. Wc travelled 
over about a juile of snow. The snow lies in 
very largu) fields — ^^miles in length— and in 
places about 100 feet deep. From tiie siunmit 
i got a goijcl view in the direction of Coniox ; 
and in what 1. should judge to be the centre of 
the Island 1 saw a very lagc ijody of \vater. I 
should suppose, 20 miles long. It is either a 
chain of lakes, or else one large lake with is- 
lands in it. I took its bearings and forward a 
rough sketch. This is the only view I could 
obtain on accoimt of the enormous high moun- 
tains rising on all sides. 1 saw several large 
glaciers in the deep gulches below me. There

Campbell River, which has its outlet on the 
east coast of the Island just north of the E. & 
N. tract. The Campbell is the largest river on 
the Island, being about 80 miles long from the 
source of tjie most southerly feeder of Buttles 
Lake. There arc falls near the mouth of the 
river, which impede the passage of salmon. If 
a fish ladder were provided, Buttles Lake and 
the other lakes and the many streams in the 
Campbell River system would be the finest 
spawning grounds on the Coast. 

The height of the mountains is known only 
approximately, although some of them have 
been tested with an aneroid barometer. It is 
thought that some peaks to the west of Buttles 
Lake reach an altitude of 8.000 feet, and that 
the peaks of the Albert Edward Range, of 
which we ])re.sent two pictures, reach altitudes 
varying from 6,000 to 7,000 feet. The views 
of Albert Edward Range were taken from 
Mount Washington, which is shown on the 
map eastward of the Park. The height of this 
summit is 5,410 feet, and, as will be seen, it 
was clear of snow when the photograph was 
taken in August, ^vhcreas the peaks of the 
Albert lidward Range were snow-clad. This 
indicates that the latter are very considerably 
higher than the former. 

We reproduce from the Colonist Mr. But- 
tlc's report to the government of his observa- 
tion of the lake which bears his name. 
also give a very graphic description of a trip 
to the lake made by Rev. W. \V. Bolton. Mr. 
Holtou went in from .Muchalat .'\rm, on the 
west Coast of the Island, and took a course 
nearly due east until he reached the lake. He 
then went down to the foot of the lake and de- 
scended Campbell River for some distance, 
when he retraced his route to the lake, which 
he explored, and then visited the Central 
Crags, as he named them, which lie to the 
south of the lake. Thence he went to Great 
Central Lake and out to civilization at Al- 
l)crni. 

Al present Buttles I^akc is not casilv 
reached; but the best route is probably from 
.Alberni. The road to Great Central Lake is a 
good one, and with a boat the head of that 
body of water can he reached. From this 
point to Buttles Lake the distance is about 14 
miles. We do not think ihevc is any trail con- 
necting llic two lakes. Mr. Ik)lton's descrip- 
tion of his cour5c from Muchalat Arm does not 
encourage the belief th.nt he selected a verv 
easy route. The Campbell River route is not 
a difficult one. The i'raser River .Mills Coni- 
!)any is. constructing a logging road from a 
point on the west coast in the neighborhood of 
Comox, and it is possible that this line may 
afford a route to the Park.

A SUMMER TRIP THROUGH THE • 
PROVINCIAL PARK 

By W. W. Bolton 
Nootka Sound to Buttles Lake 

There were three of us. One (Jones) is 
dead; the other (Garvcr) has drifted where I 
know not ; I am left — the only witness of the 
story I am asked to relate. 

We had travelled hard for nine days, our 
feet were weary hut our hearts were strong, 
so merrily we still trudged un through the deep 
forest ; through raging streams and \ alleys of 
fern, over the mountains, over the sikjw ! 
Ahead lay our goal — "Buttles Lake" — and wc 
had conquered where men had said Ave would 
fail. 

At Nootka Sound, foty miles away, we had 
said farewell to the rest of our party, who, fore- 



Leaving Eriendly Cove (Xootka) we pad- 
dled up Muchalat .Arm, till a journey of eight 
miles brought us to the mouth of East River. 
Entering this stream we had to take to poleing 
the craft along till' four ■mile's up we cam'c to 
a stiff rapid, whi'cli, the' liidii^h refiised to nego- 
tiate, so here we left the water and took to the 
shore. 

The scenery of the arm and the river is ex- 
tremely wild and beautiful, the sides very sleep 
and almost wholly rock. Ducks were plentiful 
and deer stood on the benches of sand quite 
unconcerned as we passed by. .... ^ 

.\'o sooner liad wc landed than wc had to 
tackle a canon some four miles long and the 
going was hard, sometimes reduced to crawl- 
ing on hands and knees, but the river was 
coming from ihe right direction, and we were 
going to stick to it, come what may. Here, 
after breaking out of the main canon, wc came 
upon hemlock in abundance, with a few tir and 
cedar, but what made us cautious was the 
Devil's Club, of which there were acres, and 
running up to twice a man's height. To get 
mixed up in a fight with that sort of giant is 
always to come out with the worst of it. Wc 
were mounting up steadily till working lound 
a bend wc came to a fine waterfall of some 
400 feet; this meant that we must reach the 
top by an almost precipitous ascent, not so 
eas\- a matter with a jiack to tlirow you off 
your equilibrium. W'e were now u\) 4,000 feet, 
and found Alaska cedar; but the trees com- 
menced to look stunted and as if they had 
weathered many a tempest. Still following the 
water, we came to a beautiful lake a good half 
mile long b}- a quarter broad, nestled ]3eaccful- 
ly that day amongst the hills; then upward 
again, and another lake apjieared, longer and 
broader than the first une, with a magnificent 
rock dam holding the waters back, allowing 
in the summer season only a moderate outflow. 
But wc could well imagine what that rush of 
waters would be in the full season of rain. Wc 
were by now very close to the snow line, and 
looking ahead we saw a towering mountain, 
split into two peaks with what we judged to 
be a level space between. The main river that 
fed the lake here flowed in from the north, so 
we decided to tackle the climb straight ahead. 
Clinging to rocks and roots and brush, using 
the snow beds, skirting forbidding juts and 
straining every muscle, we rea_Q|i|.d at last the 
level land to find ^ourselves in a wonderful 
amphitheatre of granite rock, ' the shelving 
sides carrying acres of siiow and in the bottom 
of the huge circle 'ii sheet of water solidly , 
frozen for some inches, but having one way 
out, and that on the north, b}- a waterfall far 
surpassing for height anything of the kind 
elsewhere on the Island. We had wisely not 
clung to the river, for the chasm down which 
that waterfall leaped to it was narrow and ter- 
ribly steep. Here we stood at the river's su- 
preme source, and were as specks in the 
mighty circle. Standing on its edge, we count- 
ed seven rugged, towering peaks, sentinels 
along the ocean shore, to the north three others 
kec])ing watch over Gold river and vicing with 
Conuma Peak and Tahsis mountain for height 
and comeliness. We had been three days out 
.and were up by aneroid 5,500 feet. AVe slept 
that night in the great amphitheatre with the 
snow for a bed, and hoped to have earned a 
right now to a little down grade. 

liy 5 a.m. we were astir and crossed the 
circular basin to behold a glorious lanrlscape. 
r%verywhere was snow. It \vas as if it were 
a winter's morn with the sun shining brightly 
in the clearest and bluest of skies. Below us 
we could i^ee two lakes, whose waters we could 
follow till they joined to form Mosquito river, 
which ran north for many miles; then we could 
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seeing the danger of so large a band attcmjjting 
to force its way through the Unknown, had 
w iscly decided to go round-to Albcrni b}' water 
and meet us at. the head of Great Central Lake. 
Then, with packs on our backs,-and.ntle:.and ; 
axe in hand, we plunged into the Tslafidvpnce 
again, where no Indian would come despite- 
lavish inducements of pay, and from whence 
they assured us tiie Great Spirit would never 
permit us to return. Eor the Coast Indian is 
deadly afraid of the interior. He will venture 
but a few miles in afthe furthest, and ever 
has his canop hand^ in case of n9?d, 



see it turning to the east, where the foot of 
Buttles lake was sup])osed by us to lie. But 
the lake itself we could not see. Crown moun- 
tain was not to be seen from our air}' perch, 
for a mighty range betw,eeu shut the-furthcr 
district out. Everyw,here' ' we looked Were 
s.noWjCapped mountainsj-'and; a^^'^y <^f' to the 
southeast we could see 'ithose "Central Crags" 
which we were in due course to tackle, and 
beyond which lay "Great Central" and our 
try.'^ing place. 

Down the snow we went, and were not 
gvcr-carcful as to the order of our going. Ar- 



riving at the sixit where the waters of the two 
lakes meet we fomid a most picturesque sheet 
of water, which possessed no outlet. Puzzled 
at this, we still kept on our way down-grade, 
and half a mile's traveling brought us to where 
the river came oozing tip in half a dozen spots. 
Despite out efforts to keep on the valley's side 
rather than its bottom, avc were forced into the 
latter, for the sides were rock, and numerous 
waterfalls came pouring down, adding their 
quota to the river. The rocky sides ending, we. 
saw that snowslides had cleared away hun- 
dreds of acres of timber, leaving alder bush to 
fill its place. Along this stream we found 
much marble, and birds flew hither and thither, 
very small but of a brilliant golden plumage. 
Our going was slow ; there were short rests 
and long hauls, ascending and then descend- 
ing, often wading in llie river as the easiest 
])ath of all, sometimes felling trees by which 
to reach a better line of advance, only ceasing 



trees, wc soon had them in the water, and held 
them together by two cross-pieces dovetailed 
in. Putting our pack.s thereon, we pushed the 
flimsy thing- out into the deep and leaped on, 
sinking at once above our ankles, for we were 
all three long and'well limbered fellows. For. 
poles or Oars We had young trees, and tHtis we 
made our way over Buttles Lake. There was 
plenty of excitement, especially when the Wirid 
sprung up, as it^ docs on these lakes, without 
any warning. Our first object was the foot 
of the lake, where Campbell river pours out. 
Towards that foot a sharp promontory juts 
out into the water, which causes the outlet 
to take the shape of a funnel. Despite the'sea 
our craft reached port. The days that fol- 
lowed were days of exciteiiient, as we made 
our wa)' down the river to nieet our su])plies, 
but they, being outside of the Provincial Park, 
are no real part of this stoiy. Back we ar- 
rived at the lake and took in all that was to 
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when the sun was nigh to setting and camp 
must be. made for the_n)ght. r 
At la.st we broke av^ay from thc river when 
we saw it winding round a mountain's base, 
and made up our minds to climb that height, 
see what could be seen from its summit, and 
th.cn meet the river on the farther side. It was 
slippery work, for the ground was very dry and 
the. moss tore away from the rocks. Wc liter- 
ally hauled ourselv.es up hand over hand, cling- 
ing to brush and any jutting rock or stone. 
But the summit rewarded us. Again the end- 
less mountains, but now Crown mountain was 
in view, and over to the cast wc could see peep- 
ing through the heavy timber a tiny piece of 
water, a part of Buttles Lake. If it was dif- 
ficult to get up, it was still more difficult to 
get down. A slip meant a drop at any time 
big enough and far enough to knock one's life 
out, and even a broken leg meant death. So 
root by root and rock by rock we lowered our- 
sch'cs down, each n-ian choosing his own path, 
but the bottom of that mountain seemed as if 
it would ncA-er come, and as night w-as coming 
on, we camped in a tin}- space by the side of a 
torreut, and left the reaching of the lf\ke for 
the morrow. By noon that day we were there. 
Breaking through the trees and undergrowth 
to meet once again our companion of days, 
"Mosquito River," we pushed on to Avhere, af- 
ter passii-ig through a deep canyon, it pours it- 
self quietly at last into tlie waters of Buttles 
Lake. There lay the lake, still as glass, and as 
if to welcome us there rang out the laugh of 
the loon, a laugh so human, that hail we not 
become familiar with it by experience of every 
large lake we had come to from the north of 
the Island to our present one, we should have 
taken it that some merry band of campers were 
close by. "We had struck the lake some three 
miles fi-on-i its foot, at one of the few spots of 
level land with fairlv open timber that it pos- 
sesses, but evidently' all under water when 
waters of ri\^er and lake arc high. On our side 
of the lalce there were no n-ieaiis of progress by 
the shore, for there was uo shore after leaving 
our green sward. Mountains of rock run down 
sheer into the water. So wc rested whilst we 
cogitated what had best be done. This was the 
ninth day from Nootka. We had covered a 
little over .^o miles, practically fighting the 
whole distance, but never a scratch on lis, arid 
in condition "hard as nails." '

And as wc rested wc gazed. AA'ith the 
restless spirit of the vo3'agcr wc had no sooner 
reached one goal than -Nve looked ahead for the 
next. We were to spend a' -week Va^^ 
lake and its environs^' bUt^ still; we,H^^ 
cd to have a goOd loojratlliat riex't gbaL^^^ 
it lay. there was no "mistaking it, across the 
lake tlown at its southern end towered those 
majestic heights, leaving c\-en Crown moun- 
tain in the shade, glcro-ning with snow an(l 
touched with blocks of an emerald hue, frown- 
ing down upon us as much as to say, "'^Ve are,, 
■here, all ready for you ; tackle us if yo'u 'idare !''- 
We would, ail in good time, but the lake was 
to be our home for a time. But how to navi- 
gate its waters! There Avas but one solution, 
that which wc had used on other lakes up 
north — a raft. After a rest wc went at once 
to work with our axes, Wc had iicithcr rope 
nor nails, but selecting half a dozen fair-sized 



b'e seen brfore < starting for those frowning 
heights. . ■ ' , ' . ... . , r 

I should judge 'Buttles Lake to be less ^ii 
length than Great Central, which to my 
mind is the longest of all the Isl- 
and lakes. It is probably 25 miles 
long and keeps a straight course till near 
the head and the foot, wdien it bends slightly 
from its general lay of north and south. It's 
trout arc numerous and excellent, as we soon 
found out. Its scenic beauty is of a very high 
order. Although the mountains in general 
round about it do not carry heavy timber,, 
save towards its foot, the bared rock is pic- 
turesque, being of a deep reddish color. On 
cither siile there are valleys every few miles, 
each with its n-iodcrate stream. Lying out on 
its waters we seemed to be in the hollow of 
some might}- hand, only one way out of it and 
that towards the east, and all around the 
fingers running up into giant peaks with the 
tallest. and most formidable at the head. This 
as a background, with lower ranges all around 
between us and them. There are no islands in 
it, save three sii-iall rocks, the largest of which 
is not fifty yards long. As to -width, it varies 
greatly, but I should judge that it is undergone 
mile at its broadest part. 

And as, after om- week's dwelling in the 
very heart itself of the Provincial Park, we 
made our way toward the head, from which a 
view is. given looking down the lake that would 
entrance any artistic mind, we could not help 
regretting that we had to leave it. 

1 had now seen everything- in the Island 
that was worth seeing, from Alberni to Vic- 
toria in the south ; from liuttlcs Lake to Cape 
Con-imerell in the north ; there remained but 
those great crags to he covered between But- 
tles Lake and Alberni, and I had joined the 
link; and the very last was the best of all. 

VVith a long look down the lake, we faced 
ahead. Though it was now August, we could 
see nothing green up there;\.:AiJ>eautifiil white 
mantel, gleaming and •^shiiiingiVM 
crags frpin summit to well nigh .base/. and' as 
we-dfeiv near wc could hear the 'veritabr(»'iio6m 
of cannons as huge masses of snow, becoming 
detached, slid, then rushed, then took a mighty 
jump, to be swallowed up in the great valleys 
beneath. Tl losc patches of green that we had 
noted, "wc could now sec were glaciers. "Moun- 
tains," in the ordinary use of the word, that 
group cannot be called. They run up into ihe 
sky in every iinaginable form. They '"are' 
broken at the top, each one -with a differertt 
contom-. The only word that ',ve cotdd thinlc? 
of as giving a correct description was "cragSt".v 
and they crown with a cluster of glory the 
central point of the Island. 



"Central Crags" 
AV'c strapped on our packs and began the 
ascent. .'\ river faced us, and we had to decide 
wdiether we would follow up its valley or climb 
at once to the top of the ridge, paralleling the 
stream till some other guide turned up, Wc 
chose the latter, and we did -well, for a further 
day's work brough!: us to where that river 
started. Mad we followed up the valley we 
should have been trapped, for a glacier blocked 
the way ahead and i)recipiccs hemmed in the 
water on either side. For the. first day's go- 
ing the timber was open and* the moss held 
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well, but it was up all tlie time. Then wc 
j'v struck a dry watercourse, up which we clam- 
' ■ ; bered a full thousand feet, noticing an abund- 
^^_nce of grey marble cropping out, and quanli- 
"'ities of a small, white diamond-shaped flower. 

Just before- sunset on the second .day we 
' gained the top of tfie lower ridge, 4,500 feet. 
Nothing but snow and a. few stunted trees. 
But we could see now how to reach those 
crags. They stood before us in a crescent like 
a quarter moon, and tlie cliicf amongst them 
rose a pyramid into the sky. Our ridge took 
a turn south and ran straight up amongst them. 
Glaciers were on every side and streams tear- 
ing down and off to disappear round some far 
off point. Every crevice was full of snow; 
witii here and there immense fissures. If those 
lay across our path we should be nonplussed. 

. After a night's shelter under a balsam tree 
.we. made straight for the Central Peak, and 



Avaters of the Gulf, and back again of this the 
towering mountains " of the Coast Range; to 
the north. Buttles Lake plainly visible, lying 
nestled among the liilis, and the everlasting, 
ranges piled up as far as the eye can see; then 
to. the soqth, Alberni. Ganal; winding jts sin 
ous wdy up fronfi Barkley Sound, With- Great 
Central Lake lying seemingly at one's feet; on 
every side streams pouring odwn, and deep 
forests of fir crowding every val!tj[^ — the range 
of vision, if placed in square miles, must be 
prodigious, and cover practically the larger 
part of the Island. 

Back to where we had made our morning 
start we slowly went, and as if nature would 
show us that sire forgave, the white man's dar- 
ing,, as wc sat at luncii in tliose hitherto for- 
bidden hciglits. round the spur of the crag 
came a deer, then another, yet another, till 
seven of them walked in stately single file 



stant battle with underbmsh we kept at till 
near the setting of the' sun. We were going 
to sleep at Great Central Lake come what may. 
Not a sountl escaped us; but the I^reakiiig of 
twigs and the. slashing, of Devil's Club kept. 
iiierrUy; bn jdll sudde^lj[^|^^jye_ lizard .a ^l^ppn's 
laugli, aird "pusKirig '6\tr way "through the'-iasli' 
remaining brush, wc came out to the lake, 
striking it squarely at the head and almost fall- 
ing on the top of our friends, who had been 
waiting there for many days. 

We calculated it was 15 niiles between the 
lakes,, but a full 20 miles as we had had. to 
make it. We had crossed from Nootka Sound 
to Great Central Lake, and had tramped, clear 
through the heart of the Island, unconsciouisly 
through that jioi-tion which a -wise and far-see- 
ing government was in future years to set aside 
for all generations to come as the parkland and 
the pleasure ground of the province.

The tired city man cannot afford to ex- 
haust his strength by long journeys and por- 




were right beneath it by midday, when a most 
unwelcome visitor appeared. A fog came roll- 
ing up, and in a few minutes we were shut in 
as completely as if in prison walls. 

We could not see a dozen yards ahead, and 
to advance where we did not know the ground 
was madness. So we made the best of it, hol- 
lowing out a camp in the snow waited for the 
morrow. But what a night was that ! There 
up thousands of feet on the top of the centre 
of the Island, darkness and fog all round, all 
still as death, until ever and again there would 
be a mighty roar and crash as an avalanche 
went tearing down, to the \-allc}-s beneath. But 
tired men do not worry. All the next day wc 
were prisoners and could not move from our 
vantage ground, Our only hope was a north 
wind, which came as narkness set in again; 
and the next morning the sky was clear. Start- 
ing out early wc had a stiff climb and the 
most difficult of the wdiole trip. But we were 
going to reach the top of thai beautiful crag, 
the king of them all, and at last on its sinnmil 
we .'tood. And what a view! I cannot attcmjjt 
to at all adequately describe i.t Of all the 
magnificent bird's-eye views I have had from 
the mountain tops of the Island, this was the 
peerless one. Given a summit 7,500 feet up, a 
cloudless sky and X'ancouvcr Island beneath 
you, what indeed should not be seen! Stand- 
ing on the bared head of the "<ing, with snow 
of illimitable depth all round nic, I sav,' glaciers 
gleaming on every side; away to the west the 
waters of the Pacific lying like a sea of glass, 
vStcamc,rs' ploughing their ,grace{iil,,\yay . along;, 
awa}' to the cast a inass df hiotiritstiiis of lesser . 
height in exquisitely utter lack of symmetry., 
till a tiny glittering line of silver told of the' 



straight towards us. They drew up in .solid 
front not fifty paces off, looked long and hard, 
then in solemn fashion turned and disappeared 
slowly whence they came. And. they were' not 
our only visitors, for a covey of ptarmigan, 
white as the snow itself, flew towards us from 
an opposite height. They also had no fear and 
strutted about us unconcernedly. 

Then be.gim the last leg of the journey. It 
had taken us two daA-s to get up; one day had 
been lost by fog; in the afternoon of the fourth 
day wc started down, and on the evening of the 
fifth day we met«our friends. 

r.ut that descent was no mere trifle. Tlie 
lake was some 10 miles off and there, looked to 
be a good many ups and downs between it and 
ourselves. At a great distance below \ve could 
see a lake of ice, and below that, a small sheet 
of open water. It took some hours to reach the 
first, and at last the only way left us was by 
a half-mile snowslide held tightly on both sides 
by steep rocks. Wc made the slowest time 011 
record working our way down it, though sev- 
eral tinie.<5 it was all we coiild dp staving•^of f a 
meteoric slide. Wc crossed the ice, then 
dropped again to the second basin of water. 
This drained off too much lo the east, so wc 
climbed up the fiunhcr side and found a spc- 
ciall\" sleep gulch, in the l.iottoin of which there 
was the nlost intense green covering, clear of 
heavy trees and fern. Down to it we went, this 
time hand over hand, and turned in for the 
night in a. Igvcly ,glen,' on:■real^g,rass,.'with- a 
rivulet ruri'nhig almost at our feet,'

when compared with what was obtained by 
the instrument at the . Yerkes Observatory. 
Seen by the naked eye, this great nebula ap- 
pears only as an' indistinct hazy spot among 
the stars. The greatest visual telescope . in 
existence fails Utterly to reveal the amazing 
s|)iral slriicturc so brilliantly shown in the 
photograph. 

Judging from the residls obtained with the 
two-foot instrument, I'rof. Ritchey estimates 
that an ei.eht-foot reUcctor, if used in a cli- 
mate \vhere there are suitable atmosi>heric 
conditions, woidd photograph stars which arc 
lifty limes fainter than the faintest s.tars which 
can be . seen .with tljc. largest modern refrac- 
tors. :"This means,"; sa^5' Prof. Ritchey, • "that 
such a reflector wduld''enable ;us .to penetrate 
sc\'en times farther into si)ace tliai'i paii no-\v 
he done with the greatest visual' telescopes, 
and therefore that such an instrument would 
reveal to us a universe seven times seven — 
more than three hundred — times greater than 
the universe which is revealed by the most 
powerful modern refractors. ... I know 
of no opportunit}- which has ever been prc- 
.sented in the entire liislorj' of astronomy 
greater :tljian that wj[i icli ,now'; ayvaits.- us ' in the 
coiistru'etibn' of ' a largc 'modefii reflector and 
its use in astronomical photography." 

It is estimated that the cost of such an 
instru.ment .as Prof. Ritchey advbcates — that 
is,, one t'df eight-foot aperture, and embodying

THE ELEPHANT IS ONE OF" THE 
WISEST OF ANIMALS 

The elephant is unique among the beasts 
of great bulk in the fact that his growth in size 
has been accompanied by growth in brain pow- 
er. With other beasts growth in bulk of body 
has not been accompanied by similar growth of 
mind. Indeed sometimes there seems to have 
been mental retrogression. The rhinoceros, in 
severjU different forms, is found in the same 
regions as the„eleph9int, and in one of its foi-ms 
it is in point of size second only to the ele- 
phant among terrestrial animals. Seemingly 
the ancestors of the two creatures, in that peri- 



od, separated from us by uncounted hundreds 
of thousands of years, which we may conveni- 
ently designate as late miocene or early plio- 
cene, were substantially equal in brain- deyelop-:' 
ment. . But in one case increase in bulk seems 
to have inducedfletliargy and atrophy of brain 
power, while ifi'itlve'other case brain and body 
have both grown. At any rate the elephant is 
now one of the wisest,' and the rhinoceros one 
of the stupidest of big mammals. In conse- 
quence the elephant outlasts- ,th&-rhino»>.alj, 
though he is the largest, carries infinitely more 
valuable spoils, and is far more eagerly and. 
jiersistc.ntly hunted.. Both animals wandered 
freely .over .the open cdiintry of East Africa 
thirty years, ago.- But ''the elephant learns by 
experience infinitely more readily .than the 
rhinoceros. The former no longer lies hi the 
open plains, and now even crosses them if pos- 
sible at night. But those rhinpce^pses^wh^i:h 
formerly d\velt in the plains for' the'- most' part 
continue to dwell there until killed out. Not 
the most foolish' elephant would under similar 
conditions behave as the rhinos that we studied 
and hunted by Wilimakiu and in the Satik be- 
haved. No elephant, in regions which have 
been hunted, would habitually spend its days 
lying or standing in the open plain; nor would 
it, in such places^ repeatedly, and in fact tlni- 
fdfmly, permit men to 'walk boldly up. to it 
without heeding them until in its immediate, 
neighborhood. — From "African Game Trails," 
by Theodore Roosevelt, in June Scribnei". --.5.

STERILIZATION BY LIGHT 

Milk is now being stc,rilized in Paris by sub- 
mitting it to the action of ultra-violet rays, 

thus avoiding the use of heat or treatment by' 
the chemical antiseptic substances. It has 
long been .known that li.ght without heat can 
destroy micro-organisms, and in 1893 it was 
proved that from the ultra-violet part of the 
spectrum there proceeded rays that had a bac- 
tericidal effect. It was further shown that 
glass stopped these rays, which, however, 
passed easily through quart?.: „, 
• It has taken oyer. se'vea'years to turn'.this 
knowledge to general-use ; but now in Paris an 
apparatus has been madc by which ultra-viole't 
rays, through quartz, sterilize 132 gallons-'of 
water an hour. . ' v : " ■ 

After much trouble the sterilizing of milk 
has been successfully accomplished, although 
its opaqueness was at first a difficulty.— I.<on-

To the tired, soda-besotted 
crowd on the Fluntingtou avenue viaduct, 
waiting since three o'clock in the morning, 
arrives the "flying section," first train of three 
about noon. Their cargoes arc tents, poles 
arid horses ; and, perched on top, with less ap- 
parent' design than the smallest stick of wood 
in the stable wagon, swarms 6f men, out at 
seat and toe, wearing khaki shirts and slouch 
hats,, smoking, chewing and occasionally in- 
dulging in unmiuisterial English : "It's a 
wild, bloody life," says one of them. "Yuh 
get no rest at all. And in them bunks, if you've 
got any money or vallybles, you've got to tic 
it around your neck or arm or leg, and then 
maybe it's switched before mornin'. The pay 
ain't nothiii'. Twenty bucks a month. You get 
good chewings, that's the best thing about 
it." And after this the gazers go home, fixed 
in the belief that circus life in every depart- 
ment is wild and blood}-, and ]Mcscnts no at- 
tractions but twenty bucks a month and .l;oo(1 
"chewings," Whcrca;^, the aristocrats of the 
profession are yet beauty-napping in their 
Pullman coaches, in the town where they 
stood the nig'ht before. 

The Personal Side of a Circus 
The sccnnrl npinion is tmlikc in import t,) 
this, but like it in falsity. ]l is held uniformly 
by the youthful, and sometimes by the oUler- 
• ly, who are so well cared for in rescr\ cd grand- 
stand seats that they never join the early 
mob to view the show in undres.s. The tents 
are qp, the electric lights flashing, the band 
clashing, and the "grand entrance" stamping 
at the door when they spread their pro- 
grammes and focus their opera glasses. Hence 
in their recollections the circu.s is an aggre- 
gation of half-human, half-spider (or half 
angel) creatures, in tights, spangles and mot- 
ley. But, in truth, the bareback riders are men, 
and the sons of men"; who, l)cliind the scenes, 
and amongst the initiate, make no bones of 
confessing to all the commonplaces of mor- 
tality. 

In fact only habits of conduct far removed 
from "wildness and bloodiness" on the one 
hand, and from spangled spirituality ori the 
other, could pass safely under the stif? regimen 
of circus management. All is order in the 
big top, and in all the tents adjacent thereto. 
For at the stage entrance stands an erect sol- 
dierly man, uniformed in yellow for the after- 
noon performance, in white for the evening; 
and he carries a litde whip which is never 
used, but an eye which never rests. No star 
of whatever degree is permitted in the three- 
ring tent until the instant when the red flap 
is raised and the signal sounds for his stunt 
to come on. And then, if he. creeps tardily 
forth, in poor fettle and make-up, he is dock- 
ed at the estimate of the manager. And for 
drunkenness or misconduct, interfering with a 
performance or not, your poor, sad-mouthed, 
goose.-footcd clown is liable to instant dis- 
charge, or a fine from .^^^ to ?2o. 

How the "Artistes" Got Their Start 

Wherefore, from the stage entrance, order 
extends into the daily life (jf this strange stage 
folk. That you find them posscssin.g; ]n-oper- 
ties of their own, and assigned places in the 
dressing tents, is ail on the ticket. IJut even 
to the imaginative it is something of a con- 
version to meet the stars in company with 
their families and friends, to learn their anx- 
iety to geton,«to he heard from, to get a raise, 
to lay up enough money to marry on, or to 
break away over Sunday in order to visit one's 
girl in a near-by city. The indistinct person- 
age, for example, wlio lays aside his own 
character to carry the head end of tiic bull 
in the .Spanish bull fi.ght, and who, aftv the 
fatal blow of Toreador, still walks out under 
the head and fore quarters with amazing 
equilibrium, confesses as follows: "I feci like 
a stick today. Didn't sleep hardly any last 
night or the night before, stopped off in Wor- 
cester. My girl lives there. I wish we'd stand 
in Boston all summer. But as it is we don't 
get far away and I can go back "there every 
Aveek for a month." 

But who is Desperado, what is he that all 
the boys commend him? A muscular athlete, 
he appears after the last .standing barcliack 
race, springs up a swinging ladder, and lial- 
anccs on a little platform at the topmost peak 
of the tent. The crowds are tuinlding from 
their seals to surge into the menagerie, and 
the climber, inconsjjicuous after the gasping 
exciitement of the race, is mistaken for a mere 
trapeze man, or perhajjs a workman. But not 
so. Tl]is is display No. 19. "And here's the 
ciiniax of the show. The culminating and 
amazing acme of transcendent and terrific 
thrilldom. The original and (nily Desperado." 
He is seen carefully setting his feet; he wrig- 
gles and gesticulates ; and after due suspense 
lie dives, headlong to the ground, alighting on 
his. chest on an inclined platform. 

A Quiet German Daredevil 
Ernest Desperado, shorn of his costume 
and stunt, is a German, twenty-eight years 
old, born in Koenigsburg, Prussia, who wears 
a derby, speaks broken ringlish, and im])orts 
his cigarettes. He has lived in circuses since 
his tenth year, as tumbler,, acrobat and tra- 
peze artist. But thisjjis^.W third year in Ameri- 
ca, and with Barhumi He is married since six 
months to Ma.rtha Desperado of Hamburg, 
tvventy-twb years old, whom he knew as a 
gitl. And slie revolves with only slightly less 
jeopardy on the flying trapeze near the place 



of her husband's "exclusive novelty." Desper- 
ado caught the suggestion for his act from the 
familiar loop-the-loop act. His leap in Madi- 
son square is eighty "feet, and preferable at 
that, for in a tent the wind puts his judgment 
at fault, and the rain dampens his slide, mul- 
tiplyijig the chances of injury. He is a square- 
headed, rather pleasant-looking person, not at 
all bloodthirsty. Yet he takes considerable 
professional pride in the fact that in an attempt 
to crib his act before he could put it on (dur- 
ing six weeks of secret practice), a man was 
killed in Paris and one jn Berlin. He believes, 
however, that these mishaps are to thank for 
his still remaining the "original and only." 

The Modest Master of Elephants 

In the central ring, one of the most thrill- 
ing acts is that of the elephant master, a slim 
figure in blue uniform and helmet; he drills 
his "latest and most wonderful herd of per- 
fornn'ng elephants" in "displays of scarcely 
believeablc animal intelligence." They ]day 
u|)on horns, lift him in their truid<s, and build 
a pyramid of incalculable tons' weight abo\'e 
his prostrate body. This is Harry J. Mooney. 
After the act he retires to" the animal tent. In 
plain civilian's clothes, with a derby hung low 
over his eyes, he sits on the tongue of the 
giraflfe wagon all unknown and unnoticed, 
while the crowds that an hour before paid 
e(|ual ap|dause to him and his pets, now wax 
familiar with the latter, filling — or rather, 
tickling — their mouths with peanuts. This nuui 
is an luiglish sul)ject, Australian by birth. His 
IM'ofessional career covers only eighteen 
years, the first half of his life having been' 
spent as a plasterer. He does not remember 
how or why he switched to the more roman- 
tic business — since his family were and al- 
ways had been tradesmen and stay-at-homes 



— except that he discovered a knack for it, and 
coveted the compensation and the fame. He is 
not afraid of being hurt, because his "Babe," 
(a "great girl," mother of the first elephant 
born in America) and all her "partners are so 
mortally afraid of hurting him. .If one feels 
its foot descending on him, it eases oflE the 
weight, and the result is less disastrous thati 
that from a man's footfall. He treats his co- 
lossal children like hiirhan babies in a kinder- 
garten — ^with the same mixture of leading 
kindness, suggestion and force. Mr. Mooney 
would not exchange his profession for any 
other, for although the hours are long and 
hard, the openness and exhilaration of the 
life has no counterpart outside the circus. His 
wife, not being a show woman and inured 
to the hardship of the road, lives at Bridge- 
port, Conn., lIic winter quarters. 

A Tight-Rope Dancer's Linf;age 
Later on, this centre ring is honored by a 
feat of a different kind. A smallish woman, in 
skirts that fiutter and sparkle, mounts a slack 
wire without pole, parasol, or other balancing 
aid, and swings and dances more composedly 
than the commoner woufd in a lawn chair. 
This is La Belle Victoria Cardona, Premier 
Alhambristra Mexicana, She was born in 
Mexico eighteen years ago. She is a real cir- 
cus princess, of a royal line. Her grandfather's 
great-grandfather owned a circus, and so have 
all the lineage between, even to her father. 
His show is now touring Alexico The man 
himself, however., prefers the i)crsonal pres- 
tige that comes of attachment to Barnum's 
so he "manages" his gifted daughter, and al.-^o 
his son, sixteen years old, v/ho docs a clever 
heel a- d toe act on the single trapeze. La 
Belle . Victoria rehear.«cd her aerial marvel 
five years under her father's eye, before she 



favored the public wuli it. She refused a year's 
oii'cr in St. Petersburg and London in order 
to see America; which country, however, she 
describes rather succinctly than vividly as 
'big ■' The reason of her'\agueness is patent. 
When asked what she did for recreation she' 
said she practised. For loye' affairs she had 
never Had any time. -In New York she saw' 
the Hippodrome, the Aquarium, and the Eden 
Musee. La Belle Victoria is a pretty blonde, 
with girlish actions that validate the state- 
ment of her age. She rides the second ele- 
phant in the grand entry. Evidence points to 
the suspicion tha£^ she is a victim. of . spear- 
mint. 

Performers Who Own Circuses of. Their Own 

Mr. Shipp, the equestrian manager afore- 
mentioned, has been in the circus work since 
1880, when he came out of school in Spring- 
field, ill. Pic started riding, but broke a leg, 
and has' been managing ever since, he owns a 
one-ring circus, with wdiich in winter seasons 
he travels along the Panama Canal route. Plis 
wife, one of the bareback riders, comes of a 
family famous in that art for three generations. 
Her father was Alexander Lewande, the 
"Barnum of Brazil," and a personal friend of 
the emperor, Dom Pedro. The couple while 
proud of their daily exhibition are especially 
inclined to boast of the time when in Mexico 
they showed without interruption through an 
epidemic of smallpox, laying off one day for 
their own illness. They have a fourte,en-ycar- 
old dau,ghter at home in Illinois. But unless 
heredity proves stronger than training, she is 
to be schooled according to the customs, and 
stay out of shows.

Continued from Page Three 
enthusiasm, and asks me to play your pieces. 
The other day he gave a large party (at which 
the leading poets in Vienna were present) 
solely to have them hear me play the 'Carni- 
val'; and in February he wants me to play 
your 'Toccata' and the 'Etudes Symphoni- 
qucs.' " 

For a time, indeed, W ieck was in a con- 
ciliatory mood. He was willing to let Robert 
marry Clara provided they promised not to 
make their home in Lcipsic, wdicre their hum- 
ble circumstances would contrast too much 
with the affluence of Mendelssohn and David. 
"One thing is certain," he wrote in his diary; 
"Clara must never live in poverty and seclu- 
sion, but must have an income of over 2000 
thalers a year." On this point Clara _agreed 
with her father. Site had prcviouslv written 
her lover that while she did not desire horses 
and diamonds, she did wish to feel that her 
wants would be provided for and that she need 
not give up her artistic career. 

She was able to siipi)ort herself, but on 
that point Scluunann had views of his own. 
The career of a loving wife and mother seem- 
ed to him above that of a concert giver; and 
as regards teaching, he once wrote to her: 
"That you give lessons is well, but when you 
come to be rny own you must not do that any 
more; it will then be my duty." 

Apparently, however, his income, in 1838, 
was only $750 a year (of which some $75 
came from the sale of his compositions). To 
this, she wrote to him, she could adii the same 
amount ($750). if they lived in Vicnna,_by 
giving an annual concert, and another similar 
sum l)y giving one lesson daily. 

Jn 'one respect Schumann did not share 
the opimons of his time regarding woman's 
sphere and powers. He did not discourage 
Clara's efforts to compose, but assisted her, 
the result being that she wrote some of the 
best songs ever penned by a woman, songs 
which, oddly, reflect Mendelssohn's spirit 
rather than Schumann's. In 1839, however, 
she wrote modestly: "There was a time wdien 
I thought I had talent for composing, but I 
have changed my mind. A woman ought not 
to want to compose; none has ever succeeded 
in it— should I be destined for it? To think 
that would be an exhibition of conceit to 
wdiich no one but my father formerly could 
have prompted mc." ■ 

Wieck had asked for a delay of two years 
and his daughter had consented ; so Robert 
fixed the marriage date for' Easter, 1840; but 
many things happened in the meantime. - 

The lovers found opportunity for maity 
more or less clandestine meetings, and when 
they could not see each other they sought so- . 
lace in art. "How love does make one appre- 
ciative of all that is beautiful!" wrote Clara; 
"music is now to me quite a different thing 
from what it used to be. . . . oh, hpw 
beautiful is music, how often my consolation 
when 1 feel like weeping!" , 

Wieck introduced other men of distinction 
to Clara in the hope that she might give up 
Robert; but in vain. "Strange!" she wrote, 
"but no other man pleases me, I am. dead to 
all; for one only dr) 1 live — for my Robert." 

When Wieck found that this method led 
to no results, his wralii increased. Clara saw 
him write "never will I give my consent" and 
doubly underscore the words ; whereupon she 
wrote to Robert : "What I had feared has hap- 
pened ; I must do it without his coiisent^,;with- , 
out the parental blessing. That '''is painful i 
But what would I not do for you ! Everything, 
everything!" 



"If that is the case," Robert answered, "if 
he will never consent, why wait two years — 
why not take% the law in our hands alid get 
married at once?" He had ^transf erred his 
home and his weekly paper, the Neue Zeit- 
schrift fur Music, to Vienna, becatjse Wieck 
had promised to consent to his marriage any- 
where except in Leipzig; but that, he found, 
had been a mere ruse, to gain time. Wieck be- 
came more and more agitated. lie threatened 
that if his daughter refused to give up Schu- 
mann he would disinherit her and begin a suit 
which would last four or five years. 

For a time Clara was intimidated. She 
wrote Robert that the marriage would have 
to be postponed imless he could bring legal 
proof that his income approximated ?i,5oo a 
year. He figured out what he got from several 
sources, and it barely exceeded .$1,000, wdiich, 
however, seemed to him quite sufficient for a 
loving couple. A second letter from Clara on 
tliis subject displeased him so that he destroy- 
ed it. However, peace was soon restored, and 
Robert now proceeded to write a, note to 
V/isck in which he "once more formally de- 
manded his daughter's hand. "We are in need 
of rest after these terrible struggles; you owe 
it to yourself, to Clara, and to me." 

Wieck now gave his consent, subject to six 
conditions regarding residence and Clara's 
property and inheritance, conditions which 
made it impossible to regard it as a real com- 
promise. "There is nothing left but to invoke 
the courts," Robert wrote to Clara. "The 
breach is beyond repair. . . . Yet de- 
pend on it, that friendly relations will again 
be established later on. He is, after all, the 
father of my dear, good, hearty Clara, and I 
promise ypu that when once we are united, I 
shall do all I can do to conciliate him." 

When Clara refused to accept her father's 
conditions, he became more furious than ever. 
He wrote her a letter which, as she informed 
her lover, was "so extremely insulting that I 
asked myself iti dismay if it could have been 
written by rny own father." He also refused 
to hand over to her the money she had earned 
at recitals, on the ground that she owed it to 
him ill payment for the thousand "lessons he 
had given her. 

His conduct for a time resembled that of a 
madman rather than a parent. Clara's chief 
rival was the popular pianist Kaniilla Pleyed, 
To her Wieck paid great homage, accompany- 
ing her to her concerts, turning her leaves, and 
indulging in other acts calculated to hurt his 
own daughter. When the court took up the 
pending suit, he talked .so vehemently that he 
had to be called to order. He accused Schu- 
mann of being a heavy drinker — a false charge 
which caused the lovers inexpressible agony. 

The mania for persecution reached its cli- 
max in an anonymous letter Wieck wrote to 
Clara, containing violent denunciations of 
Schumann. He expected her to get this letter 
just before her great recital in Berlin, which 
lie hoped it woulcl turn into failure by brin.gin.g 
her to the verge of nervous prostration, p'or- 
tnnately, the recital had to be postponed he- 
cause of a slight injury to her hand. 

The court to which Wieck had applied dis- 
missed, after, a year's delay, his charges as 
trivial and insufficient. As he did not appeal 
the case, there was no further impediment to 
the marriage, which was quietly celebrated on 
September 12, 1840. What vSchumann had 
called their "sui:)erhuman patience" was re- 
warded by a hajjpy union, botli conjugal and 
artistic. Without neglecting her domestic du- 
ties, siie continued to play, making the world 
acquainted with her husband's masterworks, 
which she still . inspir.ed, by her sympathy, as 
during their - days ' bf "courtship; Wieck was 
conciliated and happiness 'hovered ovei;^ the . 
household. 



SOME FAMOUS CONSERVATORIES 

'The name conservatory is derived from the 
Latin word, conservare, which means "to pre- 
serve," and was used to denote the idea ot 
preserving music from corruption. The idea 

of a school of music for this purpose eman- 
ated from Italy, the four most ancien^ being 
the four Neapolitan schools, Santa Maria di 
Lorcto, San Onofrio, De' Poveri di Gesu Cris- 
to, and Delia Pieta de' Turchini, which all 
sprang from the first school of music founded 
at Naples before 1/490 by Jean Tinctor. The 
conservatori of Venice arose out of the school 
founded by another Fleming, Willaert, at the' 
satpe date with that, of Naples and were also 
four in number. Probably the first music school 
of all, however, was that founded by Gregory 
the Great in Rome, duriiig the sixth century, 
in order to improve and maintain an adequate 
body of singers for St. Peter's. 

Coining to modern times, the Paris Con- 
servatory was founded as a free school of mu- 
sic by the Convention Nationalc, August 3, 
1705. Its first suggestion was due to a horn 
player named Rodolphc, and a plan which he 
submitted to the minister Amelot in 1775 was 
carried into effect in 1784. Another school 
was founded shortly after, and finally the two 
were merged into the present Conservatory, 
which has grown to be one of the foremost 
musical educational schools in the world. 

The Hochschule of Berlin was established 
in its present form in 1875, ^be reorgani- 
zation of the Royal Academy of Arts. Like 
the Paris Conservatory, it was formed by the 
amalgamation of two distinct bodies. It con- 
sists of two entirely separate parts, one de- 
voted to composition, and the other to instru- 
mental study. vSince 1872 the pupiLs of the 
Hochschule have given three or four public ^ 
concerts every year, and since 1876 operatic 
l)roductions have been added. 

The Leipsic Conservatory was founded by 
Mendelssohn, under whose direction it was 
opened April 3, 1843. It has played an ex- 
ceedingly important part in the musical his- 
tory of the last half of the 19th century, many 
of the world's greatest composers having 
been trained there. 



It is said upon one occasion while Franz 
Liszt was playing before the Emperor Nicho- 
las the Russian monarch Started to converse 
with another guest. Liszt stopped playing 
immediately. The emperor turned in sur- 
])rise and asked why the great pianist had 
ceased. Liszt with his ever-ready wit replied: 
"When his majesty speaks all, must be silent." 

]*"ew musicians have not confronted the 
insulting nuisance of the ill-bred individual 
wdio ])crsists in talking as soon as the first 
sounds of a musical composition are heard. 
When playing in the home of friends, '"the 
musician is placed in a very awkward posi- 
tion. He must either endure the affront or 
undergo the humiliation of stopping and be- 
ing accused of boorislincss. To phay effec-. 
tivcly without the attention of those to whom 
you arc ]daying is impossible. No matter how 
beautiful the music may be, conversation al- 
ways distracts. The most wonderful collection 
of paintings in the world would hold the at- 
tention a very short~while if some one had 
the presumption to start a fit-ewor,ks exhibit 
in the art gallery. Our readers should educate 
the public to invert the Liszt anecdote and 
bring them to a realization of the^ rnajesty of 
music. When thusic speaks let all -be silent.

But in the proportion of several hundred to 
one they are whipped and taught into being 
mere doctors, lawyers, merchants and chiefs. 
Of the thirty-seven funny men in Barnum's, a 
goodly part were too much mothered and 
tejichered, revolted, ran away, joined the cir- 
cus at the/,b,ottom, perhaps as .ticket-\yagon 
boy, and lirged thieir way up to the all impor- 
tant position of clown. Thus did Phil ("Den- 
ver") Darling, the Colorado "Kid," he of the 
burlesque prize fight, "En Solitaire." Asked 
once on a time, if he would rather be ciown or 
president, he unhesitatingly voted for the 
former. So did Waldo, the hero of the joy ride. 
He was held in durance vile until the high 
school punishment had been inflicted, then 
made trusty in a drug store, preliminary to 
medical college. But bo beat it to the circus 
and has been clowning to this day. 

Not all the labgh producers, however, be- 
gan their careers irregularly. Perhaps the- ma- 
jority of them were born on the road, and 
never began nor will ever cease to be come- 
dians, because they simply grew that way. Mr. 
Egener, for example, who drives the only 
trained goose in existence and carries his own 
rainstorm, or "raining parasol," and clowns 
for the children, because "if they laugh the 
parents are sure to." Al Olifan, the upside 
down man, the big headed man and the stork 
with twins, asking for Mrs. John Smith, took 
the first steps in his career about twenty-seven 
years ago, when he was born in Chicago, For 
his father was a comedian forty-five years, 
originator of the Origjinal Four Olifans. The 
present heir of the family glory is accompanied 
by his wife, a retired trapeze artist. He is a 
producing clown, inventing his own stunts, 
copyrighting them, footing the expense of ap- 
paratus and bearing the responsibility of their 
success or failure. Seven men assist him. He 
is also a writer of circus poems and stories in 
The Clipper, yis big head of paper-maclie 
once so terrified a drunkard in Tennessee that 
he fled from the grandstand shrieking, "I've 
got 'em again ;" and once in Detroit it saved 
the life of a man who fell out of the flies in 
a theatre. 

Harry La Pearl, who does the parody 
dancing act, now twenty-five years old, 'has 
amused the public over twenty years. He be- 
gan as a somersault rider with his father's cir- 
cus in .Illinois. Later, the father went into 
vaudeville 'dramatics, and the boy followed as 
a singer and dancer in musical comedy..,His 
schooling was furnished by a private teacbei; 
between acts and after parades. Mr. La-Page 
was married last winter .' at Madis9n..S'qfia.re 
Garden, in clown costurne, beingJ'.banqueted 
by newspaper men. He is preparing a /vaude- 
ville skit to run in the vacation season next 
winter. It will have a setting of circus scenery, 
and will embody some of the details of his 
own romance. Meanwhile, for the remainder 
of this week he gyrates on Park square,, with 
Halley's comet, squawking, "Oh,' I feel fool- 
ish," and, "I never did have any sense." But 
after talking with him one feels convinced 
there is a deal' of sense implied in that very 
denial. " ' ^ >■ 

WKy They All Stay in Busbess .. ; 

This is the lure of the sawdust; 1280 peo- 
ple travel Avith Barnum's and most of them 
have ridden or tumbled, or clowned from the 
first, and will continue to till the last.'' One 
likes the freedom, one the novelty, one the 
excitement; one, like a true artist, likes the 
chance for expansion and growth which for 
him is realized nowhere but under the canvas. 
Even the ushers who are paid an infinitesimal 
wage, and pass the winter as they may, re- 
turn in the spring, year after year, to the cara- 
van of wonders. And James Stowe, formerly 
a rider of wide repute, but retired on account 
of age, admits, under quiz, that his "intellect 
is so ^befuddled and shrivelled by the 'lure of 
the sawdust' that rather than abandon it al- 
together he has joined the business staff as 
twenty-four-hour-man." 



AVIATION FOUR HUNDRED YEARS

The proposed Scottish aviation meeting 
will not be quite the first gathering of the 
kind in that country. vVt least one of the 
French favorites of James IV. the luckless 
hero of Floddcin, .summoned the Scottish 
coutt,' to an exhibition at Stirling, where he 
proposed to fly by means of a pair of mechani- 
cal wings from the v;all of the castle.

Summer Shooting of Wild Pigeons 
■ It has been the practice of sporb^men in ali 
innocence to shoot the wikl pi.tjcun.s whicli 
visit our coast in the summer \vliciie\'cr it was 
possible to get tiicm. Tiicy arc fnutul in con- 
siderable ninnbcrs in many places rij;,du at 
the present lime, and quite a few Innc been 
shot lately. Most men have been under ihc 
impression that they do not brceil here and 
that, as they were migratory birds, and also 
fond of the farmers' yotnii^ oats, ihey were 
(|uite justified in shootinL;- thom. f ha\'e never 
shot any myself, but certainly should have lui- 
lil i|uitc recently if f liad had the chatiee. In 
the la.'St few days. ho\ve\ or, 1 wo -o. «d >|kii I>- 
men, who arc readers of ibis paj:;e. lia\-c called 
my attention to the fact that there is no doubt 
that .these birds rlo breed here, and that there- 
fore they consider, and rightly .so. that they 
slioidd not be shot mitil after they have fin'- 
i'^hed breeding-. There is a stor} ' ihe oriqin 
of which 1 have i)cen luuible to trace, that ilurc 
is a standin;,^ offer of a thousand dollars reward 
for any nest ni these birds (the banded piyeon 
is, I believe, their proper name) fouiul od ijiis 
coast; so that there seems a good chance fur 
a man who is a good hand with the clind)ini;- 
irons to make a little easy money. There is 
no desire to condemn or to criticise those who 
have sh.ot thctn in the sniumer time in the 
))ast, as they seem to be birds about wdrich very 
little is known here, and enthusiastic sports- 
men, who liavc been in the habit of .■^booiin-- 
them, liave done so vvithoul anv doid)t at all 
in the firm belief that tfiey were' not breedir.l:. 
The two sportsmen mentioned abo\ e were 
both accustomed to shoot these pigeons until 
they, one by chance and the other by deliber- 
ate investigation, proved to their own satis- 
faction that they are regular breeders in the 
country, several of the last lot of pigeons shot 
by them being found on dissection \o contain 
eggs; since when, being the good sportsmen 
that most of our coast gunners arc. thev have 
given up pigeon shooting until thcv can be 
sure that the birds have finished breeding, aiid 
are desirous of having the attention of other-, 
called to the matter in order that they mav "( I- 
low suit. No sportsman will feel com tMriahle 
if he thinks he may have killed a bird \v-hosc 
young ones are crying for food in its nest; 
therefore it is certain iliat, the proof that tliesc 
))igepns do breed here being positive and in- 
disputable, we shall all call pigeon-shooting off 
until, .-\ugnst at least, \vhen I undcr^fand ■that 
they should be fair game for the gun from 
those who know their habits better than I can 
claim to do.

Fishermen have every reason to be [)leased 
at the establishing of the game fi.sb hatchery 
by the Dominion C,o\ crmnent at the lower end 
of Cowichan lake. .Aten who know the Cowi- 
chan realize what a sjdendid stream it is, and 
what an attraction it will always be to anglers 
from this and other lands, if its natural wealth 
ol game fish is clierishcd and improved. First- 
class game fishing is as great a drawing card as 
good big game shooting, and easier to main- 
lain. The establishinq ..f ilii.s liatcherv and tlic 
making of the fish ladders at Shawniu;an .'ire 
two excellent steps in the direction of improv- 
ing the fishing iti nearby waters. The makiiiL; 
of the Sliawnigan fish ladders has been proved 
to have had good results. What we want now 
is proper enlV)rcincr of the laws for the juo- 
lection of game fish in places where thev arc 
noloriouslv and oiicidy set at nau<^lu. Tt i.s no 
good hatching fish if the "irresprinsible-" are 
allowed to catch and kill the fish turned out 
before they are of lawful size. 



A Bag Limit

It 
is certainly a suggestion which should not be 
lightly set aside as iiripracticable, just becatisc 
of the difficulty of figifib'' enforcing it. Per- 
sonall}' I have never in my life shut more 
than ten grotisc cjr pheasants in "Jiie day, here 
or in any other cuitntry. and do not want to. 
Twi") or three brace of these liirds seems to 
sue to be a fair bag f<:)r anyone, but 1 ha\ e seen 
a man stagger on (o the h',. iv N. train with a 
load of grrntse as heav}- as a good buck not so 
many years ago, ;uid heaid him boast of having 
killed over sixty in one day's shooting, That 
is ndt my idea of good siKirtsmanship in a free- 
game cpuntrj', and I tliinlothiit it should be 
made impossible for the' future, and havCi there- 



fore much .pleasure in ptiblishing this sports- 
man's suggestion for the consideration of 
others who arc interested in good sport and a 
fair field for both game and hunter.

A TROUT FISHING EXPERIENCE 

To every fisherman who has jdicd rod and 
line for a number of years there arrive from 
time to time umisual experiences. It may be 
the capture of that 4olb. sahnou, wdiich to most 
of us comes only in our dreams. Forty pouiuls, 
be it said, will not be the limit of weight as- 
signed to the monster in the event of its escape. 
Ilut, apart from the silvery salmon, the most 
remarkable that ever came under the writer's 
(.'bservation occurred in India, lie was stay- 
ing at llaiigrole, at the junction of the I'l.ionch 
and Jholuin rivers. C)nc of the party ran and 
lost — through the tackle breaking — a hea\\ 
mahseer. .A prodigious fish it was, according 
to its winild-be captcir ; it iiuist. he sairl, ha\ c 
weighed at least .Sulb. .A (la\- or t-wo later an- 
other of the i):irty bofd<ed and landeil ;i mah- 
seer which iitrncd the scales .at 28II). Ii took 
,a spoon bait, and c^n 'Examination it was seen 
that the treble hook.s (.)f the sjioon had ma 
touched the fish. .\ spoon bait was alrcatl\' 
fixed in its mouth. To it wa". attached a yartl 
or so of treble gut trace. One of the hooks 
of the second spoon hail catight the eye of a 
swix'cl on the trace hanging' from the iu;ih- 
seer'> mouth, and in this strange fashion the 
fish was landed. Fishortuan .\o. 1 w:is forced 
to acknowledge the si")oon found in the m.ah- 
secr's mouth as his ])ro])crty, bitt failed to giv e 
a satisfactory explanation of the difference be- 
tween the actual weight of the fish and his 
estimate. But we all know that it is invariably 
the biggest fish which escape. On the banks 
of a Welsh stream. Avith the trout rising freely, 
F was once i)laced in ati unideasant predict 
metu. .\s though by the weird s]-)ell of sonic 
demon of the river, rod, reel, rmd line mssteri- 
ously aiul coDiplctcly disappeared. 

.My first sight of the water was not en- 
couraging, nor did the appearance of the sky 
augur well. It had rained heavily all night. 
Large masses of dark cloud still hung sullenly- 
overhead, fnenacing- further downpours, their 
motion before a cold northerly breeze scarce- 
ly ])erco])tiblc. And what of the famous trout 
stream which onl\- on this particular da\' 1 was 
|:)ri\'ilcgcd lo exploit Its? its swollen, inudily 
current broiled noisily or swept smoothly be- 
tween the trees and bushes, wdiich in this part 

it.s course grew thickly upon either bank. 
Obviously tiie fly was useless in this raging- 
water. ■ Unie6S-:oin the stimiuer time, when 
rivers rini fine- and clear, worm fishitig for 
trout is bctieath the notice of true disci|des of 
old Jsaak.- There remained (3nly tlie tninnow. 
With the natural article 1 was not inovided, 
but a search resulted in the discovery of a soli- 
tary specimen of the Devon pattern, and this 
was duly attached to the trace. The affinity 
that flights of treble hooks display for trees, 
bushes, stones — anything but the legitimate 
(|uarry — is really remarkable. It is needless 
to particularize regarding the tuimber of trees 
that were climbed in order tu recover that 
precious Devon niinnow, or to record exactly 
the remarks that were addressed to it. Suf- 
ficient to say, that at length it found a perman- 
ent home near the top of a gaunt, bare tree, 
which would have defied the efforts id' anv- 
thing bitt ;i scpiirrcl tc) ascend it. 

h'.arly in the ;iftcrnc>on the weather cleared 
U|). The wind changed, the hea\-_v clouds be- 
gan to disperse, and fitful ;,dimpscs of Mtnshine 
lit up the colored water. Three not particu- 
larly well-conditioned trout were contained in 
the basket when at length I put tip a cast of 
flies. For the tail I selected a February red, 
which f have always found a tisefttl pattern in 
colored water early in the season ; the inevii- 
;d)lc .March bi-own came next, and a dun h;ick-le 
was attached as third drojipor. The ri\ ei- here- 
.aboitls presented an att racti\-c .-ind "'troiitN " 
pearance, but it wds licavily wooded on eitlu r 
l)ank, rendering casting a matter of sonu> dif 
ficulty. Wading as far out as possible, I 
hooked, after a cast or two, a nice trout close 
to the opijo.siie liank. and presently the little 
steelyard fi.xed its weight a trifle over lib. .A 
golden bi-aiity it \\-as. in prime condition. .At 
the ne.\t cast i rose another, evidently .-i !;irL;ei- 
fish. and. bccotniug incautious in my eutlut- 
siasin. the trees Ijehind escai)ed mv rccullec- 
tioi). Sw-ish I T realed up, waded ashore, and 
inspected the offending tree. It coidd easily 
be clitnljcd. The line Avas caught in a brancii 
that overhung the pool. The ro<I was laid 
dow n carefully, wdth the butt resting cm the 
bank, and the iioiiU on .a hirgc stotu-, i-oinid 
which the cttrreiU swirled sli,-ii-|)l v. After li'ii 
minutes of backing and saw.iii:^- witli ;i rather 
bhinl knife, tin- l.u"aiich in which the flies were 
caught fell with a big sjjlash into the river, ami 
I descended leisurely. To my astonishment, 
iiu vestige of rod, branch, or line was to be 
seen. H^hey had vanished, apparentb-. itV.o 
s])ace. The water was still' too much colored 
f(jr the bottom to be distingiiishctl ; the depth 
\\'as al.'oiit jft., and the etirrciit fairly strong. 
It was obvious that the l)t-;incli had floattnl 
down stream, pulling the rod into the water, 
and 1 anticipated no diffictilly in finding it. 
I5ut a careful and prolonged search proved 
wholly unavailing, and, seating myself on the 
bank, 1 proceeded to light a jiipe and con.sidcr 
the 'Situation. It was certainly a curious one. 
I^lic trout ^\-ere begiiming lo take, the best 
(if the day was before me, atnl here was I minus 
the means of fishing. .An auf^der who had ser\'ed 
his no\-itiate more years a,no than he cared to 
remember had lost his rod like any heedless 
hoy, and Avas left lamenting eight miles from 
home with a landing net, fly book, and bas- 
ket containing four trout! , I resolved -to make - 
a final effort to recover iny missing property. 



Landing net. in hand, I waded slowly down 
.stream, searching out each nook and eddy, but 
still without success. 1 was now more than 
thirty \-ards below the.si)ot vvhere the rod had 
been, and coukl go no further as the water was 
already Iai)i)ing to the tup <;)f the waders. In 
dcsjiair, 1 made for the bank, intending lo re- 
sign myself to the inevitable and make tracks 
for home, whe*«-I felf something gently press- 
ing against my leg. Reaching down fny hand, 
1 was rejoiced to lay hold of the reel line, h'ol- 
lowing it u]), I came presently to the rod, lying 
in nearly ^fl. of watci", 'and with most of the 
line pulled (d'f the reel. I lad' the progress of 
that branch not becii arrested in some weeds, 
there is no saying liow'far'thc rod— <>ne of Far- 
low's sjjccial creations— inight haVc travelled. 
All is well that I'lids well.' The flics 'Avcrc in- 
tact. 1 was (|iiicldy at Avork again, and, warn- 
ed b\' past niisforlimes. p;ud due heed to the 
trees. The further proceedings were chiefly 
interesting lo the fisbennan. The trout w-ci-c 
lakiiig in g|-eat style, and by the lime the 
lengthening sluulows warned me to make for 
home and dinner a weighty load of fish was in 
the basket. But to such burdens the angler 
stibmits w ith surprising ecpianiinity. 

It is comnionly maintained that with the 
wet fly it is advisable alw-;ivs to w-ork it]) 
stream. In bright weather, when i-ivers arc 
low. this is nni|iiestionably the best course to 
|iiirsue; so shall you most readily a\-oi(l the 
sharii eyes of the trout and neediess disturl)- 
ance of the water. I'nt when streams are clear- 
ing after a flood the case is different. As the 
result of pcr.sonal experience, I believe that, 
in such circumstances, the man wdio fishes 
down stream will kill two trout for one caught 
by an angler who adopts the other ])lan. In 
])r;ictice. liow'e\'f'r. it is not desirable to direct 
I'ach cast dow-nw;irds. It all dcpend.s on the 
character of the water. On coming to ;i good 
pool ur likely reach the angler should form a 
jdaii of camp;iign. commencing at the top or 
bottom, wading from one side li) aiKUher if 
need be, searching out the far back'waters and 
the (|uiet glides amoii|.;- the trees, where the best 
trout often have their home. .\ti(l always he 
should have an eye for rising trout, and cast 
o\ er them, whenever |)racticablc, fi-om a ])oint 
o|)|iosilc to or bel(3w the vise, IhU the fact re- 
mains that in fairly stro-ng; slightly eoh)rcd 
water the bulk of thcitrout will be cairght as 
the flies swing round with the" current or are 
worked gently against it?-' Even when trout are 
taking the artificial fly:£rccly it sometimes haj)- 
l)cns on northern watar.s^.tl-!at none arc to be 
seen rising in thciiisclv.es, a fact which cmr 
pliasises in a ])ecnliar de,gree the difference be- 
lu een the uses of the dry fl}' and the wet. It is 
undoubtedly the case that- to mark dovvn your 
fish, .stalk it adroitly, and kill it with a clever 
imitation of the insects .upon which it. is feed- 
ing reprejients the lngh<;st form of science in 
angling. Yet more often than not perhaps the 
fish is beguiled with some other pattern tlian 
the fly on the water; nioreo\-er, wdien many 
winged insects are alxnit, it is n()t .always easy 
to decide upon which the trtjut are feeding. 
Long prior to the modern cult of the dry fly 
expert fishermen on northern streams were 
accustomed when opportunity offered to stalk 
and cover rising trout, • They would even dry 
their flies and get the range by two or three 
casts through the air. well knowing that the 
moment of the fl}-'s aligliling on the water was 
the most deadlx. .\nd in such cases they re- 
lied on the t;iil fly, and endeavorcil tu place it 
.-icci irdingl V. The truth is. first-rale exponents 
(if either sxstein have little to learn anent the 
catching of trout. The master of the wet fly 
would (|iiickly acquire the knack of using the 
(ire fly. anil, under suitable conditions, would 
often find it serviccal)lc on northern streams. 
After all .the object is lo kill fish, and, ;ii)art 
from h.-d)ii ;ni(l inclination, there WHiiild /lot 
>eem in Ite an_\- good reason for invariably ad- 
hering either to one plan or the other. — R.C.D. 
in The Field.

A SPORTSMAN'S PLATFORM 

Fifteen Cardinal Principles Affecting Wild 
Game and Its Pursuit 
1. The wild animal life of today is not ours 
to do with as we please. The original stock is 
given to us in trust, for the benefit both of the 
jiresent and the future. W'e must render an ac- 
counting of this trust to those who come after 
us. 

J. Indging from the rate at which the wild 
creatures of .\orth .America are now being de- 
stroved, fifty years hence there wdll be no 
large game left in the United .States nor in 
Canada outside of rigidly protected game pre- 
serves. It is therefore the duty of every good 
citizen to promote the protection of forests and 
wild life, and the creation of game jirescrves, 
while a supply of g:iine remains. F.vci-y man 
who finds jdeasure in hunting or fishing sbould 
be willing to spend both time and money in 
active work for the protection of fore,sts, fish 
and game, 

3. The sale of game is incompatible with 
the perpetual preservation of a proper stock 
of game; tlicrel'orc it should he prohibited, by 
law and b_v ])itblic sentiment. 

4. In the settled and civilized regions of 
.Vorili .\meric;i, there is no retil necessity for 
ihe coiisuni])tion of wild game as human food; 
nor is there any good excuse for the sale of 
game for food purposes. The maintenance of 
hired laborers on wild game should be pro- 
hibited, everywdiere, under severe nenaltics. 

5. .An Indian has no more right to kill wild 
ganic, or to subsist uiion it all the year round, 
than an\- white man in the same locality, i'he 
Indian has no inherent or Cod-given owner- 
ship of the game of X'orlli .America, any ^iajrc. 
than of its mineral resources; and he should 
be governed by the .same game laws as while 
men. ' 

6. No man can be a good citizen and also 
be a slaughterer of game or fishes beyond the 
narrow limits compatible with • high-class 
sportsmanship. 

7. The gainc-btttchcr or a market-hunter is 
an undesirable citiicen, and should be treated 
as such. 

8. The highest purpose which the killing 
of . wild game and game fishes can hereafter, 
be made to serve is in furnishing objects to

overworked men for tramping and camping 
trips in the wilds; and the value of Avild game 
as human food should no longer be regarded 
as an important factor in its pursuit. 

9. If riglillv- conser\-ed, wild game consti- 
tutes ;i valuable asset to an\- country which 
])ossesscs it ; and it is good statesmanship to 
protect it. 

10. An ideal hunting trip consists of a good 
comrade, fine country, and a very few tro- 
]jhics per hunter, 

11. In an ideal hunting .trip, the death of 
the game is only an incident; and by no means 
is it really necessan- to a successful outing. 

12. The best hunter is the man Avho find.s 
the most game, kills die least, .and leaves be- 
hind him no wounded animals. 

13. The killing of an animal means the end 
of its most interesting period. When the 
country is fine, pursuit is more interesting 
than possession. 

14. The killing of a female hoofed animal, 
save for special preservation, is lo he regarded 
as incom])atible with the highest sportsnian- 
shij) ; and it should everywhere be prohibited 
by stringent laws. 

15. A particularly fine photograph of a 
large wild animal, in its haunts is entitled to 
more credit than the dead trophy of a siniijar 
animal. An animal that has bpen photo- 
graphed never should be killed, tmless pre- 
A'iously wounded in the chase.

Nine out 01 ten men finding themselves lost 
in the woods get into a panic and quarrel with 
the compass, '.riicy doubt the instrument, 
Avhcn, as a matter of fact, it i^ always right or 
nearly, so. Otherwise how Avould thc'.ocean 
traveler keep his pathAvay? Many an able- 
bodied man Avith otherwise splendid nerves and 
Avell found for a week in the woods has lost his 
way and took fright, as might be expected. 
What ought to have been only an interesting 
adventure, taken calmly and with coolness, has 
ended in a tragedy. Me tore through the 
thicket and swamps in his senseless panic un- 
til he dropped and died in fright, hunger- and 
exhaustion. Wherefore, take^heed of'Avhat I 
am about to tell vou. 

Should \'ou be tramping tlirotigli a pathless 
forest on a cloudy day, and should the sun sud- 
denly lireak from niuler a cloud in the north- 
west about nocju, don't be scared. The last dav 
is not at hand and the planets have not become 
mixed, only you arc turned. Y'ou have gradu- 
ally turned round until you are • facing the 
northAvcst Avhen you meant to travel south. It 
has, I confess, a muddling effect on the mind, 
but it has occurred to me on the S«b\A'ay in 
Xcw York on one occasion to get on the Avrong 
side of the road and ride to South ]<'erry iii- 
stcad of Flarlcni, simply because I had turned 
completely round on a loggA- day, and until f 
arrived at the stopping place I did not discov- 
er which way I had been traveling. That seems 
to be an absurd i)limder, but it is not more so 
than the man who itirns inadvertently roujid 
on his axis in the North Avoods. 

In the woods if you suppress all panicky 
feelings the difficulty is easy to get along 
Avith. It is morally certain 'that you com- 
menced swinging to southwest, then Avesl in 
northwest. Had you continued on till you 
were heading a direct nortli, you could rectify 
your course by simply turning and following a 
due south course. But as you have noAV varied 
three-eighths of the circle, set the compass 
and travel by it to the southea.'-;!: imlil vou have 
by your judgment about made up the devia- 
tion, then go straight south and you Avill not: 
go far wi-cmg. Carry the compass i'n your hand 
and "line" your course carefully ' by land- 
marks, lor the tendeticv to swerve from a 
straight course when one is once lost — and 
nearly always to the right — is a thing past un- 
derstanding. — Recreation.

i:io suffering of the poor people, in- 
jured and frightened by the earlh- 
tinnke.

If settlers cleared the i.nuj 
on the eldes of the mountains the lit- 
tle streams that feed the rivers would 
dry up. The wood, loo, is needed fur 
l>uild{ns. But the timber will be , ui 
very carefully and only when jiprinii^ 
are ttbtalned from tho governmcm. 

Tho land on eaclt side of the Pan- 
adian Pacific Bailroad has been 
thrpwn open for settlement. This is 
a strip, forty miles wide, U belongs 
now to the Ottawa government. Much 
of it is rock, but in many places It 
Js fertile. The farms granted will not 
Tdg as large as on tho prairies. Rut 
forty acres i.i as much as most farmers 
cnn cultivate and thc.v are allowed to 
•Tjuy~haJf as much more at a low price. 
• In some places a larger tract is 
granted.

He 
was an l';nglislimnn who taught for 
some years in Cornell University, but 
has lived in Toronto long enough to 
see school boys grow lo be graj'-lialr- 
ed men. llurlng the greater part of his 
life (ioldwln .Sinllli was .a. teacher. His 
pupils were the people of Canada and 
his lessons were given in newspapers 
and magazines as well as In many 
hooks. He taug:ht always what ho bc- 
llHved to bo the truth. Whether those 
Whpm he addressed liked what he wrote 
or ijot mattered nothing to him. He 
prepared every lesson with great care 
and made It a« clear .inrl forcible as 
1)0 could and then he loft It. Ho never 
said one thing when ho meant another 
ind ho was never silent becauso he 
feared to offend. It Is by thi.s up- 
rightness of piirposo that the memory 
of Goldwin ^mlth will be honored as 
long as there are honest men and 
women in Canada. 

The money collected on Hospital 
l)a,\- w.as .VIVl.L'.'i. It Is not fair for tho 
pi'opU; of Victoria to give ladles .and 
little girls the trouble of asking for 
nione.v in this way. There are many 
sick people ^vilo cannot afford In i)ay 
doctors and nurse.';.

But if ever.\' one, who 
i:au afford to do so, were to give regu- 
larly towards this fund It would be 
largo enough without putting ladles to 
the trouble of going out on the streets

If their 
mothers gave^them material they could 
make pi How: feases and Vtndowou rtalris 
and do.ll'B';.; iilobhes' ■ and -'/;other such 
things ,to make the suffering \lttlo ones 



comfortable, and as happy as sick 
children can be. It is fine to be well 
and strong and merry, but the weak 
and the sick- should not be forgotten. 
Some children, know that it Is very 
hard- tb be aick In the hospital even 
when the ward is bright and pretty. 

All boys and gnis shoidd know that 
thej' owe tho maniuil training scliool 
to Professor Robertson who thouglit 
they would help lo make useful men 
and to Sir William Macdoiialil who 
supplied the money to furnish the 
buildings, and pay the teachers for 
the first three years. The same gen- 
tleman soliowed the farmers In On- 
tario that they ought to have an 
agricultural college- where the young 
men eould be taught not only to farm, 
but to understaiid all about the plants 
and animals and the soil. Ho helped 
to induce the gov'ernment of each 
province to send lecturers through the 
counti*y to talk to tho farmers. But 
he was not satisfied with that. In all 
the older provinces boys and gjris 
were leaving the farms and going to 
work In the cities. Dr. Robertson be- 
lieved that If the teachers of the coun- 
try schools had .icoooi gardens .aiiil 
showed the children bow much of 
beHUl\' .and iutercHl there was in a, 
conntr.v life, they would yrow to love 
their Ihomos. So Sir wilUani .Mae- 
donald once more gave money to 



bring the i-hildren of several small 
.schools to one lar.ge one where tlie.v 
could be t.'iiiRlit by several teachers 
together instead of by one in eaeli 
school wlio must teach all the lessons 
to all the classes. Jn some places the 
people saw that the plan was a good 
oiH! and kept on with the work Sir 
Wllliain .Mac.douald .and Dr. James 
W. Robertsiui had begun. In others 
llie.v did not like the expense or Ihe 
trouble. But the jrreatest iiliin of all 
was the building of one of the finest 
colleges in tho world i'or teaching 
farming and household sciciK^e at St. 
Anne's do Bcllevuo near Montreal,. 
Here too tho teachers Of the province 
of Quebec arc trained. Dr. Robertson 
was made principal of this fine school 
but he did not keep the position long. 
He told the newspaper men who ask- 
ed him why he left, that he was going 
to Europe to study the teaching of 
agi'lculture tliere and find out how ho 
could best help the people of Canada. 
Last winter Mr. .Mackenzie Kin^, iiiln- 
Istcr of labor, asked parliament to 
appoint gentlemen to learn all they 
could about the host way of teaching 
boys to be skilled mechanics. In Ger- 
many, the north of England, Switzer- 
land as well as In other countries, 
there are what are called tci.linieai 
schools. In the da.v schools boys .arc 
taught to be skilled mechanics, and in 
the night schools young men learn how 



to excel in the trades at which they 
work during the day. Besides these 
technical school.s, there" arc trade 
schools for both boys and girls who 
must leave school younger. Hero 
such trades as baking, carpentry, 
drossmaltlng or millinery are taugl'it 
with many lessons which will make 
the boys and girls InlelllBent as well 
its .skilful, Mr. King, as well as many 
other members, sees that In many parts 
of Canada there will be larse manu- 
factures. In tho.so that have been es- 
tablished, as In the cotton, rubber, 
woollen and other factories, man.v of 
the designers, engineers and othiu- 
skilled workers have to be brought 
from foreign countries or from Great 
Britain, Many believe it Is time the 
different provinces of Canada began 
to teach their sons and daughters to 
do as good work as artlzans In the old 
world can perform. This Is the reason 
a commission hris been apiiolnted to 
lind out all about tecliiiical school.-^ and 
what the scholars who graduate from 
them can do. If Dr. Robertson and 
his associates recommend it. the 
Council of Public Instruction of Bri- 
tish Columbia will probabl.\ establish 
workshops In the cities where classes 
can receive such In.stnietlon as is now- 
given in Halifax, Montreal, and Tor- 
onto. Our province, both from its altu- 
atoion and Its resources, must some 
day be a great manufacturing country.

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CONCERNING MATRIMONY 

' "When, a man or woman desired to get 
inai-ried, he or she found that instead of living 
in a large, spacious cbmmtmity, with an enor- 
mous number of marriageable persons of their 
own age, there were only two or three persons 
available, and they did not like either of them; 
and consequently marriage hardly ever repre- 
sented a natural impulse." 

You guess at once who said that. There is 
about it an ingenious desire to make your flesh 
creep which can only belong to Mr. Bernard 
Shaw. It would be evidence of a deplorable 
lack of humor to examine it in detail. So we 
will resist the alluring temptation to dally 
w'ith the dictum that marriage "hardly ever 
represents a natural impulse," and turn to the 
more defensible complaint that there arc "only 
two or tliree persons available." No one with 
any capacity for observation will deny that 
some unhappy marriages are made simply 
through lack of choice. Some people marry 
not as they choose, but as they can, not out of 
any particular affection for the jiarticular 
partner, but because there happens to be no 
one else. 

So on general grounds we may very well 
agree that som^ acquaintances with a number 
of pco[)le is a desirable preliminary to mar- 
riage. But it is eas}-^ to imagine that of too 
much importance. .A.fter all, pco])Ic who have 
hosts of friends, who see a great deal of so- 
ciety of one sort or another, make unhappy 
marriages, just like these who have no oppor- 
tunity of choice. The fact is, that for almost 
every one, however many "marriageable per- 
sons" there may be at hand, there are only 
"two or three available." There are only two 
'or three whom the ordinary persons knows 
well enough and likes well enough, to con- 
sider them seriously as possible partners. 
That is the way we are made. 

There are of course people, among them 
i\Ir. Bernard Shaw, who want to make us all 
over again, and make us quite different. "Be- 
fore they could produce a human race as they 
wanted it," said he, "they must go further in 
political revolution than the most extreme so- 
cialist." T!ut what sort of a human race do we 
want? Mr. Shaw has told us more than once 
\vhat kind of people he wants, but it is proba- 
ble that his ideals will not command the al- 
legiance of. a majorit}'. 

"Unless we get a better sort of human be- 
ings we slpuld collapse. ... If we had 
a population of Bernard Shaw's tomorrow it 
would mean a striking improvement." Ob- 
serve once more the amiable intention to make 
your flesh creep ! 

A\'hat sort of human race do we want? If 
you asked the eighteenth century it would have 
given you one answer. The early Victorians 
would have made quite another. We should 
find it hawl to agree with either. If there any 
assurance that our posterity will like our ideals 
of the' superman ? ?Iave we any right to 
condemn them to suffer from all our fads? 
Some ideals, indeed, are constant through the 
agc.s, the old-fashioned virtues of truth, and 
courage and unselfishness, and the rest. From 
age to age. people do endeavor to foster those 
ideals and to train a race wdiich shall realize 
them with more power. No one who knows 
anything of social life from ,age to age will say 
that the endeavor has failed. The natural man 
and the natural woman of" the twentieth cen- 
tury arc better people than their ancestors of 
tire dark ages. But that e\'olution has not 
been accomplished by legal regulations or the 
efforts of the state, or the glorification of the 
theories of the hour.

is best answered by stating that its objects are: 

. 'First — To teach non-professional people the 
best way to render immediate attention to any 
person suffering accident or sudden illness, un- 
til the arrival of the doctor. 

Second — To teacii people what not to tlo in 
case of accident, so tliat there shall be no likc- 
liliood of a sympatlictic hut ignorant public 
causing unnecessary pain and suffering through 
improper treatment. 

Third — That in case of emergency, sucii as 
bleeding, pojsoning, clioking or drowning, a 
life may not be sacrificed for the want of a lit- 
tle elementary knowledge on the part of the 
bystander. 

Two Comparisons 

The following comparison of two recent 
accidents will give some idea of its importance 
to the general public and firms employing 
large bodies of men : 

"A man was knocked down by a street car 
and suffered a simple fracture of the thigh 
i)one, that is to say, the bone only was broken 
and none of tiic parts adjacent thereto, such as 
tlie tissues or artery, were injured. 'I'he on- 
lookers with the view of getting the poor fel- 
low out of the way of passing traffic, lifted the 
man to a perpendicular position with the 
weight of his body on the broken leg, thereby 
causing the bone to become further displaced 
and the pierce the femoral or main artery of 
tlie thigh. This wcU meant action on tlie part 
of tlie public resulted in the death of the un- 
fortunate sufferer. Had the (lri\-er or con- 
ductor of the street car in question been in- 
structed in the elementary principles of "first 
aidj' and made use of such knowledge, the 
man would no doubt have been alive today 
and the street car company saved heavy claims 
for damages. 

Compare .this with an accident which oc- 
curred in a machine shop reccntl}-. and where 
proper first air treatment was rendered as lie- 
low : 

A man was caught by machiner}-, and had 
his' arm so.'lacerated tllat all the muscles were 
tbm' off, and "^tfie bt-a'cJiial (arm) artery sev- 
ered. He would have died of hemorrhage in a 
fe\V minutes" had it not been for the valuable 
aid afforted by a member of a I'irst Aid Corps, 
who cau.elit up the artery, and controlled the 
bleeding by digital pressure until a turniquet 
was ]5rocured, which he placed in jiosition. 
The man was then removed to the 'hospital, 
where the arm had to amputated at the shoul- 
der. The assistance rendered by the "first 
aid" man was highly spoken of by the officers 
of the hospital, as there was no doubt it saved 
the other man's life. 

During last February a youn.c: farmer of 
Woodridq-e, Man., was taken to St. Boniface 
hospital bleeding from a gunshot wound in the 
arm. The' young man was in such a weakened 
condition from loss of blood that he died with- 
in a few hours of entering the hospital, that is 
td say, he died for the want of a little intelli- 
gent first aid treatment on the part of the 
public. • 

These are only a few of hundreds of cases 
were life has been lost, or on the other hand 
saved, dcjiending on the ability of the bystand- 
er to render proper or improper treatment just 
when the accident happens. 

Many cases of apoplexy on the streets have 
been mistaken for drunks b}^ policemen and 
the poor fellow lodged in a cell for the night, 
only to be found dead the following morning. 

Many times have the. police in Canadian 
cities, with the best intentions in the world, 
had persoiis placed in a hack and sent to the 
nearest hospital without any regard as to the 
nature of thi injuries sustained and thereby 
caused unnecessary suffering and loss of life. 

The Needless Suffering 
caused by the ignorance of unskilled jiersons 
is as undoubted as it is deplorable. 1' v rough 
handling or for want of tlie slight knowledge 
necessary to enable one to su])port an injured 
limb very serious consequences may ensue. 
To arrest bleeding from an artery is quite easy, 
yet thousands of lives have been lost in the 
presence of helpless spectators who had not 
been taught that little knowledge necessary to 
enable them to give intelligent first aid to the 
■■■sufferer. 'In order to jirevent all thi.s unneces- 
sary suffering and death to their employees 
and to the traveling ])ublic who may at times 
suffer accident or- sudden ilhicss, the directors 
of the Canadian Pacific railway have inaugur- 
ated a large and broad-minded humanitarian 
scheme whereby all their employees who so 
wish, and especially those employed on'wreck- 
ing trains and passenger trains, may obtain in- 
struction sufficient to enable them to render 
suitable treatment until such time as the pa- 
tient can be conveyed to a medical man or a 
medical man brought to the jiatient. The men 
are given free lectures and practical instruc- 
tion by qualified medical practitioners, after 
which some other medical man examines them, 
and providing they can pass the necessary ex- 
amination, recommends them for the St. John 
Ambulance A.ssociation. After the examina- 
tion, men holdin.g this certificate are allowed 
one hour each week to meet together for prac- 
tice and arc thereby kept up to a proper state 
of efficiency. 

The ambulance man is given strictly to 
understand the exact relative position "first 
aid" has to the medical profession. He is not 



expected to supplant the doctor or to treat any 
vaccident to its final solution, fpr the simple., 
reason the work of the ambulancie man ends 
\vhere the doctor's commences, that is to say, 
the duty of the and)ulance man is to prevent 
jjersona'l injury being made worse by the ig- 
norant but sympathetic attention of his col- 
leagues or fellow workmen. He would, if 
necessary, apply splints. and bandages, admin- 
ister sim'ple ren'iedics, place the sufferer in the 
most safe and comfortable position and await 
1.he arrival of the doctor. In a less sterious 
case he would give such treatment as was ne- 
cessary and convey or send his patient to a 
doctor, and there his responsibility ends. 
Knowledge Saves Life 
Every medical man could, from his own ex- 
perience, give instances where the want of a 
little knowledge has led to increased suffering 
and subsequent harm to the injured person, 
and even to unnecessary loss of life. Now if 
there is one fact more recognized than another 
by medical men, it is this, viz., that the medical 
treatment adopted in the case of any severely 
injured jjcrson, has a positive influence and a 
most important bearing ujion the progress of 
the case. The first aid treatment is given in 
that interval which intervenes between the oc- 
currence of the accident and the arrival of the 
medical man ; that anxious and trying moment 
'which most ])cople know so well) before the 
patient can be taken to the doctor or the doctor 
brought to the patient, then it is we feel that 
something should be done, and when ,that 



something is the right thing done, by one not 
only qualified, but who is acting under the; 
' teaching of the medical man who will subse- 
quently attend the case, it not only aids the 
speedy recovery of the unfortunate person, but 
brings a great sense of relief to those looking 
on. 

The St. John Ambulance Association 

The St. John Ambulance y\ssociation was 
founded in 1877 by the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, in England. On May 14, 18S8, her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria was graciously 
pleased to grant a charter of incorporation to 
"The Grand Priory of the Order of the Hospi- 
tal of St, John of Jerusalem in England," and 
to declare that- Her Majesty the Queen is the 
sovereign head of the order, and that 11 is 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales shall be- 
come the grand prior of the order. The said 
charter contains the full recognition of the St. 
John Ambulance Association as the ambulance 
department of the order. 

Branch Centre for Canada 

In Februar}', 1910, a branch centre for Can- 
ada was established with headcpiartcrs at Ot- 
tawa. His Excellency the Governor-General 
is the patron of the order, and Her E.xcellency 
the Countess Grey,, patroness. The vice-presi- 
dents consist of the lieutenant-governors of the 
provinces and the commissioner of the Yukon 
territory. The honorary vice-presidents are 
represented by the most influential people in 
the Dominion. The president is Dr. F. Monti- 



zambcrt, T.S.O., of OttaAva f honorary, treasur- 
er, .Geo^iBura, manager of the Bank of Ottawa, 
and' Ffed'^Cook, of Ottawa, acting general sec- 
retary.

Membership in the Canadian branch.shall

Councils and Branches 
Each province of the Dominion is entitled 
to have established in it a provincial council 
to bear name of the province under special 
patronage of the lieutenant-governor of the 
province. Such council to have charge of the 
administrative work of the association, with- 
in the province, subject at all times to the regu- 
lations of the central council, to organize local 
centres or branches.

P>y Thomas A. Edison, in Popular Electricity. 

I understand that the readers of Popular 
Electricity are numbered among those who are 
interested rather in the future of electricity 
than in its past. I shall be glad to be counted 
as belonging to this class, for while no longer 
young in the sense of mere years, it is with 
what electricity «an yet do that I am concerned 
in these days. If I thought that the possibil- 
ities of electrical development were exhausted 
1 should not .n'ive it a moment's consideration. 
Sometimes fathers come to mc, or write to me, 
about their sons, and want to know if in view 
of the fact that so much of the field of work is 
already occiqiied by electricity, I- would rec- 
ommend it as a career. It is assumed by them 
that all thai, great electrical inventions .]iave 
been made, and that nine or ten bilfions of dol- 
lars is about all that electricitj' will stand, in 
the way of investment. Well; if f were begin- 
ning my own career again, I should ask no bet- 
ter field in which io work. The chances for 
big, new electrical iuN-cntions are much greater 
than before the telegraph, the telephone, the 
electric light and the electric motor were in- 
vented; while each of these things is far from 
perfect. We should have easily $50,000,000,000 
of money in electrical service in 1925. and five 
times as many persons will then he emploj-ed 
in electricity as now, most of them in branches 
for udiich we have not yet got even a name. I 
often pick up my laboratory note books, of 
which I ha\'e lumdreds, full of hints and sug- 
gestions and peeps into Nature, and realize 
how little we have actually done to set elec- 
tricity at work, let alone determine its secret. 
Why, barely thirty years ago, there was no 
dynamo in the world capable of supplying cur- 
rent cheaply and efficiently to the little incan- 
descent lamp, and some of the keenest thinkers 
of the time doubted if the subdivision of the 
electric HkIu was jiossible. Tyndall remarked 
in a public lecture, with a dubious shake of 
his bead, that be would rather Mr. Edison 
should have the job than himself. It is those 
tha,t will work at the art in the next fifty 
years that are to be envied. We poor gropers 
of the last fifty years are like the struggling 
farmers among' the bare New England rocks 
before the wide grain fields ot the West were 
■reached. The crops have been thin, without 
reapers or threshers to harvest them. We 
haven't .gone very far, yet-, beyond Franklin' 
or I'araday. 

I^^ook at the simple chances of improve- 
ment in what devices are known today. They 
are endless. About one hundred million car- 
bon lilament lamps are made here every year, 
much the same in £^ll essentials as a quarter of 
a ceintury ago. We must break new ground. 
Lately the art has gone back to metallic fila- 
fnents bringing down to one-third the amount 
of current needed for the same quantity of 
light. That is only a step. The next stage 
should be to one-sixth, and, as Steinmetz says, 
carbon is still in the t^ame, for many of its 
vcpialitics render it superior to metal. It is 
the same way with electric heating and cook- 
ing appliances, very ingenious even novy, and 
better than any other means; but ten years 
hence they will , be stiperseded and .in the mu- 
seums with bow3-iand. arrows and the muzzle- 
loaders'. ' As for the electric motor, it will aiot 
be perfectly utili.^ed until everything we now 
make with our hands, and every mechanical 
motion, can be effected by throw'ing a switch. 
I am ashamed at the number of things around 
my house and shops that are done by animals 
— human beings, I mean — and ought to be 
done b.y a motor without any sense of fatigue 
or pain. Hereafter a motor must -do all the 
chores. . 

Just the same remarks apply outdoors. 
P'or years past I have been trying to perfect 
a storage battery and have now rendered it 
entirely suitable to automobile and pthcr , 



work. There is absolutely no reason why 
horses should be allowed within city limits, 
for between the gasoline atid the electric car, 
no room is left for them. They are not 
needed. The cow and the pig have gone, and 
the.,horse is still: hiore undesirable. A higher 
pttblic ideal of health and cleanliness is work- 
ing ;towat;d such banishment. very syviftly ;. and- 
then we shall have deceht streets instead of 
stables made out of strips of cobblestones 
bordered by sidewalks. The worst use of 
money is to make a fine thoroughfare and then 
turn it over to horses. Besides that, the 
change will put the humane societies out of 
business. ]\Iany people now charge their own 
batteries, because of lack of facilities; but I 
believe that central 'stations will find in this 
work very soon the -largest part of their load. 
The New.. York "^Edisbii Company or the Chi- 
cago E)<iison shbuIdhaVe. d^^^^ current go-, 
ing . put,'^ for stiirage|ljatteries ^^»h; a 
and trucks as for p'cfwer rhotors ; and it ' will 
be so some near day. A central station plant 
ought to be busy twenty-four hours. It 
doesn't have to sleep. So far, we electrical 
engineers have given our attention to two- 
thirds of the clock ; and between 10 p. m. and 
6 a. m. have practically put up our shutters 
like a retail- store. I am proposing to fill up 
that idle part of the clock. 

Electricity is the only thing I know that 
has become- any cheaper the last, ten .years, 
and such work as 1^ have indicated, tending 
to' its universal use ffprnjpne commiDn isq^^ 
is all .aimed consciously or ihsensibly. ' in'' this, 
direction. I have been deeply impressed with 
the agitation and talk about the higher cost 
of living, and find my thoughts incessantly 
turning in that direction. Prices are stagger- 
ing! Before I became a newsboy on the Grand 
Trunk Railroad, I raised and distributed mar- 
ket garden "sass" grown at the old home at 
Port Huron, Michigan, and made many a dol- 
lar for my crude little experiments that my 
mother with great doubt and trepidation let 
me carry on. Thus with early experietice, as a 
grower and distributor reinforced by fifty 
years of inventing and manufacturing;- I- am 
convinced pretty firmly that a large part of 
our lieightened expense of living comes from 
the cost of delivering small quantities to the 
'ultimate consumer." 

My poor neighbors in Orange pay four or 
live 'times what I do for a ton of coal because 
they buy in such small quantities; and thus 
the burden falls on the wrong shoulders. This 
appeals to my selfishness as well as to my 
philanthropy, for the workingman hasn't much 
left to. buy my phonograph or to sec my m'ovr 
ing pictures withj if all lie makes is swallo.w;r 
ed up in rent, clothing and food. I'll speak 
about rent a little later. In clothing we have 
got onto the universal "ready-made" basis' 
which has vastly cheapened dress while en- 
suring a fastidious fit. AVlieii we come to food, 
let us note how far we have already ijone in 
centralized production of the "package." I be- 
lieve a family could live the year around 
without using anything else but good "pack- 
age" food. What is needed is to carry that 
a step further and;, devise automatic stores 
where the distributing cost is brouglit down 
to a minimum on every article handled. A 
few electro-magnets controlling chutes and 
hoppers, and the. thing is done. I wonder (he 
big five and ten-cent stores don't try the thing 
out, so that even* a small package • of coal or 
potatoes would cost the poor man relatively 
no more than if he too.k a carload. If I get 
the time 1 ho])c to produce a vending machine 
and store that will deliver specific quantities . 
of supp^lies,as;pai4^or;,'oni,th^ 

Btttciiers' ^meatV^isvb 
higii cost of living that this plan may not ap- 
ply to' readily ; but it is amazing how far, 
even now, automatic machinery goes in carv- 
ing up a carcass. We shall simply have to 



push those processes a little further. Thou- 
sands of motors arc now in use running saus- 
age machines,, for example. Besides I am not 
particularly anxious to help people eat more 
meat. I would rather help them eat less. Meat 
eating like sleeping is a Ij'ad habit to indulge 
in. The death rate and sickness of the popu- 

,lation.-pf the country could be reduced sev- 
eral per cent, in the ratio of abstinence from 
animal food. 

One most important item in the modern 
high cost of living is rent. The electi:ic rail- 
way has been an enormous factor for' good 
in distributing people so as to lessen conges- 
tion and lower rents. But homes and rents 
are still much too high in price because of 
the cost of construction. I saw it coming long 
ago and hence went into the making of ce- 
ment, the cheapest and most duVable building 
material man has ever had. Wopd will rot and 

^buriijVbut a " cement "andi'irp^^^^ 

■to last forever. Loblc at^the^^ld Rpriiari'lsa^^^ 
Their walls are^^ais'soHd: today as when built 
two thousand years ago. When I came to the 
close of some experiments on magnetic ore 
milling, on account of the opening up of the 
Mesaba Range— which will not last forever — 
the insurance companies cancelled their poli- 
cies because of the "moral hazard" on my idle 
buildings. I said to myself that I would con- 
struct buildings that did not have moral risk, 
and th|is>went into the Portland cement in- 
dustry. . ^ J, 'have f already put up a great 
many '" buildings ' of „my own, all of steel 

• and .^concrete, avoiding this ' moril- risk, 
and now I am rapidly developing the idea, in 
biiilding with large iron molds, houses for 
poor plain folk, in which there is no moral 
risk at all, nothing whatever to burn, not 
even by lightning. When I get through, the 
fire insurance companies can follow the hu- 
mane societies, for the lack of material to 
work on. 

My plans are very simple. Nothing that 
is fundamental and successful in dealing with 
the.wahtsiof •^humanity^.m the mass, riiust ever 
be complicated. I just mold a house instead 
of a bi"ick.-"A- complete set of my iron molds 
will cost about $25,000, and the working 
plant $15,000 more. As a unit plant, I will 
start six sets of molds, to keep the men busy 
and the machinery .going. Not less than 144 
houses can be built in a year with this equip- 
ment. A single house can be cast in six hours. 
With interest and depreciation of 10 per cent, 
on a sum of say $175,000, the plant charge 
against each house is less than $125. I be- 
lieve that the houses can be erected complete 
with plumbing and heating apparatus for 
$1200 each when erected on land underlaid 
with sand and gravel. Each house may be 
different in combination of design, color, and 
'Other features; and endless variation of style 
is possible. The house I would give the work- 
ingman has a door plan 25 by 30 feet, three 
stories high, with cellar, on a lot 40 by 60 
feet, with si.x large living and sleeping rooms, 
airy halls, bath and every comfort. In cut 
stone such a house would c,ost ..$30,000. These 
houses can be built in, batches of hundreds 
and then .the; pi ant cfln. be moVeil elsewhere. 
When built these communities of poured 
houses can become flowered tdwns with wide 
lawns and blooming beds, along the road- 
ways. Rats and mice and Croton bugs will 
have as much show in them as in the steel 
safe of a bank. Cement neither breeds vermin 
nor harbors it. There is nothing in all this 
that is not common sense and easy of prac- 
tice. With a fair profit these houses .should 
rent at ten or twelve dollars per, month. Who 
would not forsake the crowded apartiiient or 
tenement on such terms for roomy, substan- 
tial houses, fitted with modern conveniences, 
beautified with artistic decorations, with no 
outlay for insurance or repairs and with no 
dread of fire or fire bugs? 



work of the association is framed and which 
obtains ■ in the " United Kingdoni, in Canada, 
Australia,' South Africa, India and elsewhere. 
The primary object of the association is to 
train citizens so as to enable them io render 
"first aid" to the injured in the ordinary acci- • 
dents of civilian life,,^uch as accidents on rail- 
'ways, in mines, in factories, in streets, farms 
and forests, by road and by water. To this end 
all the classes and simple practical instruc- 
tions involved in them are directed. It would 
be a great mistake if in Canada the impression 
should get abroad that the St. John Ambulance* 
.Association is to he an annex of the militia de- 
partment, an impression which has already 
p;ained -currenicy "^ith some w.ho have been- f 
identified 'With' the a^Ociation in the p^st. It 
is to be hoped that those Canadians best able 
to judge will be able, in putting the St. John 
Ambulance Association of Canada on a truly 
national basis, to formulate a scheme suitable 
to the circumstances b}^ co-operating with the 
Dominion' militia department, whicii will, at 
the same time, not interfere with or alter the 
primary character of the objects for which the 
St. John "Ambulance Association and brigade 
exist throughout the Empire. 

The General Secretary 

Mr. S. A. Bidlow, general secretary of the 
Canadian Pacific railway centre of the St. 
John Ambulance Association, is now making a 
trip through the Dominion from Montreal to 
Vancouver, doing missionary and organization 
work, forming first aid classes among the men 
in the different departments of railroad oper- 
ation . and co?istructioif in about thirty of the - 
larger centres. He has been actively and en- 
thusiastically connected with the order for the 
past ten years, coming to Montreal eight years ' 
ago to act as secretary to Lacey R. Johnson,' 
chairman of the C. P. R. centre. He was for- 
merly connected with the NorUi Eastern Rail- 
way Company of England, where he took his 
first certificate, being a railroad man, with 
every opportunity to study the'exigencies .and,^^ 
dangers of i-ailroad men.. AV^ierever-'meh are ' 
working, exposed to accident and injury he 
desires to see a proportion of their number able 
to render first aid to a victim in a scientific, 
prompt way. He realizes that trained first 
aid men are often able to save a man's life by 
being on the spot and avoiding any delay. His 
idea is to get the police and firemen every- 
where instructed and capable of rendering the 
assistance which :their ,- vbcationis ' offer thcni 
the occasion to use so ..frequently, and through 
the efforts of the St.- John: order, the police ot 
Toronto and Vancouver already have their 
first aid organizations. 

He feels entitled to be proud of the order, 
as its work started as far back as the eleventh 
century, when the association known as the 
Prde.r.of:.'St:5jphri,of\JerjJsalem rode as Knights 
of the dross ''of Jesifs in the wars of the Cru- 
sade, being its ambulance corps. Its ramifica- 
tions extend throughout the British posses- 
sions, the membership being in the vicinity of 
a million. The reigning King is the head and 
patron and the Prince of Wales, the president 
or grand prior. 

Honored by the King 

Mr. Gidlow's work in Montreal necessitat- 
ed a report to Sir Herbert Perrot, chief secre- 
tar}' of the order in London, and thus through 
the grand council , his exceptional services be- 
came known to;.the King,-^ who was, pleased, to- 
present him witfi' 'a beautiful Maltese cross 'iii ; 
silver, in the corners of wdiich are tiny ittiages- 
of the English lion, the unicorn of St. George 
slaying the dra.gon. Mr. Gidlow also v/ears 
the Medallion of the order, which is presented 
to the first aid men on the completion of their 
third year of study and instruction, after se- 
curing the first and second year diplomas. In 
Montreal he not..only ..trained men in ambu- 
lance Work,' but also classesi of women em- 
ployees. He will only have- time to organize 
classes among men during, this western trip. 
In the Old Country the movement embraces 
the training of nurses to supplement the. wprk- 
of the men. 

Mr. Gidlow has two classes, well started in 
the Winnipeg C. P. R. shops, taking one or two 
men from each department, so that the first 
aid men are ;well distributed'and'handy wher- 
ever tlieir services may be in requisition.
